Hwbmerus Pacimontanus (though Zuinglivs had done him 
many offices of love) loaded with fo great reproaches, that hé 
was neceflitated to make an Apologie for himtelf to fatisfie the 
brethren. | Ca/vén that taithtull Paftour of Geneva, as his labours 
and zeal-againft popith herefies are known to all, fo did he write 
and act againft all other kinde of errours that {prung up, againit the 
Anabapuifts, Libertines, Servetus ,Valentinus Gentilis,Stancarus, 
Cas his works witnefle ):and for his pains and zeal, being as.a 
Chriftian Hercules overcoming fo many monfters, he was called 
Heretick, Ambitious, affecting anew Papacic, one thar ftadied 
to heap up riches, a Rayler, fo that Bez writ an Apologie tor him; 
yea, fome neighbour Paftours reproached him, as if he made God 
the authour of fin, becanfe he excluded nothing from Gods ex- 
ternall providence ; in aword, being fo couragious a defender of 
found doctrine, he was at home and abroad vehemently oppoteds 
and yet for all thefe he went on in his worke, like another Paxil 
and Athanafins,with undaunted refolutions and pains : upon occa. 
fion he fpake hus of his hard ufage and ill requitall,Cerrainly it I 
had ferved men, I had madea bad/bargain ; but *tis well that I have 
ferved him, who alwayes payes his fervants thac which he once 
promifed them, and *tis enough that | live and die to Chrift, who is 
gain co bis in life and death. 

* Calvin was ito harefull, thatfome named their doggs Calvin, 
otheys changed Calvin into Cain ; many out of hatred of him,did 
profcfle they kept away from the Lords Supper. Now for the 
tirft of thefe, natncly reproachcs, {corns,e*c. 1 do certainly expect 
and prepare, for the difciple is not above his Mafter nor the fer- 
vant above his Lord: st ss enongh for the difciple that he be as his 
Mafter, Matth.1o, 24,25. And what am [ better then thofé 
learned fathers, Ane ¢Stine, Athanajins, and chote fir Reformers, 
Luther Z diaglins ,Calvia ?’ tis honour enough for me to be fome- 
what like co them in fufferings, I have had fome experience of the 
fectarics malice, hatred, rage upon my former Books and Sermons 
Ms ‘4 © that 
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thac-l hayé preached, avid therefore know, fie Rig abe other Tra- 


&ares will inflame them. I am in my confcience fully perfwaded, 
that this TraGate is at this time, both feafonable and ufefull in 
many refpects, yeancceflary, and that for all forts of men, Ma- 
giftrates, Minifters, peopie,borh thofe that ftand, and thofe that are 
fallen,yea the very fectaries themfelves,and in jultice and all reafon,t 
might expect chanks and kinde accepcance of my labour and pains. 
But I look that the eCtaries of all forts will {torme, and caft out of 
their mouthes flouds of calumnies, reproaches, both againft my felf 
and book, befides all ocher wayes do me all che mifchief they can 
and dare; yea,J tear, that too many Brethren, partly through their 
relations to many {ectaries, and through that lukewarm temper 


( in reference to crrours of minde ) that hath long poflefied them. 


who thinke every one toohot that appears againft the fects, will 
not fo cordially approve this worke. I can too truly fay, thacin 
my former books and Lectures, 1 have been too much deterted,and 
not received thofe incouragements which many have done from 
Brethren upon like occafions ; but mone of chefe things move me; 
not the loffe of good name, not the unkinde defercing of friends ; 


neither count I my life dear to my felf, fo 1 may finilh ny courfe,.

=43 blafphemies, practices of the fectaries, together 
with a particular narration of fundry remarkable paflages,and fome 
Letters concerning them. 
"3, Give {ome Obfervations upon, and draw fome Corollaries 
from the whole matter. 
~ ‘In the firft head I fhall do rwo things ; 

Firft, Lay down eight particulars for better fatistaction and dire~ 
tion about the errours,¢c. 

Secondly, Anfwer two Objections which may be as {tones to 
ftumble at in the entrance to the matter, and caufe a prejudice a- 
gainft the worke. 

Firft, he firft thing I premife,which I would have the Reader to 
take notice of is, that this Catalogue of Errours, Blafphemies, Pra- 
Gtices, Letters, is not of old errours, opinions, practices, of a for= 
mer age, dead and buried many years ago, and now revived by this 
Difcourfe ; but a Catalogue of errours now in being, alive in thefe 
prefent times, all of them vented and broached within thefe four 
ears laft paft, yea moft of them within thefe cwo laft years, and 

fe. Ir fhould have been long enough, betore I would have raked 
jd errours from the dead and ics I had much rather fend 

; them 
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A Catalogue and Difcovery of 
them back from whence they came; and that is my intent in their 
diicovery. 1 approve well of that ru‘e of Difcipline in the Fresch 
Churches, that che Minifters fhould not in Sermons meddle with 
confuting of olderrours; and of that of Amefus to Minifters, 
That allerrour is nocevery where tobe refuted.’ For old Herefies 
that are buried are nor to be digged-up that they may be re 
fuced ; but feeing chefe walke up and down in City and Coun- 
trey, I may give warning of them, Secondly, This . fole 
Jowing Difcovery, is not only of prefent errours, which 
may be now in Polonia, Trasfilvania, Holland, New-Eng- 
land’, Somer-Iflands, for then I would not have troubled 
the Reader neither; but in England, held and vented in this 
Kingdom, as will appear more fully in chis difcourfe. Third- 
ly, More {pecially in thefe places of England, as London 
and the Counties adjacent, in the Parliaments Quarters, in their 
Armies and Garrifon Towns, not maintained by perfons at Ox- 
ford,exc. for then it had not been fo muchtous; bucas the Pro- 
phet Exekrel {peaks of Ferufalem, Exek,22.7,9,10,11. In thee, 
in thee,in thee (oft repeated ) are (ach and fuch things; Sointhee , 
London,in thee Affociated Counties, in thee Armies, and that after 
a folemn Covenant to extirpate herefies and {cifmes, are found fuch 
and fuch errours, blafphemous opinions, ftrange practifes ; fo that 
the Reader muft remember, that’ all che following Errours, blaf- 
phemies, practites, Leccers, be of perfonsin this time, and inthis 
Kingdoin,yeaof fuch who live and dwell among us. 

Sccondly, I donot undertake nor profeffe in this Catalogue and 


 Difcovery, togive a full Catalogue and perfect enumeration of all 


the erroneous opinions, blafphemnies and practifesof the fectarics - 


within thefe four laft years, fo as no more can be added to them; I ~ 


make nodoubr, buc many a Reader may fay, this Catalogue wants 
{uch an opinion chac he knows of, and {uch an opinion, but only of 
many of them, and of fome principall;and therefore in the Title of 
this Dilcourle, I callit a Catalogue of many Erronrs, (Ido not 
fay of all +), 1¢ cannot rationally be imagined, that one man refi- 
ding conftantly. in one place, not travelling tothe Armies, sgt up 
and down from country: to country, having his ha f of prea- 
ching, and writing controverfies, canj come to the knowledge 

.errours, broached in all places, ox can haye time 
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many Errours of the Sectaries. n® 


exaGly all the books of the Sectaries, to extract all their opinions : 
It may rather be thus argued, what a world of ftrange errours, 
ee are there held inall parts of this Kingdom, when one man 
hears of fo much! it all che Minifters in the Kingdom would 
bring in what they know, or bur aconfiderable number of M:ni- 
nifters,as a Committee from feverall parts of the Kingdom, would 
joyn together ro read all the books, to take notes of the Sermons in 
publike, to have {ome obferve and watch meetings in private, and 
draw intoone all the wayes of the fectaries within thefe four latt 
years, a great volume would not contain che errours, prodigious 
opinions, and ftrange practifes of thefe times : Therce’s no quettion 
but there are many monfters conceived by fome in this Intermi- 
fticall feafon, which are not yet brought forth, and others that are 
brought forth, yet like to baftard or miihapen children, are con- 
cealed from the publike view, made known only to a very few, 
being the hidden works of darknefle, the time not being yercome 
to publifh them openly, waiting only for the midwife ard nurfing 
mother of a Toleration, to bring them forth and nourith them ; 
But though this be not a perfect Catalogue, yet I beleeve it will 
be found the fulleft chac hath yet been made of thefe times, and 
give a further Difcovery then yet we have had. I have feen feverall 
books written within thefe four laft years & leffe,that give us a par- 
ticular relation of fome errors and blaiphemous opinions,as learned 
* M? Gatakers,but thats only of the Antinomian errours,” M' Bai- Gods eye 04! 
/y, one of the learned and Reverend Commiflioners of the Church {/ Aaa baa 
of Seorlind, but that is only of the Independents, Brownifts and | the erresrs of ire 
Chilialts. ©M* Pagets, who relates more then any late Authors, CYf-pejoerep! 
but many of chem are of the old Anabaprifts, and old {ecaries en 
of other countreys rather then of the new, and of this Kingdom, 
4M: Wells,but his relation is chiefly of the Familifts and Antino- ars, reige cus 
mians in New-England many years ago. But this worke as ir Poti of the 
{peaks only of the errours and opinions in prefent being and in rie Dizp 
England, {oit difcovers more, then any one book hath, of the pple Feaily 
errours held and maincained among us; yea then all che Tra- sree? 
tates extant have difcovered, many great errours being in this pre- 
fent Trearife laid down, which are not mentioned at all, ceichor by 

_ the forenamed Authours, nor any other, fo chat this prefenc 
Difcourfe will be a further improvement of cur knowicdge 
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of the errours and wayes of the fectaries of our time. 


Thirdly, My intent in this worke,is not to make a formall confu- 
tation of thefe errours and opinions, defigned not that when I firtt 
refolved the thing (that would be along and great worke, and 
not make good iny prefent ends,) Thope the hte of them will 
bea fufficicnt confutation,efpecially with the Anima verfions, Ob- 
fervations,and Corallaries hereunto ad joyned : I have been a faith- 
full gatherer cogether and ftorer up, Remembrancer and Treafurer 
of thefe errours and practices for the good of che publike, that I 
might in a fic feafon bring out of my treature thefe things, and dif- 
cover thefe monfters and rocks, that fo they might be of fome ule to 
godly people, tomake them afraid of forfaking the publike Affem- 
bhies,and joyning to feparated Churches where thefe monfters daily 
breed, 

Fourthly,I here give the Reader a Synopfis of feCtarifme,and have 
drawn as it were into one table, and do prefent atone view, the 
errours and {trange opinions {cattered up and down, and vented in 
many books, manu‘cripts, Sermons, conferences, ee. and have dif- — 
pofed them under cercain heads, and put them into their proper 
places, in a methodicall way for memories fake, that the Reader 
may the more eafily finde them. The Reader cannot imagin [ 
found them thus methodized. and laid together, but contufed and 
divided, lying tar afunder, one or two in one book, fome in ano- 
ther; ochers in chis manufcript, others in that ; this errour vented 
atfuch a private meeting, that errour in {uch a Sermon, this opi- 
nion atfuch aconference: For many of thefe opinions, the very 
{ame opinions and errours are maintained and held over and over in 
{cverall books and manutcriprs, fo rhat co have given them the 
Reader as 1 found’ them, would have been to have brought che 
Keader into a wilderncfle, and to have prefented to publike view 
a rude and undigefted Chaos, with a heape of Tautologies, al 
which are carefuily declined in this following difcourfe,by joyn- 
ing in one things divided and fcattcred ; by relating bat once one 
and the fame errour and pradtife, and by forbearing to lead the 
Reader thorow woods and over the mountains, and inftead of 


_ that, carrying him direétly and prefently co che bird in the neft. 


Fifthly, I lay dowa the opinions and errours én terminis,and in 
their owa words and phrafes 1 yllabically,as necr as poflible can be, 
~ OR! 
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of I can remember them ; and that as themfelves have expreffed 
them in books, manufcripts, Sermons, conferences, which either 
are extant of their own fetting torth, or fet forth by other learned 
godly men in print, or as | have received them from credible futfi- 
cient witnefles. 1 do not in this Catalogue and Difcovery alter 
the phrafes and words of the fectarics, giving you their fenfe in o- 
ther expreflions ; nor fet down a Relation of their opinions by 
confequences and deductions, imputing that to chem, which by 
confequences may be drawn ( for I hold that an unjult way of 
‘dealing with men, though in errours ) * yea many men may hold 
opinions,who yet fee not the confequences, nay abhorre thofe con- 
fequences which yet follow upon fuch premiffes ; and therefore 
_though in a way of argument they may be preffed upon them to 
draw them off theirerrours, yet they may not be charged upon 
them ; and therefore though in the fetting down of the errours 
‘and the things thereto annexcd,as Letters, fome phrafes and words 
may net be fo proper,nor fo good englifh, yet the Reader mult not 
be offended, becaufe I would relate things in their own:words to 
take away all cavill. 

Sixtly,For the proof and manifeftation of the truth and reality of 
the errours, blafphemies and practices contained in this prefent 
Tractate, that the Reader may not reft upon my bare affertion and 
relation of them, but may have other grounds of fatisfaction for 
their belicf, and {o be the more affected with them; 1 propound 
thefe following particulars, as grounds of proofs. 

1. That for divers of the opinions, errours and practices-related, 
there is fuch a notericty of them, being fo nororioufly known co 
thoufands,and maintained by thoufands, every day and every place 

_Witneffing the truth of them ; thac to quote books written, and 
Sermons preached for them, or perfons holding them, is-tolofe 
time; and when all is alledged that canbe, ’tis far beneath the 
evidences chac the mentioning of the things themfelves give. 

2.. Many errours and blatphemies contained an this following 
Catalogue, bave been complained of, and particulars given in by 


fifficicnt perfons, to the Parliament, Committees of Parliamenr,. 


_Affembly of D.ivines, and others in auchority, of which errouts L 
have had either perfect copi.s given me from Minifters both of the 
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Aflembly and City, or relations from their mouths, who. 
} have: 
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a Sentent. Quo- 
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have known particularly the {tory and truth of them, which copies 
_1 keep by me to produce if need be,andour of which amongft many 
other papers and books,I made up this Catalogue, 

3. Some of the errours,bla‘pemies and practifes, are proved and 
made manifeft in the narration of the {tories and Letters following 
the Catalogue; wherein the naming of fome perfons, places, oc- 
cafions of writing, the perfons writ unto, their writing in a pub- 
like way, and not in a private manner; the willingnefle to have 
them publifhed, with many other concurrent circumftances, do 
declare they are not feigned nor countérfeited, but reall and 
certain. 

4. OF fome of thefe errours and practifes here related, 1 my 
felt, and other perfons of good note and quality, have at the fame 
time together been ear witnefles and eye witnefles upon the 

laces. 

: 5- Other of thefe errours and opinions, are in divers printed 
books, cither of che fe€taries themfelves, or of perfons of nore and 
worth for learning and piety, who either after conferences with 
them, or hearing them preach upon certain knowledge have prin- 
ted and attefted chem to the world,diverfe of which printed books, 
elpecially thofe made by the fectaries,] quote upon the margent by 
the errours. . 

6, Forany of the errours,blafphemies put in this following Ca- 


talogue, which have come to my knowledge by none of the former. 


five wayes above {pecified ( which yet are nor many ) I have had 
the relation of them froin godly Minitters, and underftanding con- 
{ciencious Chriftians, with many circumftances of names, places, 
conditions, time, and confident affeverations of the certainty of 
them, the relations ma: to me by providence, and occafionally 
{poken of in the hearing of othcrs as well asmy’felf, and fo deli- 
vered as there can be no reaton in the world to thinke they fhould 
be falfey but much every way co belecve them true. And that the 
Reader may the more build upon the tiuchof all things delivered in 
this book ; befides that account I have given him already in thefe 
fix particulars, I fhall acquaint che Rader with thecourfe and 


way I have taken to come to the truth of chings,and not t0 goupon. 


hearfay. When any things of this nature have been related to me, 
though by perfons of worth and con‘cience, I haveufed to enquire 
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of them, whether they were ear witnefles or no ; if not ear wit- 
nefles, who they had the reports from,and how they came to know 
them, and where, and by whom, and upon what occafion thefe 
points were delivered? if they faid they were ear andeye wit- 
neffes , yet if there was but one fingle witneffe, I have ufed 
to queftion, who elfe was prefent? and to enquire after 
circumftances and occafions, and accordingly have gone to o- 
ther perfons named, from one to another, to finde out the bot- 
tomeand truth both of opinions held, and practifes ufed ; where I 
could with wifedom and probability go to findeout and know the 
truth, I have done it my felf ; and waere my appearing might hin- 
der the difcovery, and caufe perfons to be thie and more referved, I 
have fet others to enquire, and direéted them the way, and entrea- 
ted them to aske {uchand fuch queftions, and afcer particular en- 
quiry, according to concurrence’ of circumftances and witnefles, 
} have entertained fuch things for truth, or ¢lfe received them as 
falfe, or fufpended them as doubrfull, not tobe aflerted : and that 
I might be the more faithfull Relator of the opinions and wayes of 
_ the feétaries of this time, and know when and where to put more 
or lefle waight of credirupon informations and relations, I havea 
Jong time ufed to write down daily the fameday, yca the fame 
hour ( when I could get opportunity of privacie ) the occurrences 
both of opinions and prattites that concerne our fectaries, and that 
in fuch a manner and way, that looking upon my papersa year af- 
ter,I can judge of what authority the relations ares and accordingly 
J have forborne to put into this Catalogue of crrours, fome f{trange 
opinions I have heard of from good hands(though they may betrue) 
becanfeT havenot had the opportunity to meet with, and furcher. 
ro enquire of {ome perfons concerning their truth; and becinfe fome 
whom | have enquired of, could give me no further {atisfaction. I 
have taken this way, to fatisfie the Reader,rather chen all along in 
the feverall errourslafphemies and practifes to lay down che par~ 
ticular proofs ; which} think the better way upon thete following, 
feafons. 1. Becaufe in many of the errours, even contained un-. 
derorie and the fame head, the proofs to be given'of the trurhof 
the thing,doth arife many wayes,from printed books, from manu- 
ftripts,trom Sermons, from preaching in private houtes, from Ar- 
ticles givenin by witneffcs, and from others relations ; now to

parted intelligence to me, 3. In this Catalogue of errours, 
under one and the fame errour, (which for number I make 
but one, that I might not feem needlefly to multiply er- 
rours, and that I might contract things) yet under that .

them all alike. A {cholar that makes a Catalogue of Books, writes 
down Decime fextos as Well as Folios in it, becaufe they be all 
Books, and yet puts a great deal of difference between the one and 
theother; fodoI notwith{tanding I put them. together. All the 
“errours reckoned up aré not of the farft magnitude, nor in the high- 
eft forme; fome are fundamentall errours,overthrowing the foun- 
dation dire€ly, many by confequence and deduction ; others are 
{uperftru@tures, building upon the foundation hay,{traw and {tubble: 


‘I put a wide difference between a fimple pure Inde endent, yeaa - 


fimple Anabaptift, who only holds that opinion of denying Poedo- 
-baptifme, and between an Arian, Antitrinitarian, Antifcripcurift, 
Perfe@tift : Again, 1 put a difference between erroncous perfons, 
that erre out of ignorance, weakneffe, and are feduced, following 
thofe opinions in fimplicity of heart (as fome people did Abf- 
tom ) and are peaceable keeping their opinions alfo to themf{elves, 
-and fuch perfons as are wilfull feducers, the heads and leaders of 
faction, who make it their worke to difturbe the peace of the 
Church, and to fubvert fouls. In all this difcourfe 1 defire to 
thinke of ude 22,23. And of (ime have compalfion, making a 
difference; «And others fave with fear, pulling them ont of 
the. fire.

beforenow: fothacI fhall not divulge any fecret to the common 
enemy : all chat I do is but to draw them into one, that we may fee 
them as it were at once: our errours and {chimes are fpoken of far 
and near'by en¢mijcs and'triends. ‘How many Sermons have been. 
préached before the Hodéurable Houles of Plime din other 
publike places {peaking of che errours of the'time, which have 
been alfo printed long fince by command of Authority, andecxpo- 
fed corhe vicw of all’ Maoy Leatned men have given-a‘Cara- 
logue of feverallerrours, as Mt enter yh jomian er-.

Yea,fome of the Sectaries bave in their writiogs’ publithed and ac- 
knowledged, there are many forts of opinions among us, hence 
taking occafion to write for a toleration of all as Anabaptifts, 
Antinomians,¢*c. and the. great Hiftorian and Chronicler of the 
fettaries (the Moderate Intelligencer), Who Writes their lives 
and deaths, and trumpets forth their. victories and, praifes fo 
immoderately as it chey did alls. hath padlifhed co the world, 
fome weeks ago, that there are twenty feverall opinions in the 
Army ; and. hath pleaded more then once for liberty of confcience 
for them all; fo that I by writing in thiskinde of the errours of 
the time, cannot be guilty of difcovering our nakednefle,the enemy 
having known fo much long before. But why ftand. [.toprove 
that our herefies and {chifmes are openly known in Exg/and,when 
‘as their {ound is gone into all Lands,into Holland,Z caland, France, 
yea to New-Exgland, The, Walachrian Claflis, in their Letter 
tothe LendonSynod complain much of herefies,{chifmes, errours, 
‘confufions in Religion {preading im the City, which by juchan 
expreffe, holy and facred oath is bound to God, to caft out all er- 
rours,herefies,(chifmes out of the houfe of God. Many Letters have 
been written over into England out ot Helland, trom Minitters 
‘and Profeffours of ichools, ( men zealoufly affected to the caufe of 
the Parliament). complaining of the errours,{ccts-and {chifines a- 
mongft us, which have been communicated to fome prime mem- 
bers of the Aflembly andorhers. New-England {peaks much ot 
the herefies, errours,and all forts of feéts amongft us, * wondring 
that the Afflembly fuffers chem, and chat they do not ftirre up the 
Parliament tofuppreffe them. 4M‘ Shepards Letter written from 
thence, fhews their knowledge of the herefies, errours and fects a- 
ang{t us, fo that our*erroucs and {chi{mes fo publikely knowa to 
world,cannot be concealed from Oxford. Seeing then there are 

ry many errours and moniters of opinions {poken of in all places, 
cannot be taxed for the dilcovery of thac which was before con- 
cealed,but in this work amonly a gatherer together of thote errours 
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to keep many from falling into fchifme feeing fuch monfters in that 
way,and to caufe many toreturne, when they finde that they never 
dreamt of nor intended. ; 

Secondly fuppofing our errours to be known, which is fully - 

roved in my firft Antwer, I chen fecondly fay, “cis fo farre from 

Bein unfeafonable and inconvenient, that ’tis moft neceflary, that 

fome Minifters, who are friends to the Reformation, and zealots 

for the Parliament, fhould lay them open to the full, by teftifying 

againft them and difclaiming them, that fo our enemies may nor 

fay, we favour and countenance them ; and one of my great ends 

in this Tractate, is to take away occafion from thecommonene- - 
my to blafpheme the Reformation, and {peak ill of the Parliament, 
by our not owning them, but {peaking as much againft herefic, 
{chifme and all errours as any of chem can. 

3. Tanfwer, we fhould be fo farre from being afraid to give the 
common enemy advantage,by {peaking againft herefiesand errours, 
that on the contrary I may fay, we have no fach enemies,as thofe 
perfons, that broach and fpread their herefies and damnable opi- 
nions : thefe are our enemies which we have caufe to fear more 
-then all che Cavaliers, thefe are the Achans, the accurfed perfons, 
and things which are moft likely to undo us; and if ever the Parlia- 
ment and their party be ruined ( which God prevent ) it will not 
be fo much by the Cavaliers, they could not have done it, bur the 
herefies, blatphemies and {chifmes of fome among our felves will. 
caufe it; and therefore the finding of thefe out, and labouring to 
have thefe removed, is a worke of great importance to the faving 
of the Kingdem, and-of great prejudice co the common enemy, 
whofe hopes and confidence are much more placed in our herefies,. 
prodigious opinions and {chifmes,then in their own ftrength. 

2.06. As this book will give occafion toopen the mouthes of 
enemies, fo it may caufe diitractiens and divifions among our 
felves, weaken the hands of many who are cordial to the Parlia- 
ment,apprchending themfelves tobe written againft ; befides- this 
may offend many good perfons that are not ieCtaries, efpecially

Thirdly, That for the er- 
rours and opinions laid down in this Catalogue, fome are 
contrary and contradictory to others of them, fo that many 
of thefe errours fight among themfelves; this indeed is- one 
great difference between truth and errour, that truth though it be 
contrary to erreur, yet one truth is never contrary to anorher, 
truth is one and uniforme ; but many errours are not only con- 
trary to truth, but to errours alfo; yea fome of thefe errours are 
moft contrary to what ever could have been expected; many of che 
perfons who hold chefe opinions being fallen into fome of the er- 
rors of Popery, Arminiani{me, Libertiniime and thole of che groflelt 
fort, (as the Reader in the Errours hereafter named may more 
eafily perceive ) which they {poke fo much againft heretofore, and 
for fear of which coming in uponus, they firlt began to forfake this 
Church, fo that they have wheeled_and wheeled about fo long on 
the right hand,that they are perfectly come round to thelefe..

of, yet preffing toward the marke for the price of the high calling 
of Ged, waiting what he will record in my heart, and in that mea- 
fure Worfhip him in {pirit and truth from the teaching of the 
Spirit. 
m That the holy writings and {ayings of 4Z0/es and the Pro- 
phets, of Chrilt and his Apoftles, and the proper Names, Perfons 
and things contained therein are Allegories, and thefe Allegories 
are the myftery and {pirituall meaning of them. 

6. That the Penmen of Scripture, every one of them, writ as 
themfelves conceived, they were the actions of their own fpiriz; 
and for what is faid they were moved by the holy Ghoft, that was 
no other Spirit then that which moved them to write and {peak 
other things,for in him we live and move and have our being. 

7. That the Scriptures of the old Teftament, donot concerne 
-norbinde Chriltians now under the new Teftament : fo that when 
places of Scripture are brought out of the old Teftament to prove

A Catalogue cf the BlasSphemies of the Setlaries. 


Ow befides thefe Errours and Herefies laid down, many of 

them being Blafphemies (as the Reader cannot but have ob{cr-. 
ved in perufing their Catalogue) there have been many blafphe- 
mies and bla{phemous f{peeches vented by Sectaries feverall wayesy. 
both by writing, preaching, conference and dilcourfing, and fome 
fo horrid and abominable, in {uch adefpicefull, {cothng, fearfull. 
way, that I cremble to thinke of them, and fhall forbear to name 
them: And indeed within thefé four laft years in England there 
have been blafphemies uttered of the Scriptures, the Trinity,. 
-each perfon of the Trinity both of Father, Son and holy Ghoft, of 
‘Gods eternall election, of the Virgin Mary, the Apoftles and: 
holy Penmenof Scripture, of Baptiline, Prayer, the mini{tery of 
Word, and the Minifters of all the Reformed Churches, of the 
Government of the Church, and of the Chriftian Magiftrates : In. 
fome books printed and difperfed up and down, there are feaifull. 
e —t G 3. blafphemics; , 
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blafphemies ; as inthe e4rraignment of perfecution, The Sacred 
Synodicall Decretall, Martins Eccho &c. protaning and abufing 
the holy and dreadfull Name of God in a moft fearfull manner, 
{coffing at che holy Ghoft, fenr in a loak-bagge from Scotland, 
making a moft blafphemous Prayer, wherein the Paflion, Death, 
Refurrection and Afcenfion of Chrift are in a {coffing way alluded 
unto, with many others which I will noc foul paper with tran{eri- 
bing. Infome Manufcripts of oné Pax! Beft, theré are moft hor= 
rid blafphemies of the Trinity, of Chrift, and of the holy Ghoft, 
calling the Doctrine of the Trinity, a myftery of iniquity, che three 
headed Cerberss, a fiction, a traditionof Rome, Monftrum bi-. 
forme, trifirme, with other horrid expreffions borrowed from 
hell, not fic tobe mentioned. There was a fearfull blalphemons 
{cotting {peech ot God the Father, Son,and holy Ghoft, {poken by 
ore Clarke (as I remember the name) givenin toa Committce 
of Parliament, in way of complaint in writing, witha hand{ubferi- 
bed, and one wiinefled it before the Committee, but 1 forbear to 
relate it. M*' Paget in his Herefiography, Epiftle Dedicat. fpeaks' 
of one committed for mocking at Chrifts Incarnation, the parti- 
culars whereof, though I have been told from M* Paget, yet 
judge it beft to conceal. There have been many blafpheming fpeech- 
es, in a way of derifion of the holy Ghoft, calling it flabile numen, 
and asking what kinde of bird it was? whether— but I dare 
not {peak it. The holy Scriptures are by many in thefe times 
fleighted and fcofted at ( thac grows and {preads much ) call’d 
the golden Calfe, that there are many contradiétions and lyes in 
them, that they are no better then a Ballad, that they can make as 
good Scriptures; that place inGen 6.6. where *tis faid,God repented 
that he made man Was untrue;fo other places of Scripture. The Do- 
ctrine of Gods eternall Election and Preieftination hath been 
eall’da damnable errour.The Virgin Afary hath been called a—— 
the Apoftoles havebeen cail’d ~~ and they could write as good 
Scriptures as the Apoitles ; upon occafion of quoting that Scri- 
pturein Rom 7. of Pants complaining of fin, it nach been anfwer- 
ed, Paw! was anovice,and that was his weaknefle, and that Paul 
under{tood not Chrift in the Promife, and thac he for his parcune, 
detftood the myftery of God in Chritt better chen'$t Pan/, When 
that Scripture in Gel.5 12. was objedted toone that pleaded for 


liberty 
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liberty of con‘cience, the anfwer was, he thought the Apoftle was 
ina great paflion. A Minilterin Hart fordfire bringing a place of 
Scripture againft an Anabaptift, to contute him in fome opin:on 

he held, the Anabaprift confeffed he could not anfwer it, but faid, 

it was the weaknefle of the Apoftle, and there he wanted the fpirit. 

Another Sectary denying the Refurrection of chedead, and fome 

of the Church coming to admonifh him of that crrour, and bring- 

ing Scripture to prove it, he anfwered, This is Scripture to you, 

but not to me. Poedobaptifme hath been blafphemed by many 

reproachfull fpeeches: the Lords Prayer hath been fleightly and 
fcornfully fpoken of : the whole Miniftery of all the Reformed: 
Churches, with their Ordira:ion, worke of preaching, ¢>c. {corned 
and abufed in feverall Pamphlets: the Presbyceriall and 
Synodicall Government, reproached in all vilde and {coffing 
language, call’d devillifh, antichriftian, and all co naughr, refem- 
bled to the beaft in the Revelation: the CivilGovernment and: 
Magiftrates have been blafphemed, with their Ordinances, Orders. 
the fupream Court of Judicature che Parliament call’d Anti- 
chriftian, and the Comavictee of Examinations j-ared, by way. 
of comparing it to the Court of Inquifition, and to the High. 
commiflion: the felemn, facred and Nationall Covenant of the 
Kingdoms, derided, blafphemed in many Pamphlets, chat many, 
pages would not contain them. BurcI will not trouble the Reader 
tonameany more of them:M Pry» in his fresh Difcovery of New 

Lights, hath excraéted many paflages ot this kinde ouc of the- 
Pamphlets of the Sectaries, and in a libellous book eatiiuled Eng- 
lands Birthright, theres more ftufte of the fame kinde. 

Now having prefented the Reader with the Errours and Bla-- 
fphemies ; before I come to the Practices of the Sectarics, I wilh 
relate fome few Paflages in the Prayers of the Sectaries, which. 
Were vented either in che publike Affemblies and Churches, or in. 
their private Church mectings, all within the compaile of a. 
twelve-moneth,or thereabouts. :

Though they may withhold thy Truth in Policie, yec thy Spirit can 
teach us if all the Minifters in the world hold their peace, ec. 
Thou haft triumphed glorioufly by adefpifed Army, not only by 
our enemies, but our feeming friends, who indeed were our reall 
enemies, vilifying thofemen whom thou haft been pleafed to ho- 
nour, ec. Another Independent Minifter in his prayer pray- 
ed, that the Presbytery might be removed, that Chrifts King- 
dom might be fetup. Another Independent Minifter about the 
end of September lait, gave God thanks tor breaking the neck of 
that wretched Petition of the Citizens. August laft the 10° day, 
being prefently upon Lilbarns committing to New-gate, at 
Knowles Churchin St Helens ona Lords day M' Kaowles prayed 
thefe words,or to this¢ftzct, Lord,bring thy fervane Lilburne out 


of prifon, and honour him Lord, for he hath honoured thee. This ' 


laft moneth inD ecember, one of the Independent Minifters in his 
prayers at a Lecture,two or three {cverall Lectures, prayed to God 
that the Parliament might give liberty to tender con{ciences. One 
of the Independent Minifters at his Church-meeting in a houte, 
gave thanks unto God for the liberty of con{cience granted ine4- 
merica,and {aid,Why,Lord not in England as wellas in America? 
or words to that purpofe. Another Independence Minifter in his 
Prayer put up this Petition, O Lord make che Parliament friends 
tothe Saints. 4 ALay 25,1645. AnIndcpendent Minifter praying 
for the Parliament, prayed that God would keep the Parliament 
from grieving the Saints, or doing any acts thac might make them: 
fad; that they for whom fo many prayers and praifes had been 
pucup by the Saints, might not now grieve them. April 24. The 
tame Independent Minilter in his prayer afcer Sermon, prayed, 
That now God had delivered us both ( natmely,cthe Presbyterian. 
and Independent ) from fach bondage and oppreffion, we might 
not be guilty of bringing our brethren into bondage, left the Lord 
carry us bick again into Egype for it.The fae prayed on Auguft 1. 
joyning Parliament and Aflembly together, That they might do 
nothing but whac-tte Saints should rejoyce in, and be glad of. 
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Affembly who was an ear wirmefle related it, and laid he would - 


acquaint the Commiflioners of Scotland with it; that an Inde- 

odent Minifter,either in his prayeror Sermon, uled words to this 
effect of the Scots, That it was juft with God to bring this over- 
throw upon Scotland, becaufe of their beating their tellow-fer- 
vants; and chat they could not be content with fuffering their bre- 
thren to enjoy cheir liberty,but muft have a domination.

{fphemies of the Sectaries, with fome Paffages in their Prayers; I 
come now torelate many of their Practices. But. the Reader mutt 
not conceive I can fetdownall, or thacany one man (although 
of far greater abilities and leifure, having allo fairer opportunities 
of converfing among them, with leffe fufpition oblerving their 
wayes, then my felf ) is able to doit. - They have many depths, 
wiles and methods which I know not,nor cannot finde out; there 
are many windings and turnings of che ferpent, crooked goings, in 
and-out, off and on, ‘here and there, which I cammot trace, the way 
of che ferpent upon arock ts too wonder full for me, and which I 
know not. They,Proteus-like, wurne themfelves into all fhapes and 
forms, and according to feverall occafions and times, have differ- 
ent humours and tempers, fometimes complying fo that one 
would chinke all difference would quickly be at anend and they 
were ours, fometimes fo far off and back again, as caufes wonder 
and amazement in the beholders. I have been told from godly 
and wile men, who have had much to do with {ome of them, and 
have profeffled co fer chemfelves to ftudy and to obferve them 
( men whoare inoderate enough, and have a {peciall love to fome 
of them) thac they know not what to make of them, they are 
ftrange men, nor cannoc fadom their depths, and therefore cis 
not to be expected from me a plain open-hearced man ( who 
hate tricks, playing under-board, referves and defignes, whofe 
motto is that of the Plalonft, Ler integrity and uprightnelfe pre- 
Serve me, for I Wait on thee, and never ftudied Machivel, nor am 
not verfed in the Jefuics Politicks ) thac | fhould difcover all their 
practices and waycs: Neither was it my iotention: or {cope in wri- 
ting of this book, tofpeak all 1 know of their practices and wayes, 
(for I rook a refolution in the entyance of this worke, not ro be 
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| toolarge) that fo the more might both buy and readit, and my 
purpofe is hereafter (God {paring me lite,healthand liberty) for 


the benefit both of the prefent and fucceeding generations , to 
write an Hiftoricall narration of all the Proceedings and wayes of 
the Englith Sectaries, both in Exg/and and beyond the feas, from 
the firft year of the Parliaments fitting, till the cime of the 
fetting forch chat Hiftory, and have already laid in many mate- 
rials, and kept an exact account of the moft remarkable paffages 
tending that way; and my earneft defire is to all che godly Or- 
thodox Readers, into whofe hands this book (hall come, who are 
enemies to fects and fchifines, and lovers of truth,peace and order, 
whether Gentlemen of Committees in the feverall Counties, or 


Souldiers in the Armies, or Minifters in the feverall parts of the . 
Kingdom, or other godly Chriftians, that chey would bepleafed ~ 
Within this three or four moneths next following, tocommuni- - 


cate tome all the certain intelligence they have, of the Opinions, 


wayes and Proceedings of the Sectaries; and I promife faithfully, 


that whatever agreement or condition be made by any who im- 
parts any matters tome (as namely for concealing of their 
naines, Or forbearing che relation of {ach and fuch particulars, as 
place,ec, whatever they be) I will moft facredly obferve, and 
they {hall fisde me both fecret and crue co them, (tor I fear God,and 
dare not viclate my promife ) only for the prefent I fhall give the 
world a tafte and cryail of the Pra@tices of the SeCtaries, for upon 
tome of the heads of their Praétices and waves which'I in this 
prefent Difcourle name I could write upon each of them a book, 
wm giving iitances and examples fora proofand confirmation of 
their truch, ti: 

Now 1 might in the fit place make a Paralell: becween the 
practices and waycs of cur Sectaries, and the Seétaries of old in the 
Pumirive tuncs ( cfpecially the Donatifts ) as alfo between them 
and the Je(uits, theay and che Arminians of the Necher/ands, them 
and the Prelates and cheir Court party, themand theprefent Ma- 
lignants ; yea, them and fome of the bad Empercurs, as Pudian, 
and could fhew fuch an agreement in their practices wayes, 


_ treading f0 juit in cheir pathes and fteps, as if none of them were _ 
© dead or put down in England, only now atted al us un- 


der new nams, and under other habits and formes, bt eo 
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Tractate by itfelf, which I fhallleave to be done by fome other 
more able hand ; or elfe if no other take up fuch a fruicfull Argu- 
ment, I may finde fome opportunity hereafter to treat upon it; 
only before I name the particular Practices of the Sectartes, xs 1 
have done their Errours, I will hint fome of the more {peciail Pa- 
ralels between the Seétaries and the Donatilts, Je<fuits, c:, 

Firft for the Donatifts and fome other fectaries of the Primitive 
times, 1. Our Sectaries and they agree in their complaints of 
Perfecution of their {chifme:the Donatifts would alwayes be com- 
plaining of that, as * Auguftine fhews it in many places of his 
- learned works againft them ; and our Sectaries in their Sermons, 
_ Prayers, Pamphlets, Difcourfés, Petitions, all crying out of Perfe- 
cution, and accufing the Orthodox Presbyterians of Perfecution ; 
yea,when for their feditiovs, tumultuous, libellous fcotting, wic- 
ked lying; {candalous reports, books and practices they have been 

eftioned, there’s nothing in their mcuthes but perfecution, and 
unheard of profecution of the godly. Iam of the minde if any of 
them fhould come tobe imprifoned and hanged, for ftealing, kil- 
ling a godly Presbyterian, plotting againft the Parliament and 
City, in {eizing upon their Forts orfome Parliament men, one or 
other of chem would cry out of perfecution. 2. They agree in 
their furious outrages and violences againft all that oppote their 
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way; Learned men know what Circumcelliones there were among . 


the Donatifts, and co what aheight they came, as > Augustine 
relates; and among the fectarics there are outragious furious 
men, and fuch that in the Churches have committed many in- 
folencies, aflaulted and abufed {ome Minifters in their own hou- 
fes, and in other places where they have met them : but I muft not 
enlarge. 3+ They agree in their high Satteries of themfelves and 
their party, extolling them and crying them up to the Heavens ; 
the Donatifts did oleo ador ationum impinguere capita, a8 © Augu- 
Stine {peaks; and the Sectarics of our times are incompara- 
ble flatcerers and admirers of their.own party, have wricten and 
- dpoken fuch praifes and flarceries ot their fide, as have come almoft 
to blafphemie; thele phrafcs are a As precious men 2s 
hes 2 any 
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any upon earth, Men of a mott precious anointing, None fince the 
Apoltles times like them for gifts and abilities; yea fome have 
not fticked to fay, they were beyond the Apoftles, and if Jefus 
Chrift himfelf were on earth he could hardly preach better, char 
they lead as holy lives as Saints and Angels in Heaven. 4. In their 
great partiality, practifing thac chemfelves. which they condemne 
JAvcutthb., mothers. * Anguftine fhews this in many placesof the Dona- 
ceniraParen. tifts I could give many inftances of our Sectaries in this kinde, 
crying out of preaching and printing by the Orthodox againf{t 
them, and yet preaching and, printing all kinde of things again{t 
them ; {peaking againft petitioning the Parliament,or interpofing 
in any thing before them by way of Petition, or having meetings 
for that end (as you may finde in fome of the Newsbooks the 
penfioners of the Sectarics,) and yet chemfelves in a diforderly tu. 
multuous way,- being but private particular perfons (neither 
bodies, nor focieties reprefentative, nor reall) have had many 
itrange meetings, and drawnup Petitions with claufes and pafia- 
ges medling wich the affairs of Parliament, in akindecharging 
them, and taking cognizance of things of ahigh nature done 
in Parliament, before the time they ought, with many a fuch

Avell: &Kefpor’ and J judge “dis for thele Reafons 1. Becanfe they cannot well 
agree among themilelves of any {yftem or body, 2. Bi . 
know. not how long they fhall be of this minde, nor how, . 
further yet they may go, 3. Becaufe what theyferdown may - 
offend many of their owa parry, and loofen all thereft of thefeéts_ 
fromcthem. 4, Becanfefome Grandees and Perfonsof note ( who } 
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are gone further) will not be well pleafed atir. 5. Becau’e when 
once given under their hands, and thacafcer to long expectation, 
it will be judged by all rational 
it fhould have aniwer upon anfwer, as nodoubr ic will) andthe 
weaknefle of itdifcovered and laid bare, they’are loft among many, 
and will fufter exceedingly in the efteem of all intelligent un- 
prejudiced men, whereas now by ‘being filent, they bare the 
world in hand, as if they had fome great matcer of ftrength ; many 
before they fpeak and ucter themfelves are thought to be wile, aod 
to have much inthem, who when they have oncefpoken, are ea- 
fily {een thorow, 7. Intheir quoting Auchours for them, who are 
acknowledged for the main to be profefledly againtt chem ; and in 
their quoting peeces of Auchours, and not the whole, leaving the 
later part which would explain their meaning 5 thus the Dona- 
tilts did * Cyprian,and yet he was much again{t them as he profef- 
{es and fo Auguftiae complains of the Donatilts, integras non 
allegarunt Scripturas;thus the Authour ot Sions Prerogative roy- 
all, quotes many Presbyterians for feverall chings, who profefledly 
were of another way ; and one M? E. (as the Reader may oblerve 
jo an Extract of one of the princed Letters ) quotes the Churches 
ot France,Scotland,&c. for the Independent way,who are known 
tobe profi fledly againft it : and fo * the Auchour of The bounds of 
Liberty of Confe.quotes the Leydenfes >Profefl. tor him,who profet- 
fedly {peak againtt it, and in ¢ one fentence he leaves out fome three 
times words all of them belonging to one fentence, which would 
fhew the fenfe of thofe Learned men to be againit him (as noto- 
riousa falfifiacation as I chinke is tobe found m any Papift,) andio 
Mi! Fohn Goodwinin his point of Juftification quotes Calvin, Bucer, 
and ochers,who are known ex prof ffo,“co be of anocher judgement; 
and be quotes ‘my Amtapologie with other Auchours, Co juitific his 
opinion whenas | have profcifedly at large {poken agaipit woac be 
maintains; and among other places which he perverts I fhiil name 
one, where he cices the former part of the fentence, leaving out che 
— dacer, which had he but named, would have been an evident con- 
furation of him, dealing jut wich me as che devil did by Chritt £5 
Pfal 91 6. leaving out the latt part, to keep thee in all thy Wayes. 
2. The Sectories and the Jefuites agreein many things, 1, Asche 
| Jetuics, are. famous for icnding our Emiflacies into feverall Coun- 
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tries to corrupt, not contenting themfelves to do mifchief at home; 
{o do our Seétaries fend forth their members into all Counties and 


places of this Kingdom, they lay hands upon them, and fend them 


as a Church act to preach fuch and fuch errours, to rebaptize,cc. 
2, The Jefuits have their pia fraudes, holy deceits for the pro- 
pagating of their caufe, fictions, made things to deceive the 
people; fo have our Se¢taries many for the {preading of their 
party. 3. The Jefuits infinuating themf{elves, get into great 
Noblemens houfes and acquaintance, into great Ladies and Gentle- 
woinens, and into Princes Courts and Houfes, and follow ftate 
matters, meet to contrive and confult, not preaching too much, 
nor following their ftudies too hard ; fo do many of our Se¢tarics 


get into acquaintance and favour with great Noble men, Parlia- 


ment men, tollicite,follow them, worke by the great Ladies and 
Gentlewomen, contult and debate of matters Civil,e-c. 4. The 
Jefuits are full of equivocations, mentall tefervations, fay one thing 
but mean another,{peak things in a fenfe of their own,difterent from 
what’ cis in the common acception,foare our fectaries.5. The Jeluits 
have alwayes one plot or orher,never give our, are working: active 
men, if crofled in one, then are trying in another, and have many 
irons in the fire atonce, that if one do nor take another may, no- 
thing difcourages them, but on they go; fo “tis with the Sectaries 
of our time,active nimble men,reftlefle {pirits, never without plots 


and fine defignes, with childe of many atonce, that if fome mif- ~ 


carry,yet others may bring forth. 6. The Jeluits will worke and 
act where they are not thought to be, by others,and by inftruments 
unfafpected,not appearing themfelves,but bringing about their ends 


in {uch a manner,as a man would never dream of ; fo our Sectaries 


will not appear themfelves in many things, when yet the hand of 
Joab is all along, but get their \worke done by others, who alfo 
draw others cothem. 7. The Jcfuits make all things give place 
to their defignes, to advance the Catholike caufe, and fo they may 
coipafle them, they are not mannerly to {ftandupos tearms, but 
will cake any perfon oucof the way who {tand to hinder them, ufe 
{everall indirect means to eftect what they have plotted, run great 
ventures and hazards but they will go thorow; fo the Sectaries of 


our times aredaring men, will attempt things a wileman would — 
thinke they fhould be afraid of, will cry to break any man,or worke 
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Kim out that ftands between them and home, and do things 
(though otherwife again{t their principler.) | 

The Sectaries and the Nether/and Arminians agree; 1. The 
Arminians at firft flatrered the Magiftrates, declining Sy- 
nods and Ecclefiafticall Aflemblies all they could, and {till 
appealing to the Civil Magiltrate, crying up the power of the Civil 
Magiltrate in Ecclefiafticalis, afcribing ro the Magiftrate the ulti- 
mate and higheft Jurifdiction and power of giving judgement in 
matters purely Hcclefiafticall, reafoning that to the Magi- 
{trate alone immediately under Chrift did belong the judge- 
ment, when conrroveriies of faith did arife in che Church, and 
they afperfed the Orchodox Minifters for not giving fo much: of 
this the Reader may finde enough in Voerins and Vedelius ; fo do 
our Sectaries, all of them are again{t Synods, declining them ; ma- 
ny of them fay, chey will in all matrers of Religion give account 
to the Parliament, or toany Committee appointed by chem; and 
fay they give more to the Magiltrare then the Presbyterians, and 
in that kinde have odious infinuations to reflect. upon Presbyte- 
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rians, 2. The Arminians at firft broached but {mall and few er- — 


routs in compatifon, turin fome years rime,came to vent all kinde 
of errours almoft, Socinian errours,and whacnot? fo our Secta- 
ries at firft were more modeft, bur: within thefe four years, efpe- 
cially thefe two laft, how have they grown, and whac they 
ate fallen into, the forenamed Catalogue is {uificient proof. 
3- The Arminians profefled referves, became  Scepticks, 
were, againit certainty of faith, they came to have, (as our 
Divines have expreffed,) a monethly faith, nay an houtely ; 
this they now held, but they knew not what they might hold 
to morrow or the next hour; this principle of uncercainty in 
amatters of Religion the Remonftrants did hold forth in thofe 
times of che troubles of the Churches in the Netherlands, 
that fo they might overturne all forms and harmonies; chat 


was one of the fcepticall rules of the Arminians, Dies diem docet 5 


fo ourSectaries are all for new light and referves, and multitudes 
of them are become'meere Scepticks.and Quettionifts, and will 
tell youchis they hold for the prefent, bur know not yet what they 
may fee,@e. 4. The Arminians could not be brought tofpeak ouc 
along while, nor togive what they would have, but hid themtelves 
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in doubifull phrafcs, and were feared monftri aliquid alere: when 
they flood for aod defired a Toleration, upon conferences and 
meetings they were put co it,to give in what they held,and all they 
held, they were profered ac the conference holden’ at Delph fa- 
vour and Toleration, if rhey would give aflurance they defired on- 
ly forbearance in the ‘five Points, but they could not be got to it ; 
jo our Seétaries have forborne to this day, notwithftanding all 
means ufed, .to fet down this we hold, this we will ftick to. 
5. The Arminians in thofe times. in the Low-Countries, infome 
Cities and: Towns where they had power,perfecuted che Orthodox; 
troubled them: much; fo do our Sectaries in’ Towns or places 
where they have power, perfecute godly Orthodox men, efpecial- 
ly if zealous againtt the fe¢ts:O how have fome Sectaries vexed, pla- 
gued and troubled many godly Minifters and people feverall;ways! 
of which more under their particular Policies & factious Practices. 
6. The:Arminiansihad well nigh undone the’ Netherlands, and 


brought all ro confufion,and had nor the old Prince of Orange been 
' ftoucand. wife, even doing fomething beyond the ordinary way of 


his power; andiupon theSynod of Dore determining the Magi- 
{trace added the civill fan@tion,and ufed coercive power,;that Coun- 
trey, had been‘loft.; fo our Sectaries have by theit errours, divi+ 
fions and faétiens they have made among us hazarded all, and if 
God do not wonderfully put.in,and be mercifull to.us, their wayes 
and couries will undo us all. 7.°The Netherlazd Arminians 
would be Remonftrants, did write againft, complainof theSynod 
ot Dort,,that they could nor have their liberty, were nor well 
deale with,could noc have fo fair a hearing ; how many books were 
written, bow many afperfions were caft upon che Synod? And have 
pot, and.do not our Seétaries write againft the Affembly ? com- 
plain by word of oourh?are nor their mouthes’ full of fuch fpeech- 


es? They cannot be heard,)They havenot had liberty to bring in. 


their Queftions,c*e. Is it not remarkable, that the Pamphlet, or 
rather Libell againft che Aflembly,puc forch by ftealth, is entituled 
_A Remonftrance of the Diffenting Brethren.’ fo that they. are 
the Engliih Remonttrants..> 8. The Nethexland-Arminians when 
once the Magiftrate did etftCtually fer’ to backthe Synod of D ore, 
and were agaift chem, chen they writ books in,a farother ftile, 


and that power which before they. fo liberally meafured ont to_ 
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them, they did not alitcle limit and contract, denying the Magi- 
(trate had any power over private meetings ; fo our Sectaries ; 
if once the Magiftrares come to fupprefie their errours and 
falfe Doétrines, and their private meetings, we fhall fee how 
they will change their ftile ; nay,have we not too much experience, 
how but upon votes for Government, and but upon the pre- 
tive Orders for fetling Church-Government, upon the over- 
tures Of it chis laft fummer, when the Order came of cafting this 
~ City into Claffes and a Province, and an Order for choofiog tryers 
of Elders, what paffages had we in Sermons, Prayers of {ome of 
the Settaries; as among many to give twoonly, on the day of 
Thank{giving for taking Sherborne Caftle, afectary preached this, 
That the Parliament was making of Laws again{t theSaints, and 
that he was not afraid: to {peak, becanfe he was not afraid to {uf- 
fer, And others preached of the great perfecution that was come 
ing ; and how the Bifhops tyranny would be nothing to the Pref- 
byterians, their finger would be heavier then the Bilhops loyns, 
or words tO that purpofe. The Sectaries and the Bithops, 
with chat Court party agrees x. The Bifhops and che Court 
party would briag off one way or other, by Letters wricren 
trom grteac friends ac Court, by appearing for them, by 
removing to fome other place the bufinefle, by finding out one 
deviceor another,deluding the parries who profecuted and troubled 
them, ali cnole of their parcy chat’ were active and able; who 
by vertue of the Laws confcience, and courage, fome men in 
place were. queftioned and endangered for *epmeti fome Dos 
Ctrines of Popery and Arminianife, ec. or for fome practices not 
legall, of which many examples were in the former:time, ferch- 
ing them out of the hands.of Orthodox men'who had power; (ending 
Warrants for difcharge of Prietts,Jefuits,gc, and now all England 
aver generally, the Sectaries for any of their parsy chat are que- 
ftioned, eicher for preaching falle doctrines, or for {peaking unju- 
swords, or for other mifdemeanours, doufe all wayes to 
bring them off ; vhey-will ule means to remove them from one 

- Committee toanother where they are {tronger,' they will get Lec- 
ters writ on their behalf, they will worke things{o, as by delayes 
one way or another the Sectaries thall)efcape, as much as ever 
the Jetuits, Pricfts, Arminians, Innovacors did/heretofore. _ 2.The 

> ath : i Bilhops 
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‘Bithops and Court party would prefer none but their party, kept 


out all men from all places in Church and Common-wealth though 
neverfo deferving, efpecially ifzealous, or had any great parts to 
{tand for the truth, and they would prefer theirown party thongh 
never founworthy, though litleto commend them ; and'fo the Se= 
Caries in all places where they have power, bring in Series 
though otherwife unfit,into offices and places, though difhoneft and 
fcandalous, and fer themfelves with all the indaltry and cunning 
that may be, to keep out godly confcientiqus men that are againit 
the fects, though ‘the publike fuffer never fo much for the want of 
them. 3. The Bifhops and Court party did fet chemfelves to 
worme out ( that being the Archbifhops phrafe ) all godly,zealous, 
able menoutof places, and would by one means or device watch- 
ing them, caft them out quite,or fo hamper and vexthem,that they 
were Weary of rheir lives and places ; fo do our Setaries make ir 
their ftudy, to remove, worme by degrees ont of places upon

they will fight no longer,c*c. fpcaking their pleafure of them,

out time fo long, to {peak thofe things in the Affembly fomy of 
them have; and in ftead ofvbringing in according to Ordcrthe 

whole frame of their judgements concerning Church Govern- 

ment ina body, with their grounds and Reafons, to bring ina Re- 

monitrance, calting dirt upon them and cheir proceedings? would 
they in New-England endure one or more Presbyterians to live 


ajong them, and co go up and down their Countrey, and in chief — 
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Towns and places to preach againft, cry down their Churches and 
Church Government,:and to extoll and cryup acontrary way ,as 
M: Peters and others do here? for my own part I am confidently 
perfwaded, and fo I beleeve are all wife men that have obferved, 
the wayes of the SeCtaries, that if they had been in the placeof 
‘the Presbyterians, having had their power, number, authority, and 
the Presbyterians had been a fmail number as they were, and fhould 
have offered to have done but the rwentieth part of thacin preach- 
ing, writing,@c. againft them, which che Sectaries have done a- 
_ gainft the Presbyterians, they would have trod them downas mite 
in the ftreer, cafting them out with fcorne before chis time of day, 
not have {uffered a Presbyterian to preach among us, or to have 
been in any place or office, military, or civil, but all wo uld have 
been fhut up in prifons, banithed, or elfe hiding themfelves in holes 
and corners smany godly perfons infome places having much adoe 
now to hold up their heads, tolive by them, to preach quietly, to 
go fafely in theftreets, and to be quiet in their houles. And for 
conclufion of the difference in the carriage and behaviour of the 
Presbyterians and the Sectaries, the righteous Lord jadge between 
them, aud recompente to the Presbycerians according to their 
kindneffe, love, peaceableneffe, forbearance and righteoufnefle, 
and the Lord forgive the Sectaries, and turn their hearts, and caute 
their folly, infolencies, unrigbreoufnefle and unjuft dealings with 
their brethren, to be fo manifefted to themfelves and all men, as 
they may proceed no furcher.’ 
Now for the particular practices of the Sectarics they are many, 
and it would require a Tra¢tate by it felf co fet chem down; in- 
deed I hardly know any ftrange practice thar hach reference to their 
wayes, but fome or other of them are guilty in one Kinde or an- 
other. Molt of cheir practices and wayes may be referred to 
thefe tenheads; 1. To Loofeneffe and liberty in lite and conver- 
‘{azion. 2- To Coveroulnefle, Ambition and felf-feeking. 3. To 
Policies and fubtilty.. 4, To Adtivenefle, fedulity and nimble- 
nefle in the profecution of their way. 5. To Tumuliouincffc, 
diforder and confufion, 6. Tothe Difturbance and overthrow 
of ceconomicall, Ecclefiafticall and Politicall relations and Go- 
vernment. 7- To Infolencies, Pride and Arrogancie. 8, To

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all beforethem, and throwing down all that ftands in their way. 
10, To Hypocrific under pretences of piety and holineffe. * 
Now for the particular practices of the Setaries, I had drawn 
up many, to the number of feventy, and provided forevery pra- 
ctice initances for proof, and upon fome of them I could write 
a large diicourfe, even a book upon feverall of them ; as of their’ 
behaviour and carriage towards the Parliament, the Kingdom’ 
otf Scotland, the Afiembly of Divines, the City of Londow, the 
Miniltery of Exgland; yea of all the Reformed Chutches, as of 
their fecking and getting into all forts of offices and places they 
are any way capable of (being Sequeftratours, Colleétours, Re- 
ceivers, Surveyers, Excifers, Cultomers, Secretaries, Clerks, 
enc. getting places in Court, great Towns, dwelling in feque- 
fterd houfes treely, procuring Areers,eéc.. not a man almott of - 
late coming into any place or office but an Independent or In- 
dependentifh, there being no kinde of fort of preferment, 
imployment, place, but fome or other of that way enjoy ) as of 
their plotting and dabouring from the firft year of the wars, to 
get into their hands che {word and power of Arms, by having a 
confiderable Army, which they’ might look upon more parti- 
Cularly.as theirs and of their way, by attempting to remove and 
heave at many gallant Commanders, to get the command 
of the ftrongeft Garifons and places, yea to make Towns of con- 
{equence that were no. Garifons to have been Garifons,as Yar- 
mouth; buc lam neceffitated for. divers reafons to paffe by 
wholly for the prefent many of cheir pra@ices, arid others to 
nameonly, defirimg the Reader as he goes along, to’ fupply the 
defects, by calling to minde all particulars he knows and hath 
heard of upon tiedéverali heads, 1110 40 2GOR BE 4POYs vy 
aPrattices They ule to alcribe and attribute all the fuccefle of things, all 
thats done in ficld, at leagures, all victories, brave actions to 
their party, cryiog them up in Pulpits, News-books, conferen- 
ces, Calling chem the faviouis of the Kiegdoms;- and for-this 
purpole chey have certain men that are Cryers/and Trumpeters be- 
tween the Army, City and Countrey; who trumpet forth their 
praitcs,giving them the Titles of Terrible,e-c, a large book would 
not contain the relacion of all the victories, glorious aétions, ex- 
ploits have been given tothe Army call’d Independenn. 
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Li ‘What. them(cly.s.are moft faulty in, that they will charge upon 
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They give out.and boalt ‘their party to be more and greater 
then they are; fome of chem will’ fpeak’in all places as if all 
were theirs, all for them; they have given ouc as if Parliament, 
Armies, City of Londoz, Countrey, all the godly, wife, ja- 
dicious underftanding men, ‘were theirs, and will be.theirs s yea, 
that the Afémbly, the French Churches, the Commiflioners 
of the Church of Séorfavd thought wellvot cheir way; and fo 
of particular perfons that are prime men, they have given out, 
as if they were, or aré coming over to them. Some of them have 
brag’d «that. Sir Thomas Fairfax, that vahiant, victorious Com« 
mander in chief of the Parliament forces, began to have fome 
glimmering of Newlight; and I can prove fetcers have been 
written over to fome of their’ paity in Hodand, that M‘ AZar- 
foall was turned Independent ; they ufe toboaftot their friends 
Gn the Houle of Commons, and they will acquainc their friends 
in the Houle of Coinmons ;\ and they: bragg of a-Teleration; gt 
ving out. their friends in rhe Houle of Commons ‘have faid they 
fhall have a Toleration; and they boaft thus co awe pertons, 
and to make men afraid tofpeak againft them, or tooppote them, 
bur rather to adhere to them who areifo powerfulljani have formas 
-nyontheirfide, © > rep rsvadahtig (i590 
They appropriate to themfelves. the name of the godly and 
/wWelleatfected party,:the title of Saints, calling chemlelves the 
(Saints, that they only preach Jefus Chnilt; and chough they be 
Avabaprifis, Seekersye*e. yerthcy are-the Saints = thists common 
in printed books, Petitions, Sermons, difcourtes ; what,-{peak 
againit the Saints? be againit a Toleration forthe Saints? man 
ing themfelves only. 
They. pretend one thingy when they. intend* qu te another, 
and “cis u(uallfor them: toeprecend:thepublike good, ‘the benefit 
‘of the ftate, when ’tis evidenc they-intend their own ieerctt, 
and ftrengthening of theirparty.; they will pretend peace, love, 
forbearing of all names of diftcrence, co make the Presbyterians 
fecure, negligent, and to forbear all means of fecling things, 
and yecat the fame- time go quite contrary, wing all means and

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others, the Presbyterian Minifters and people, as*making divi-.

all che world. they are,moft faulcy in all chefe particulars, and in 


‘many more, and for the proof of it I could demonftrate it in a 


hundred inftances. 

They do on purpofe (having got Churches void ) keep many 
Churches withouc. Minifters, feek out for none; {top (all they 
can ) Orthodox Minilters fromY coming in, which they do for 
two reafous, 1. That fo they may pay noTithes: 2, That fo they 
may have the liberty of the Pulpits forall kinde of Seétavies and 
mechanick preachers, who come from Londoa, the Armies, and 
other places to preach in and corrupt the people, and char the 
people being as fheep without a {hepherd,may be more eafily now 
drawn away to errour and {chifme; and of this practice there 
are many fad examples in Hartford-thire, Bucking. E ffex,and that 
in fome great market Towns, as Chesham, where thonfands of 
fouls are. i 

They have laboured and do by all wayes to have no Church 
Government at all fetled in this Kingdom, but to keep it out. 
Or{econdly, if there mult be any, yet to have a defeétive, im- 

erfect loofe Government and Reformation, that may not be able 
to do the worke,that fo others may fall off co their way the more; 
and for proof of this, they have refufed co joyn tor a pure full 
Reformation in points according to theit own principles, that fo 
one good might not hinder a greater good (as was exprefled) 
and have oppofed to the ucmoft a chorow Presbyteriall Refor- 
mation. 3. They have laboured to get a Toleration granted 
before the Government be fetled, to gec anexception before the 
tule was made, and if once they had gotcen that, lec the Pref- 
bycerians get the Government then when they could, and this they 
{tirted in, and fought ro eftec&t laft winter. 4. Seeing they could 
noc do this, buc this policy waselfpied, they labour tor a folera~ 
tion together with the Reformation, thac the Church Govern- 
ament and a Toleration might be born and brought forth toge- 


ther as twins in one day, and fo gohand in hand, and this they | 


are labouring for now, the moniter of Toleration conceived in

-Jnfome ParifChurches where the Sectaries are pur in,they have \8 Practice. 
put down all finging of Pfalms, as at E//ly,in Cambr.th, Aloery in| 
Hartfrd-foire, and will nocfufter the Parifhes to enjoy any fitg- 
ing of Pfalms ; and in other places they begin to put down ail 
Prayer in the publike Affemblies, and co fay there mutt be only Dif- 
courfing and preachivs ; and in places where they cannot prevail | 
to fut out finging of Pialms, they ina contemptuous manner clap | 
on their hats inthe time of finging Pialms, and having been pull’d 
off, puc chem on again; yea, inprayer alfo many of them keep 
on hats. < 
They fend forth into feverall Counties of this Kingdom from 9 razzie. 
their Churches in London, as Church acts, feverall Emiffaries 
members of their Churches, to preach and {pread their errours, to 
dip, to gather and fettle Churches; they are not content with 
their own meetings on Lords dayes, week dayes, keeping conftaat 
LeGtures in fet places for all to come to that will, thereby poifoning 
many in the City,but they endeavour the leavening of all the Coun- 
ties, as I might give inftances of Lam, Kiffin, with many others 
{ent abroad, yea of fome {ent into the North as far as Yorke. 
They have appointed and kept Difputations from Town to 
Town in the Countrey,giving ouc the time, places and queftions 
they will difpute of, as of Poedobaptilme, the Miniftery of the 
Church of England,chc. and agree among themtelves that fome 
of them thall feem to be for Pocdobaptitme, and in the di(pu- 
tation ’tis maintained at firft eagerly by fome of their own party 
in{t others of chem who pppoe it; buc then after long and great 
difputacion at laft they contefle they are by the evidence of truch 
convinced, & before all the people give glory to God that now they 
feé the truth; whereby the people {ceing them who pleaded for Pee= 
dobaptifme confefling their errour-and yeelding (they knowing. 
RY . | nothing = 
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nothing ef thisprecontract and deceit ) they alfo ftumble;queftion- 
and fall; -yea and to'fpread their errours the more in fome great 
Town ‘where fome of ‘the SeCtaries being fouldicrs have been quars 
tered, they’ have defired the ufe of feverall houtes of perfons well 
affected, chat in che afeéet-nooh: fonié Chriftians might meét ‘to 
confer together ‘of {ome points, not ‘contenting ‘chemfelves t6. 
reaton in the houfe where quartered, or in any one ‘honfe that 
might be larger tohold many, but to get anew houfe every day,

All things that have fallen out and do in the Kingdoms, of 
Victories, Lofts, Ordinances, Petitions, A@ions, Death of parti- 
cular perfons, of-ali matter in Church, ftate, Parliament, Affem- 
bly,City, they make ufe’ of it one way or Orher-to farther their 
defigne; and turne it for the furchéring' of theit way, and againtt: 
the Presbyteriall Covernment, aS the buiinelle of Dunningron 
Cafile, as the lofle of L +/cester,upon that framing @ petition to ad- 
journ the Aflembly, with other particulars which I cannot now. 


Some of! the Sétaries plead miracles, revelations, vifions for 
their way, and toconfirme cheir doctrine, as fome Anabaprifts at 
Yorke for their rebaptization, that being baptized ia thé winter in 
the river Oufe-the water was as hor as if ic had been ‘in themidf 
of fuamer; es ‘healing the fick with ché anointing’ of eyl; as. 
giving out, Chriftappeared to an Anabaptilt, and’ forbad her'to 
bapuze her childe, of which the Reader may read more in the fe- 
cond Letter. vad: :

They have been and are Polupragmaticall, indefatigably active, 's- 


ftirring,reftleffe night and day,in City ,Countrey,in all places having 
their agents ro do theit worke and promote their caule their eyes 
ave intent upon every thing that may make fer them or againft 
them, and they have ahand in every thing, they-are men of a. 
handred eyes and hands, our-acting and ouc-working all the Pref= 
byterians, they deal wich this man to take him off, and worke with 
another man to qualifie him; they. have gor moft of the weekly 
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their ations ; they have {ent Emiffaries to feverall Gonntries, to. 
preach, carry Lecters, deal with perfons for chufing of Burgeffes 
in Parliament for theit way,as M' Peters and others; they obferve. 
allmens cempers,humours,and accordingly deal with themall,fome 
with oifices and places, tome by holding our Principles {uiting, 
their lulis. seus tinitaeieteisnest: 
They defperately cenfure and judge.all men,both their eftatesand 
actions, who are nat for them, they prefently unfainechem, and 
men fall from grace ip(é facto by preaching or writing-books ae) 
gainit cheirerrours, as Mt Pry#a, making him worfe. then the late 
Archbithop of Canterbury, and fo one M' E, for Writing againit 
them ; they ufe this phrafe(f{ometimes accounted a-godly man ) and 
of Mt A/h, they have not only in Exgland laboured.to bl him 
by cheir cen{ures and reports, but writ over into. Hofend, that fince 
he appeared againft them, God had evidently blafted him and ta- 
ken away his gifts; and lately upon reports ( raifed by them no 
doubr ) chat I was dead ( though there was not the leaft colour for 
it,not being fick at all,) they gave it out it was Gods jalt jadgemenc 
upon me to cut me off, for preaching and writingagai the Indes

white-Hall, St James, Weftminfter; and other eminent places, 
where the great ones, Earls;Lords,and the Grandees of the time re- 
fort ; they donot,as we Minifters fit ftill expecting a call to places, 
bue they are forward men, beftirring themielvcs to attain this 
place and that,getting {uch great mens Letters in their behalf, ufing 
{uch Minifters of note; and ether perions’of quality and power in 
Parifhes to make way for them to come in, pretending to preach for 
nothing, cc. and {till in all rhefe Lectures and preachings,they have 
an eye to Churches in places moft convenient for their ends, as fo 
firmated, fo capacious, and cotimes when few or no Lectures elfe 
are, as on the Lords day in the morning between fix and fevena

pains chen needs mutt, as Mr B, having a Hundred pound per az- 
num for preaching at Crippl:gate on the Lords day in the afrer- 
_ nodn, could never be got to give the ParifhaSermon now and 
then on a Faft day, ora day of Thanke/giving, as a great friend of 
his in chat Parifh,who knows,told me; befides,! could name others

London. A third hatha place at Stepney, Criplegate, Cornbill, 
befides part of another Lecture, and all referves for this Parlia- 
ment man and the other to ingratiate himfelfe with them. A 
fourth, befides the Affembly which he feldome comes to, arid his 
particular private Church, hath Le€tures in London, which all the 
talt {ummer he feldome preached at, not preaching at one of chem 
in the {pace of three quarters of a year together. And they donot 
only neglect their Lectures in our Churches, bur they take to thems 


{elves more members in their own Churches then they can preach - 


orlook too, for they admit members who live conftantly many 
miiles from them, here one ten miles off, there another five miles, 
another fixteen miles off, fome at Norwich, fome at armouth, 
another fourty miles off; every one of their particular Churches 
is not a Parilh Church but a Bifhops Diocefle, nay fome of them 
are Archbifhopricks and Provinces, far larger then the Presby- 
terian Provinces, reaching trom London to Dover,as Dt Holms, 
who hath feverall members there, going twice or thrice a year 
thither to vifit ; and in one of his vification Sermons, preaching to 
his members, prayed God co blefle and remember them who had 
bur abit once in aquarcer or half a year, Andas this is the pra= 
Etice of the Clergy, io. che Laity among the Seétaries have plura- 
lity of offices and places, fome have both military and civil, others 
two or three civil ottices, and I could nameone, who hath fome 
five or fix, befides his being a Committee man: In a Word, our Se- 
ctaries are become Pluralitts, Nonrefidents,and fome of them Ubi- 
quitaries,and are Well paid tor it,as M‘ Peters, dealt: 
They generally walke loofely and at large, over what they did

tenderly enough dealt withall formerly) wanted very much a 
tender hand to fet them in, joynt almoft in every point of Reli- 
gion: Upon confultation with my fellow-labourer Mr. B..2 
recious {weet man, it. was refolved we fhould win thefe filly 
ouls from Error,by thofe very wayes they had.been wooed uns 
to it: which were Preaching Grace and. Inftification, (which 
only they called Preaching Chrift,) and affording them private 
conferences, (mean while avoiding all fharpnes in publique re- 
proofs, but yet undermining their Errors, by grounding them in 
the oppofice truths, ) in which fome qneftion or other in debate 
between us,(propofed.commonly fome dayes before) was (eve- 
ry one {peaking to itin order (proor con) asthey conceived it) 
moderately difcufled. Then one Minifter or other prefent,with 
our Approbation, clofed withprayer. Sir, the iflue of the firlt 
and fecond meeting was very comfortable; and we did all of us 
(in appratance at leaft) pun¢tually agree, Inthe fecond meet- 
ing efpecially ,we hada very happy fuecefle, (except on fome 
few, whom when we could not itfeems fatisfie, (though they 
told us not fo there) God was pleafed to fpeak foforus, by 2 
fignall Providence,which I fhall acquaint you with) for they all 
SKE thofe few) went home blefling God, for fo greata blef- 
ing as they conceived themfelves poffeffed of in us. But thofe 
few (that I may not detain you long from that providence which

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had prepared an Argumemt (as they conceived) beyond all ex- 
teption, to convince my Brother and me of the reality and afe 
of them, and therefore invited us after the meeting, to a wo- ‘ 
man (their Oracle, a Supernumerary Sybe# at leatt) lately deli- 
vered of a childe, whofe extafies they much confided in. When 
we cane, we found the woman (who it is probable had but 
tetely received fome extraordinary comfort, but the Devil had 
had his Oar too inthe Boat) dreamt into Anabaptifme’; but 
with fuch Revelations,in which fhe told us Chrift did appear to 
her glorioufly,é& perfumed her,(and fhe would ask thofe about 
her, whether they fmelt not thofe perfumes,) and told her, her 
childe muft never be Baptized. We were loth totrouble her to 
confute her, then being weakly, but left her witha promife to 
return when fhe had gained more ftrength. Mean while, onthe 


’ next Sabbath, I had occafion to handle the common place of 


Revelations, from Gods appearing to e4bram : In which Ex- 
pofition, I told chem how eafily Satan might deceive under the 
habite of an Angelin them, with much more to that purpofe. 
After that mornings exercife, thefe perfons fufficiently baited 
my harmlefle expreflions, in private, as I heard: But God the 
next day made the truth of them publique ; For the next news 
which Theard, was, that this woman before fpoken of, ‘was 
grown perfectly diftracted,which I my felf fince finde filly veri- 
fied; for I have talked with her,and now fhe cryes out of feeing 
and fmelling the Devil in every thing almoft. It feems his defigu 
being wrought, he thonght fit to refume his proper likeneffe. 
This the obftinate of that party laboured by intreaties and pre- 
tences toconceal, (they will not fee, but they fhall fee, God 
faith J/a.'26. ) But I affure you, itis an abfolute truth, and will 
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hundred voted on our fide the Negative, and the reft (fome of 
them ( as f{taggering) hovered between both) divers of them, 
about thirty womer, and three or four men only appeared for 
‘Mr. Maddock: So that by that divifion, we faw how God had 
wrought for us fince a few. weeks. For whereas before, above 
One hundred people were his Profylites ; we had abated them 
tothe number betorenamed,and had, Iam confident, further 
effected the defign of unity, had not God vificed the place with 
a fad {courge, thac of the Peftilence, which, feeing my Regiment 
was providentially out of Town whenit brake forth, I thought 
my felf called to avoid, by going forth to my peculiar charge at 
Wimborn, where I ordinarily have been thefe three weeks. 
Sir, take it for afpeciall mercy to that poor place, that both 


the Regiment were abfent , and I called forth to them at this 


time, for by that means I am ina capacity of begging and col- 
lecting fupplies for them, and they,of conveying them thither. 
Sir, 1 am now at Hampton to that intent, and I thall God-wil- 
ling fee the Ifle of Wight,and Port/mouth too. To that purpefe I 
befeech yon, (as you defire to help a people, among whom Iam 
confident. God hath as plentifull an Harvelt to gather, as in any 
part of the Weft, and a Garrifon of infinice confequence,which 
is likely to befpeedily ruined by the multitude of poor people in 
it, (Two i al Me at leaft, (whofe livelyhood, knitting former- 
ly maintained them) who muft now live ona common {tock ) 
and likely to ruine all the countrey,by thofe poor people break- 
ing out for provifion, which we have fo much infection round 
about us in the Weft, that we cannot gct it in the countrey 
fufficiently ) that you will imploy your utmoft endeavors both 
by your felf, Mr. B. Mr. C. and the reft of the Reverend. Bre- 
thren to collect us a liberall fupply, which upon the firft notice 
that it is ready, I will put you into a way how to convey to me.

Separatifts that are crept in among{t us; made me npon fome 
ferious thoughts to draw up and fend you in thefe infuing lines, 
fome new prodigious Opinions and Praétifes of fome of late 
agitated and fomented. Not long fince, I had fome conference 
with one Mr.web,a man that pretends a New light,who faid to 
me (tipon fome conference we had of the Divinity ‘of Chrift) 
‘That he blefled God he never trulted in a crucified Chrift, nor 
did he believe him to be the Son of God, nor the Scriptures Di- 
vine, but Humane invention, and not fic for a Rule of life and 
converfation for any to walk by; and in confirmation of this he 
faid, The Scriptures were that golden-Calf and brazen-Serpent 
that fet at variance King and Parliament, and Kingdom againft 
Kingdom, and things would never be well, untill the golden- 
Calf and brazen-Serpent were beaten to pieces; To which end 
he had a Book to come ont fhortly, I asked him yet further,of 
his Opinion concerning the Refurrection of the dead; which he 
affirmed, there was no more Refurrection of a Man then of a 
Beaft,nor had he any more Soul then the Body; yet he granted 
a Spirit in both wicked.and godly, which he fayes goes again to 
him that gave it: No difterence doth he acknowledge betwixt 
either, for local] torment more then is upon earths he denies 
any locall Hell, or Devills, more then men are Devils in them- 
felves : He yet further holds it unlawful, for the ufe of man, to 
kill any of the creatures, And this is the fubftance of what he 
told me of his new Gofpel-light ;for the matter of his converfa- 
tion towards men, I cannot tax him; for his judgement hereto- 
fore,he was a great Ring-feader of the feduced Seét of Anabap- 
tift:,and is now become (as many more in that way) an Acheit ; 
many follow him in City and Country ; he is a rigid Indepen- 
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“ _ deat, and hopes all of that judgement, though now d 
oyer-will Sioa Mi of his judgement, they wanti 
ftep (as he calls \it) of his. New truth.” He 
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Seottifh Nation, but terms them the Babylonith Beaft, 
and the Presbyteriall Government the Pricéts. Monopoly, 
Suddenly upon my departure, I met witha friend a Gentleman 
of quality,who in a very fad condition did exprefle his fenfible- 
nefle of our growing mifery by this {cab ot Error increafing 
daily ; illiterate perfons prefuming to Preach, one of which 
drew away amaus five Daughters, and in a hore time Re-bap- 
tized them all, making choyce of which he beft liked, and Mar- 
ried her withovrher Parents confent. Another woman having 
adefire to be Re-baptized, and having pulled cf all her cloaths 
to the naked skin, ready to go into the Water, but forbearing 
during the time the Dipper prayed ,the covered her fecret parts 
with both her hands, the which the Dipper efpying, told the 
woman that it was anunfeemly fight to feeher hold her hands 
downward, it being an Ordinance of Iefus Chrift, her hands 
with her heart fhould be lifted upward towards heaven (as he 
fhew'd her how he did)but the refufing for modchties fake could 
not be Ke-baptized, Another of thefe fellows,who counts himfelf 
inferior to none of the reft (of his feduced Brethren) one whofe 
name is 714: Ks ffin,fometimes Servant to a Brewer( whofe name 
is John Lilburn,who was lately put inte Newgate,upon occafion 
of fcandalizingthe Speaker of the Honorable houfe of Commons 
in Parliament, )this mans man is now become a pretended Prea- 
cher,& to that end hath by his inticing words,feduced & gather. 
ed a Schifmatical rabble of deluded children, fervants and people, 


without either Parents or Maftérs confent; (this truth is nor 


unknown by fome of a near relation tome, whofe giddy-headed 
Children and Servants are his poor flavith Profylites.) For a 
further manifeftation of him in a Pamphlet called, The Confeffion 
of Faith of the Seven Anabaptifticall Churches, there he is un- 

erwritten firft,as Metroplitan of thac Fraternity. I could re- 
late, if time would permit, of fomewhat' I have had to do with 
him,in which he appeared to me to bea Mountebank : This man 


and fome others have had Difpures with Dodtor Featly, Mr. - 
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to their Members they had the better, and likewife reporting 
Mr. Calamy durft not Difpute with them; which report was 
mott falfe, like the reft of their Doétrine. For it is well known 
my Lord Mayor gave Order, that Mr. Calamy fhould hold

One thing more 
(and is moft ofall confiderable) of Kiffins New found light, fo 
called,which I had from fome eye and ear witnefles of his Mem- 
bers, who were prefent at Kiffins, and Patience vifitation 
of one) of their Members, whofe name is Palmer living: in 
Smithfield, and laying hands upon her, did alfo Anoint her with 
Oyle; the-woman recovering came into their Conventicle 
houfe, and there before many people faid, That Phyfitians left 
her as they found her; but Brother Kiffis and Patience Anoint- .. 
ing her, fhe fuddenly recovered ; for whichin that place, fhe 
defired thanks might be putup ; which Ksffin did alfo relate, 
and did according to the womans defire (return thanks: ) Many 
fuch heathenifh and Atheifticall paflages,with bafeneffe I could 
relate of this man, and fome of his Members, and fome others: 
but it would too muchintrench upon modefty and your pati- 
ence. I will therefore contain my felf within that com as 
neerasI can; And laftly, relate unto you the opinion of one of 
onr diffenting Brethren, an Independant Minilter, whofe name 
if you defire,y ou fhall hereafter know ; it was fome eight dayes 
fince I met with him at a friends houfe, where he feemed to be 
very inquifitive of me, to know the reafon the Presbyteria 
Government is not fettled :.

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Dr belovedin the Lord Ie(us , My deareft refpects and 
unexpreflable love remembred to you, longing to fee your 
face in the flcfh, that we might be comforted together in the 
‘difeovery of what the Lord hath made known to us of that 
greatmyftery, God manifeff in the fich : In whichis difcovered 
His everlafting love to the Sons of ' men, which he hath been al- 
 ‘wayes difcovering in all Ages, fince the beginning of the World 
to this dy but darkly, vailedly, hiddenly as ic were; forthat 
€ 


all thofe feverall wayes of Gods dealing with the Sons of ait, 
% I ~ have 
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have been {till fo many pledges of his love,fo that God hath not — 
bin difcovering divers things to the Sons of men, but one thing 
at feverall times in divers manners. Therefore I behold but one 
thing in all the Scriptures, under divers Adminiftrations ; Sol 
underftand the two Covenants to be but two Adminiftrations 
of one thing; and that which makes the Scriptures Law or Gof- 
pel, is our underftanding of them in either of thofe two confi- 
derations : So that Chrift Iefus came to witnes and declare shis 
love of God to us, not to procure it for us: Forif God had at 
any time any difpleafare tous, he had been changeable, feeing 
before the world began, he fawus lovely inhis Son. Now I 
conceive Chrifts coming,was more like a Conqueror to deftroy 
the enmity in our nature, and for to convince us of the Love of 
God to us, by deftroying in our nature, that we thought ftood 
between God and us, according to that of the Apoftle, Hed, 2. 
For as mush as the Children. Were partakers of flefh and blood, he 
likeveife took, part of the fame, Towhatend? To deftroy him 
who bad the power of death: Who isthat? The Devil: Why 
fo? To deliver them who through fear of death Were all their 
lifetime [ubjeEl to bondage: Sothat we beingin bondage, his 
coming was to deliver us, not to procure the Love of God tous, 
or fatisfie him,as fome fay : He was as I may fo fay, a moft plo- 
rious publifher of the Gofpel, ashe himfelf faith, He was fent 
to Preach the Gofpel, to heal the broken hearted,to Preach deliver- 
ance tothe Captives, to. fet at liberty them that are bruifed, Luke 


14. 18, 19. Allchat which Chrift here faith to be the end of 


his coming, is not a word mentioned of any thing done by him 
in way of fatistying God. Again, Joby 18. 37. Tefus faith to Pi- 
late, To this end Was I born , and for this caufe.came I into the 
Yorld,namely,to bear Witnes to the truth. Ohme thinks how ig- 
norant to this day is the world of the end of Chrifts comitig !. 
which mkes them fo dark inthe underftanding what Chritt is : 
people look upon him fo to be God, as notat all to be man;. 


‘whereas I am of the minde, he was very man of the fame na- 


ture with us: for otherwifeit would be-no eneouragement to. 
us, to goto the Father upon the fame ground that Chrift is en- 


tred, if he was of a more holier nature then us; but in this ap- 
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pears Gods Love to.ns, that he wonld take one of us in the 
fime condition, to convince us of waat heistous, and hath 
made us to be in him; That now we are to ftand ftill and behold 
the glory of God come forth, and brought to light by the ap- 
peaing of our Lord Iefus Chrift, whe hath abolifhed deach, 
and brought life and immortality to light: thercfore he faith, I 
will declare thy name to my brethren. O then let us behold 
Chrift Iefus in all that heis co be the reprefentation of God to 
us, in which fame glory, God hath and ever will behold us ; 
which the more we behold,we (hall {ee our felves changed into 
the fame Image from glory toglory. Me thinks the beholding 
of Chrift to be holy in the fleth, is a dithonour to God, in 
that we (hould conceive holineffe out of God, which is to make 
another God. Again it would be a difhonour to Chrift, in 
that he would be but flethly : And again, a difcomfort to the 
Saints, in that he fhould be of a more holier nature then they, as 
being no ground for them to come near with boldnes to 
God : Again, it isto make the body of Chrift a Monfter, 
the head of one nature, the body of another. Now toconceive 
all fulneflz of holines,in God, and that Chrift is and ever was, 
and the Saints in him,beheld holy,righteous,and unblameab!ec,as 
they are and ever were, beheld in the Spiritin union with God, 
having their beingin him; and fo its faid, The tulnefle of God 
dwelt in Chrift, and ye are compleatin him, one God and Fa- 
ther of all, who is above all, through all, and in you all. 
This Letter was given me by a Reverend Miniter of the City, 
who told me it was a Letzer (ent out of the Weft from abeus 
Bath, by a great Sectary in thofe parts. 


Now to give the Reader fome Animadverfions upon this Let-

2. That Chrift in his humane nature was not holier then other 
men, and the beholding of Chrift holy in the fl-th was a difho- 
nour to God ; which Errour, though thus expreffed, I conceive 
tobe all one with that Error fpoken of in the firft Lecter,held b 
fome about Bath,namely (he who wrote this Letter living there) 
That Chrifts humane nature is defiled with Original fin as well 
as ours. But foran Antidote againft thefe two damnable Here- 
fies,take thefe following Scriptures,Rom.3.24,25,26.Heb.9.12, 
14,15.Rom.5.9,10.

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pture phrafes broughr aren this occafion, are. not fpoken be- 
caufe of mens apprehenfions, they rappofing them fo; neither 
can they be uoderftood of man to God, but of Gods difpleafure 
toman: That-time the Apedtle {peaks of the elc& Ephefians, 
wherein they \were children of Wrath as well as others, they knew 
it not, nor did not fuppofe fo, as being heathen, and in their 
pure naturals, and could not underftand fo much, Ephe/.4.18. 
and yet the Scripture terms them Children of wrath, Enemies, 
&c. a5 being really and truly fo; and Wrath,in Ephe/. 2. & Joh. 
3.36. and in other Scriptures, cannot be underitood of Mans 
wrath and difpleafure againft God, but of Gods wrath and dif- 
pleafure againft Man, infomuch as the Scripture ealls it expr: fly 
The Wrath of God, and faved from Wrath; which cannot be 
mans own wrath, but Gods wrath: And that name given to 
Chrift, 1 Tim.2.5.

22. which agrees to him asa fitisher and un- 
dertaker, not as a declarer or publifher properly ;_ yea, the de- 
claration and publication of what Chrift does as a Prieft, and a 
King, as a Royall Prieft for his Church, is the great fubject mat- 
ter of Chrifts Propheticall office ; and therefore the Scripture 
infuch places where it {peaks of Chriftas a Prophet, and de- 
claring the will of God,doth nor inthe leaft fort deny what 
he hath done asa Prieft. Chrift as a King and Prieft hath ef- 
fected and wrought out powerfully, that Reconciliation, Sal- 
vation, and Eternall life, the way, manner, and particulars 
whereof he reveals as a Prophet.

The Lord 
hath placed three of us Minifters in D. we all agree, and are all 
of us by themfo debafed, reproached, undervalued, and vili- 
fied, as if we were not fitto have {the worlt place of Elies 
Sons in the Sanctuary : But they alfo reproach the Government 
that they think will be Eftablithed , calling the Presbyrery, De- 
vilith, Anchriftian, Tyrannical!, and many other rayling terms. 
Mr. P. muft bear the name of Knave, and his Book is Devi- 
lifh as they fay. Whena chief one amongft them heard of Les- 
cefters taking, he wifhed chat the Parliament might profper no 
better, fo long as they took fuch courfes as they then took a- 
gain{t the Independents: His name that fpake thefe words, 
was Mr. 44. a man imployed in perfecting the cuftomes by the 
State, but he fpends his time and ftudy fo much for the way 
of Congregationall Churches, that he doth not attend his place 
oftruft as he oughtto do. But the main occafion of thefe 
things, is H. his frequent repairing hither, and private Preach- 
ing; whofe Preaching hath not tended to Purity or Peace, that 
ever I heard of.

J Have received from the hands of two godly Minifters in the 
City of Loudon, well acquainted with Mr. Warren a Minifter 
in Buckinghamfhire, (fpoke of in this following Relation) 
and from fome other later intelligence, thefe particulars con- 
cerning one John Hich, : 

Iobn Hich of Hauridge in the County of Buckingham, who 
lived in the Parfonage-houfe lately, holds many ftrange and de- 
fperate Opinions, (which I forbear to reckon up here, having 
named them before among the other Errors. ) This Hich was be- 
fore a Souldier,and fetled ac Hauridge,finding the people there- 
abouts for his turn,zid became a preacher to many with his dan- 
serous Tenets and uncivil carriage. He hath infeéted the faid 
Hauridge and places Adjacent, and labours at Markets, Fairs, 
and private meetings, (which he hath almoft every Lords-day ) 
to poyfon and infec the whole Country, and hath difturbed the 
peacealfo. Uponthe Lords day the 13. of this inftant (4) Ju- 
ly, thefaid Hich with divers mote of hiv Faction, at morning 
Exerctfe, came to Hawridge Church, and aftér lobn Warren Mi- 
nifter at Hawridge had ended bis morning Sermon only,and was 
entring upon his latter Prayer, the {aid Hich witha lond voyce 
in the Congregation faid, T hat the faid lob Warren had préach- 
ed contradiGions, and fuch thiogs ashe could not prove; and 
when the faid lohbn warren defired himto be filent, he would. 
not hold his peace, but faid he had as much to do there as Mr. 
Warren, he was as publike a perfon as himfelf, as good a Mini- 
fter as himfelf,and made fuch a Mir in the Congregation, that 
there was a great noife and tumult, in fo much that Mr. War- 
ven was inforced to depart; and as he went from Hich ie 

the 
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the Church-yard, he pulld him by the coat. The faid Hich with 
his adherents {tayed inthe Church-yard and near thereunto 
well nigh twe hours after this , fo that Mr. Warren durft not 
come to-Evening exercife, but went to Chefbam a Market town 
and Preached, there. 

The laft Lords-day the 20 of fudy, the adherents of Hich 
came inte the faid Church-yard, and made a noyfe, (amongft 
whomthere was Nicholas How, one of the Difciples of the 
{aid Hich) while Mr, Warren was Expounding a Chapter, in fo 
much that he wasinforcedto defift and fpeak ; and. when one 
of the Townfmen went forth to.quiet them, he was bur jeer’d 
at: The faid Hich is of fucha jeering infulting difpofition, that 
he is not tebe tolerated. 

Upon a complaint, and Articles of his Tenets given in again{t -,,. P 
him to the Honorable Committee for Examinations, this ,1, inte 
man was fent for up by a Meflenger, who took him. in: his was given me 
Conventicle, Exercifing and Preaching, (as 1 am informed and in October 
wherhe fhould have been heard before that Committee,(which at. 
was in the latter end of Sept. lait) he got away eut of the hands 
ofthe Meflenger,even that day when witnefles and proofs were 
- all here andready, And fince that time of his efcaping, he is 
gone intoBuckinghamfhire again,and there vents and maintains 
the faid Opinions and more too,in Towns, places and Churches 
about that Countrey. Iamcertainly informed, from Ear and 
Eye-witnefles of perfons both godly and underftanding, that in 
December \ait, about a fortnight or three weeks ago, he main 
tained in a publique conference, many ftrange and blafphemous 
Opinions, the particulars whereof, with the Names of perfons 
and places, (though EF have them all in writing, attefted unto. 
py am fhall for prefent: conceal. Yea, 1 am at, 
this prefent mote fully informed from a godly Miniter, in, 
thofe parts, thatthis Hich keeps a weekly Difputation: in -the 
~ Churches of Che(bam and Amerfuns where he vents and pleads, 
for his wicked and blafphemous opinions, and is.a great means, 
of poyfoning many in that Countrey. |

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Batis isone Laurence Clarkson who lived about Suffolk, 
and Norfo/k, that Preached and Dipped in thofe parts ; 
this man according to his own Relation in print on the 6 of

day to the 24. of Zannary, did labour in feafon, and out of fea- 
fon, revealing it tobe a duty for Believers, and none but them ; 
in whichtime he did Dip Eleven perfons, being both men and 
women: But there were Warrants out for him bothin Suffolk, 
and Norfolk, and he was at length apprehended, and Impri- 
foned by a Committee of Suffolk fitting at Berry : Now lying 
in Prifon there fome moneths, and feeing he could not get out 
by all the Friends he could there make, (that Committee being 
refolved of their way) hetryed his Friends and party above, 
and they wrought fofor him here, (I know not how they re- 
prefented things) that from a Committee, or the Chair-man 
of a Committee, fome Order or Letter, or fomething, was 
fent down for his releafe ; but the Committee refufed to re- 
leafe him,and writ np word they could not, nor might not upon 
that difcharge him, and Clarkson lay by it {till; who when he 
faw his Friends above could do him no good, but he muft lye 
in Prifon, he then Petitioned the Committee of Berry,and made 
a Recantation, a true copy of beth which Ihere give the 
Reader. |

pis day Lawrewce Clarkson,formerly committed for an 
Anabaptift, aid for Dipping, doth now before this Com- 
mittee difclaim his Errors: And whereas formerly he faid he 
durft not leave his Dipping if he might gain all the Committees 
Eftates by it; Now he faith, that he by the holy Scriptures 
is convinced that his faid opinions were Erroneous, and that he 
will not, nor dare not practife it again if he might gain all the 
Committees Eftates by doing it;And that he maketh his Recan- 
tation, not for fear or to gain his liberty, but meerly ont of a 
fenfe of his Errours, wherein he will endeavour co Reform 
others; And thereupon he is difcharged of his imprifonment. 


Lawrence Clarkson. 


This Lawrence Clarksonbeing thus difcharged of his impri- 
fonment, turned from Anabaptiftand Dipper, tobe a Seeker, 
and to deny the Scriptures to be the rule of a Chriftian, or that 
in Doétrine or Prattife half of Gods glory was revealed as 
yet; and hath put out a Pamphlet about fix weeks ago, called 
The Pilgrimage of Saints, by Church caft out, in Chrift found, 
fecking Truth > where he endeavours to free himfelf from thofe 
reports divulged inthe Anabaptifts Aflembly, concerning his 
laying down the Ordinance of Dipping, and teaching for Bapy 
tizing of Infants : fhewing he layed it down for a Truth,and not 
an Error, only Erroncoufly prattifed: And in exchange thereof, 
have not,nar cannot prattife the Sprinkling or Dipping of Infants 
of Whar Parents foever. Now let but ; Reader look upon 
his Recantation, and fee whatis there exprefled ; how he doth 
difclaim his Errors, and that he is convinced by the holy Scri- 
pture,that his former opinions (which were namely of not Bap- 
tizing Infants,but grown men, & for which only comitted) were 
Erroneous, andthat he made hw Recantation meerly out of a (enfe

it wasa Tefuiticall Equivocation, and deep Diffimulation. 


ef ue is.one Thomas Web in and about London, a yong man 
between twenty and twenty one years of Age, mentioned 
in the third Letter, who about Septemb, 27, 1644, in a “honfe in 
Queen ftreet in Covent-Garden,exercifing upon that Scripture, 
1 am Alpha and Omega,the Beginning and the End, the Firft and 
the Laff, delivered many wicked and blafphemous opinions and 
fpeeches, the moft of which are put in among the reft of the 
Errors before'named;arid fo 1 will not trouble the Reader with 
them in this place. This Web was complained of tothe Affem- 
bly, the Afflembly fentup the Atticles to the Houfe of Lords ; he 
was by that Henorable-Houfe committed, and ftood fo fome 
time: But upona Recantation of all thofe Errors, -both by 
word of mouth, and wich his hand {ub{cribing toa form of Re- 
cantation drawn up, he was freed from imprifonment : But fince 
thetime of his reteafe, he hath bothin city and countrey vented 
many of his {trange opinions,and hath preached in London pub- 
likely in a Church fome where near Black-friers; and laft Sum- 
met was about in Suffolk, Effex,and of latein Kest. In Tuly latt 


_ he was at Colchefter ; and July 16. 1 was informed that he lay’ 


at one Sparrows houfe, and‘Exercifed the Lords day before in 
that houfe , Preaching feverall Antinomian Do@trines ; and 


faid, I fhould here fpeak to you of other points, but that 


Wolves creep in among the Fold; ‘2s alfo he preached there 
ona week day, wherein he expreffed himfelf againft all Bap- 

tifme by Water ; as alfo, for him to fay he was equall to Chrift 
was no robbery, (as’a great Setary an Ear-witnefle related it’) 

who faid he liked it not; but being {poken to that he ought to: 
complain of it; he Anfwered, That to trouble any man for his’ 
con{cience, was todo worfe then he who fpake fo. This web 
alfo {peaking with a judicious godly Chriftian of Colchefter, 
faid, We might not ufe thefe expreflions,God the Father, God the - 
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‘Son, God the Holy Ghoff, tor that was to make three Gods ; to 
which was Replied; Do you {peak this as your judgement, or 
only for Arguments fake ? to which Web gave no Anfwer. This 
web was alio in Suffolk, and there Exercifed, and would have 
Preached in a publike Church, had not the Minifter of the place 
hindred him. He hath alfo been'in Ker,and among other places 


at the Town of Ads/ron ; he came thither to teach School, but . 


Preaching there for the Minifter, in the fecond or third Sermon 
he vented ftrange Doétrines, fo that a hundred and fifty of the 
Parifh would hear him no’more; but went to fome other 
Church. He'wis called beforé' fome of the Committee, or 
Deputy Lieutenants, who upon hearing the complaints would 
not fufterhim to ftay there, fo that he is come to London again. 
This web before many witneffes maintained, That ic was mare 
lawfull to fit'drinking in an Ale-houfe, then to force men away 
out of the Ale-honfe, to go ro Church againft their confciences, 
In Sept.laft,web came toa Minifter of the Affembly namely one 
of them before whom he had renounced his Errors,and thanked 
him for being a means to'draw him off thofe Errors, and bleffed 
God for his mercies to him, for hee was in the ready way to 
Atheifme, and many of his companions in thofe opinions were 
_ turned Atheifts; and yet this man after his Recantation, hath in 
- Suffolk, Effex and Kene, carried himfelf fo as is now related. 

And further, a Citizen told me, at the end of Ney. laft, this Web {aid to 
him, That the Scriptures,the golden Calf was going down apace;that all In- 
dependents would fuddenly turn Anabaptifts ; and then afterwards would 
come to his way. And he {pake of the Scriptures, “That they were.a hu- 
mane Tradition , andthe Priefts Monopoly , and they kept them up that 
they might live upon them 3 with other words to that effect. 

In September halt I was told tromfome honeft men who had 
been lately in Kear, that on the Monethly Faft day in Pedy lait, 
there were fome men and fome'women'to the number of nine, 
Dipped ina River near e4pford ; one of this company was 
Dipped threetimes, becaufe being afraid of the water, all the 
body was notunder the water, but he was almoft drowned 
and ftrangled by the water.) And the laft Sammer an o!d min 
han apne onde pg foon as he came above the water, 

{wore ,Godsfoor youhad almoft ftrangled me;of both thefe there 
were many Ear and Eye-witneffes. L 2 There 
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Wag one Mr. Henry Denne a great Sectary, who lives 
at Elsly in Cambridgethire ; in the Bifhops times he was 
a great time-ferver, an High-Altar man, and pra@ifed the In- 
novations ; but now of Jate years an Anabaptift : This manis 
a great Antinomian; a defperate Arminian,befides feverall other 
opinions that he holds. He was Re-baptifed by a Mechanick, 
and made a member of Lambs Church which meets. in 
Bell-Alley in Coleman ftreet.. He hath fpoken of great gifts 
and abilities given him upon his Baptifme, and of great Re- 
velations he hath found fince,and all to draw others into 
his way. This Mr. Denne was fent forth by Lambs Church 
into. Bedfordfhire, Cambridgefhire, and thofe parts, to 
Preach univerfal Grace, and to Re-baptife; and according 
to his Commiffion he did much mifchief in thofe parts, for 
which he was committed by the Committeeiof ‘Cambridge; but 
by the means ofone Mr. Dishorongh a Sequeftraror, making 
Friends to a greatman, the bufinefle was. put over to aCom- 
mittee of Parliament ; and being by them-committed to Peter- 
houfe, after a while he was difmiffed, and went down to E/s/y, 
where he Preacheth openly in the Parifh-Church, having the 
ower of that Church, andthe means belonging to it. This 
ene Preacheth much againft Tithes, whereby he draws the 
people after him: He hath put down all finging of Pfalms in. 
his Church, He Preaches and Prays,and after he:hath done he 
calis'to know if any beinot fatisfied; and then they ftand up that 
will,and object,and then he Anfwers. Oxhers of ‘the Brethren 
that will, meer Mechanicks, one, two, or more fometimes, do 
Exercife after him. About the:time the Ordinance came forth 
again{t the Preaching of Lay-men, there was one Exercifed in 
the Church of E/sly, (he was:fuppofed to bea Souldier of the 
Army) againft the Ordinance forbidding the Preaching of per- 
fons not ordained; fhewing how unlawfull it was to reftrain 
men, and ought not tobe obeyed. There isalforone Tandy or 
Dandy who comes fometimes to E/s/y and Preaches there, and 
about that countrey, who tells them of Revelations and Mira- 
cles, and faith Revelations are ordinary ‘with him. This Mr. 
Denae hath fome kinde of {trains in his Preaching, which wow 
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and take the people much; as fur inftance, he will fay thus, O 
Lord Chrift, if thou wert now upon earth, and didft reveal the 
Gofpel to men, sy would calithee Anabaptift, Aptinomian, 
Independent, who now call us fo. He would have Preached 
about Spring laft, on a Lecture day at St. Ives, but the Commit- 
vee gave order againft it; and being not fuffered, he went toa 
Chutch-yard not far off that place, and under an Ewe tree he 
Preached, many following him, and fhook off the duft of his 
feet againft St. Jves, pronouncing many fearfull woes againft 
them for not receiving the Gofpel. Mr. Disborough faith of 
him, he is the ableft man in Eng/and for Prayer, Expounding 
and Preaching. This Denne comes fometimes to London, where 
in Lambs Church in Bell-Alley he Exercifes; he was there 
lately, andthe ufuall Theam that he is upon, is Chrifts dying for 
all, for Jwdas as well as Peter : He often Preaches this Doctrine 
(as thofe who have heard him do report, ) This is the everlait- 


ing Gofpel, to believe that Tefus Chrift hath died for all men, - 


Turks, Pagans; andthatall the fins of men committed againit 
the Moral law, were actually forgiven and pardoned when Tefus 
Chrift thed his blood; and none of them that ever men had com- 
mitted, or fhould, were impured to them, but men were only 
damned for not believing in Chrift, and for nothing elfe. One 
Mr, S. a Minifter in the city had conference with him of Iste, in 
November the 20, as is fet down in the firft Letter, and to him 
he boafted he had been committed once or twice to Prifon, as at 
Cambridge once, another time at London, and yet releafed. This 
Denne delivered his Opinions (which you may finde in the firft 


Letter) in fuchamanner, as if he had beenan Apoftie fent from - 


Heaven.

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bow is one Mr. Erbury that livedin wales, whoin the be- 
ginning of the Parliament was an Independent, but by de- 
grees is fallen to many groffe Errors, holding univerfall Re- 
demption, @c. and now a Seeker and I know not what: This 
man was aChaplainin the Earlof E(fex's Army a great while, 


and-did broachthere many Antinomian Doctrines , and oe 
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cangerous Errors; but having left the Army a good while fince, 
he was about London, and did vent his opinions heres bue about 
Spring laft, he hath beraken himfelf co the I Ely for his or- 
dinary refidence, from whence he takes his rogreffe into one 
county or another, in private houfes, venting his opinions a- 
mongit well-affected people under the habit of holinefle.In laly 
laft he was at Berry where he exercifed'in private, fome forty 
perfons being prefent,he declared himfelf for generall Redemp- 
tion, that no man was punifhed for Adams fin, that Chrift died 
for all ; that the guileof Adams fin thould be imputed to no 
man: He faid alfo, that. within'a while God would raife up A- 
poltolicall men, who, fhould be extraordinary to Preach the 
Gofpel, and afcer that fhall be the fall of Rome: He fpake a= 
gainft gathering Churches, the Anabaptifts Re-baptizing , and 


faid men ought to wait for the coming of the Spirit, as the A- 


peftles did; look as in the Wildernes they had honey and 
Manna, but not circumcifion & the Pafleover till they came into 
Canaan; So now we may have many {weet things, conference 
and Prayer, but not a Miniltery and Sacraments: And then, af- 
ter the fall of Rome,there (hall be new Heavens, and new earth; 
there fhall be new Jeru/alem, and then the Church (hall be.one, 


one {treet in that city and no more. Not long after he had been - 


at Berry, he went into Northamptonthire,& came to Northam- 


ptow, where ina private meeting the main fcope of his Exercife 


was,to {peak againit the certainty & fufficiency of theScriptures, 


alledging there was no certainty to build upon them, becaufe. 


there were fo many feveral copies; he was alfo at Oundel,New- 


port-Pagnel,and appointed thortly to return again to Berrys

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"Fae is Nichols who lives about Moor-Fields, that comes

into Stepney Parifh fometimes to draw away people, and — 


hath drawn fome away: He did co Mr. Greenhills face jultifie 
and maintain many wicked opinions ; as that God was the 


Author of all fin, that all lyescame out of the mouth of God, 


and quoted a place inthe Book of Kings for it; Thatno man 


was fent to Hell for any fins, buccaft thither only becanfe God 
wonld have it fo, with other fuch opinions; upon which occa- 


fion

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fion there was a meeting concluded of,and Mr. Greenhill, & Mr. 
“Burroughs, with many others,were at it (this meeting was a little 
before Mr. Burroughs fell upon the preaching of the power of 
the Magiftrate in matters of Religion, and the point of Tolera- 
tion) imwhich meeting Mr.Greenhill declared how this Nichols 
(for fo his name was reported to me) came into their Parifh of 
Stepney , corrupting pcople, and venting his opinions, and in 
this mecting fome of thein faid this was not tobe endured and 
they faid amongft themfelves what a fad thing it would be to 

have our children and wives drawn away; and it was propoun- 
ded whether in fuch acafea man ought not to keep his. wife 
and children from fuch a one; and it was anfwered, a man was 
a King in his owne family to rule and govern; and it was rea- 
foned thus by fome in the company, If oneman may keep out 
fuch a one,whether fome families living neer together, may nor 
joyne to keep away fucha one, and fo whether a whole Town 
might not joyn to keep out fuch a one;and ic was anfwer’d yes; 
and then it was replied, If a whole Town might, why not a 
whole Country,and fo a whole Kingdom, but upon thofe words 
there was a little paufing,and fufpending ? In this. meeting Mr. 
"Borroughes afferted in regard of thefe things matters being fo, 
there was a neceffity both of the government of the Church, 
and of the power of the Magiftrate,in reference to the liberty 
‘of mensconfciences in points of fundamentall Dodtrines, and 
that concerne the power of godlines,and the keeping the peace; 
and Mr. Greenhill, and Mr. Barrouxghes either one or both of 
them concluded, it was a fad thing that a mans wife and chil- 
dren fhould be thus taken away by falfe Teachers, and there 
fhould be no meanes left againft fuch a one but Prayers. 
At another time an Anabaptift anda great SeGtary came to 
Mr. Greenbill,and {aid he might as lawfully baptife adog asa 
_ beleevers childe. Katherine Chidley about Augu/t lat came 
to Stepney,( where thee hath drawn away fome perfons to 
Brownifme) and was with Mr. Greexbil, where thee with a 
great dealof violence and bitternefle fpake againft all Mini- 
{ters and people that meet inour Churches,and in places where 
any idolatrous fervices have been performed: Mr, Greenhill 
+ ~~ anfwer- 
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anfwered her by Scripture, and laboured to reduce to a fhort 
head allfhe had fpoke, asking her ifthis were not the fim, 
namely, that it was unlawfull to worfhip God in a place which 
had been ufed or fet apart to Idolatry, under the Names of 
Saints and Angels; fhe would not hold to the {tating of the 
queftion, but running out, Mr. Greenbill to convince her, told . 
her that all ng/and inthis way and manner had been fet apart 
to St. George, and Scotland to Saint Andrew,and fo other King- 
domes to other Saints ; fo that by her grounds it was unlawfull 
to worfhip God in thefe , and fo by confequence any where in 
the world ; but in ftead of being fatisfied or giving any anfwer, 
fhee was fo talkative and clamorous, wearying him with her 
words, that he was glad to goe away, and fo left her. 
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Here is one Adarfhall a Bricklayer, ayong man living at. 

Hackney(a great follower of Mr.Randal)who infects many 
with his errors : This man in the prefence of fome godly under- 
ftanding Citizens maintained, That Pa#/ when he complained 
in the 7.c. of the Rom, of the body of death &c. was a Novice,and 
underftood not Chrift in the promife ; and that he for his part 
underftood the myftery of God in Chrift better then St. Pasi; 
and he faid of the Scriptures, they were as other writings of 
men, every one had writas they conceived ; and at the fame 
time one of A£arfhals company {pake thus to the Citizens, The 
Scripture is your golden calfe, and you dance about it ; this 
Marfball further maintained there was no Hell, but all men 
fhould be faved, wicked as wellas good, andallother crea- 
tures who fhall returne unto God ; again,all the hell that is, is 
in this life,which is nothing elfe but the fegall terrors and fears 
men had in their confciences; that the Scriptures are full of con- 
tradictions,and all fin is more from God then from men,becanfe 
in him they live, move and have their being; that it is unlawfull 
to kill any creature that hath life, becaufe it came from God 
and though this man had gone forth for a Souldier, yet he held 
it unlawfull to fight with, or kill any man. 

Onthe Faft-day February 27. 1644, three men, Scie ie | 
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of were houfe-keepers, and the other a yong man, an Appren- 
tice, dwelling allin Wool-church Parifh or thereabouts, in the 
Afternoon out of curiofity and Novelty, went to one of the pri- 
vate Churches in Bell-Alley, where when they were come, the 
honfe was very full;and attending to fim that fpake to the 
company, they heard him fay, and one or two snore took his 
part, That Chrift was no more God then he or any of them 
there, and that they were as much God as Chrift was; and 
though Chrift was a Prophet and did Miracles, yet he was not 
God. One of thefe three Mr. 4%, trembled at the hearing of 
it, and called to the other two to come away for fear the houfe 
fhould fall upon them, and fo left them: The fum of this was 
given into a Committee of Parliament, under the hands of 
thefe three perfons, being Ear-witnefles. And upon occafion 
of this Difcourfe, I relating it to fome Divines of the Affembly, 
they told me that Mr. Nye had fpoken it in their hearing , that 
to his knowledge the denying of the Divinity of Chrift was a 
growing opinion; and that there was a company of them met 
about Coleman-ftreet, a Welchman being their chief who held 
this opinion. And in June laft a Cicizen of London, both godly 
and of good underftanding told me, that about a moneth be- 
fore on a Lords day in the Afternoon, he was ata private meet- 
ing, where for the {pace of two hours, two yong men (one of 
them not above 20 years of Age) defended ftoutly, and broughe 
many Scriptures to prove that Iefus Chrift was not God Effen- 
tially, but God Nominally ; and chat Chrift was a creature be- 
fore he took fiefh. 
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4 Biot is one Clement Wrighter in London, but anciently be- 
LL longing to Worcefter , fometimes a Profeflor of Religion, 
and judged tohave been godly, who is now an arch-Heretique 
and fearfull Apoftate, an old Wolf, and a fubtile man, who goes 
about corrupting and venting his Errors; he is often in weft- 
minfter-Hall , and onthe Exchange ; he comes into publique 
meetings of the Setaries upon oceafions of meeting to draw 


up Petitions forthe Parliament,or other bufinefies. This man a- 
M bout 
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bout 7 or 8 years ago, fell off from the communion of ourChurch- 
es, to Independency and Brownifme, and was much taken with 
Mr. Robinfons Books, as that of the luftification of Separation ; 
from that he fellto Atabaptifme and Arminianifme,and to Mor- 
talifme, holding the Soul Mortall; (heis judged tobe the Au- 
thor, or at leaft to have had a great hand in the Book of the 
Mortality of the Soul). After that he fell to be a Secker, and is 
now an Anti-Scripmrift,a Queftionift and Sceptick , and I 
fear an Atheilt. . This wrighrer is one of the chief heads of 
thofe that deny the Scriptures tobe the Word of Gods and 
that queftions all points of Chriftian Religion ; He hathyented 
himfelf to fome in city and countrey,asto Mr. Cole,Mr. Farthing, 
Mr. P.a Minifter,alfo to an honeft man of Winche/ter,who lived 
in London becaufe of the Cavaliers ;He fpreads Papers and Que- 
fions about the City, giving them to fuch whom he thinks he 
may corrupt, and that will be faithfull to him, Attue copy of 
feverall of his Queftions , are by a providence come to my 
hands, and I can proveit to be his, and name the petfonsif any 
good might come of it, to fuppreffeand punifh this grand Im- 
poftor and Seducer. This Clement Wrighter about Spring 
lat did affirm to Mifare (from whom 1 have it-in°wri- 
ting, written by his own hand) That man hath no immortal! 
Soul, but when he diech,all of man fleepeth till the Refurrection; 
and that the Scriptures are not the Word of God’, neither in 
the Tranllation, not yet io the Original tongues , foasto. be an 
infallible foundation of Faith; that the Scriptures are: wri- 
tings only probably to be believed as the Story of Henry the 
Eighth: He further faid, That there is no Gofpel, no Miniftery, 
nor no Faith, nor can be, unleffle any can fhew as immediate 
~ a call to the Miniftery a5 the Apoftles had, and ean dothe i 


Miracles they did; He alfo thaintaihed, That fo man was dam. 

ned but for reje@ting the Gofpel ; and that none could rej 

the Gofpel, but thofe that had it tendred to them as they hadin 

the Apoitles dayes, being confirmed by Miracles. On April 

the 9.

day. Mr. Coe Book-Seller in (ornbilzin his own a poids 
) at r Dif- 
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courfe told me, That divers perfons whom about. 4 years sgo he 
thought as godly as any, were now fallen to deny all things in 
matters of Religion, and held nothing , buc laboured to 
Plunder men of their Faith; and that many-of thefe were 
vicions in their lives, as well as Hereticall in their judgements; 
and fome of them would come into his Shop, and had fpoken 
fearfull blafphemies not fit to be named ; as that the Virgin 
Mary was---- (I forbear to mention what followed.) And 
as he was thus {peaking to me, there was coming on the o- 
ther fide of the way, and crofling over towards the Exchange 
Clement Wrighter, and 1 {pake to Mr. Cole of him; where- 
upon Mr. Co/e faid, I, there’s one that makes it his bufineffe co 
Plunder men of their Faith ; and if he can do that upon any, 
it fattens him, that’s meat tohim. About two moneths ago in 
in November,came to my handsa Paper of Queftions given 
abroad by Clement Wrighter, about the Miniftery, Church, and 
two feverall Baptifmes appertaining to the true Miniftery of 
the Gofpei; very dangerous and fubtile Queftions which I 
forbear to Print, till I can have time or fome other to put them 


forth with an Anfwer. On the firlt of December this laft é' 


moneth, was a meeting in Dittaffe- lane,of fome of feveral Sets, 
Seekers, Antinomians, Anabaptifts, ee. to confult about Liber- 
ty of Confcience; how all thefe might have the Liberty of 
Practifing their own way, and that with the peace of the King- 
dom: At which meeting were alfo fome Presbyterians ; where 
upon occafion of debating things in reference to pretended Li- 
berty of Confcience; one of the Presbyterians moved this 
ueftion, Whether they met here as Chriftians, or as men only : 
To which Queftion one of the Sectaries (whofe name is Mr. 
w.) defired to know why fuch a Queftion was asked, or fuch a 
subt: mide, that they fhould not meet as Chriftian men; unto 
inthe Presbyterian Replied,becanfehe had heard that fome 

‘of that company denied the Scriptures to be the Word of God; 
and being bid toname them if he knew any fuch’, he named

cand I defire to be fatisfied from himfelf, Whether he do deny 
‘the Scriptures to be the Word of God; and put the Queltion

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to Wrighter faying,1 defire to know whether you doe hold 
the Scripturcs to be the word of God ;but wrighter would give 
no Anfwer, neither I nor no ; but in ftead of any fatisfaction 
given,one of that company,and a great friend of wrighters; one 
Mr. /Vullin fell upon the Presbyterian, asking him how he 
would prove the Scriptures to be the Word of God ;and faid, 
I. will argue it with you, and maiatain it that you fhall nor 
prove the Scriptures to be the Word of God; and after thefe. 
two had done reafoning (Wrighter being all this while filent ) 
the Presbyterian faid to VVrighter, 1am now confirmed in it 
that you deny the Scriptures to be the Word of Ged, becaufe 
being charged with it, and fo publiquely, you doc not de- 


py ite 4 

‘dst all the confufion and diforder inChurch-matters both 
of opinions and practifes, and particulars ofall forts ; of Me- 
chanicks taking upon'themto preach and baptize, as Smiths, 
Taylors, Shoomakers, Pedlars, Weavers, &c. there are alfo 
fome women-preachers in our times, who keepe conftant 
Leétures, preaching weekly to many men and women. In Lin- 
colnfbire,in Hot/andand thofe parts, there isa woman-prea- 
cher who preaches, ( its certain)and ‘tis reported alfg the bap- 
tizeth,but thats not fo certain, In the Ifle of E/y,(that Mlind of. 
Errors and Sectaries,)is a woman-preacher alfo : In Hartford- 
frire alfo there are fome woman- preachers whe take upon them 
at meetings to expound the Scriptures in Houfes,and preach up- 
on-Texts,as on Rom. 8.2. Butin London there are: women who 
for fome time together, have preached weekly on every Tief- 
day about four ofthe clock unto whofe*preachings\ many have 


-reforted. I thall particularly give the Reader an account of the 


preaching of two women,( one a Lace- woman, that fells Lacein 
Cheapfide,& dwels in Bel- Alley in Colemanffreet, and the other 
a Majors wife living in the O/dBaily,) who about aMoneth ago, 
the fecond Tuefday in December (as I take it) did preach in 
Bell. Alley in Colemanftreet,the manner whereof is asfollowes ; 
(as Thad it from a godly Minifter of this City, who was there 
prefent an eye and ear-witneffe of it.) Three women came forth 
sutefan inward roome or chamber; into the roome: sy se 
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they ufed to exercife, and where fome company waited for to 
heare them; Thefe women came with Bibles in their hands, 
and went to a Table ; the Lace-woman tooke her place at the 
upper end ; the Gentlewoman the Majors wife fate on one fide” 
by her; the third woman ftcod on the other fide of the Table ; 
the Lace-woman atthe upper end of the Table, turned her 
felf firft to this Gentlewoman,(who was in her hoods, necke- 
lace of Pearle, watch by her fide,and other apparrell fucable ) 
and intreated her to begin,extolling her for her gifts and great 
abilities ; this Gentlewoman refufed to begin, pleading her 
weaknefle; and extolling this Lace. woman who {pake to her; 
then the Lace-woman replied again tothe Gentlewoman,this 
was nothing but her humility and modefty, for her gitts were 
well knowne ; but the Gentlewoman refufed it again, falling 
into a commendation of the gifts of the Lace-woman ; where- 
npon this Lace-woman turned her felfe to the company, and 
fpake to fome of them toexercife, excufing her felfe that fhe 
was fomewhat indifpofed in body, and unfit for this worke, 
and faid ifany one there hada word of exhortavion let them 
fpeake; but all the company keeping filent, none {peaking : 
Then the Lace-woman began with making a fpeech to this pur- 
pofe, That now thofe'dayes were come,and that was fulfilled 
which was {poken of in the Scriptures, That God would poure 
‘ont of his Spirit upon the handmaidens,and they fhould prophe- - 
cy, and after this fpeech fhee made a prayer for almoft halfe an 
hour;/and after her Prayer'took thar Text; [fye love me,keep my 
Commandements; when théhad read the Text, fhee laboured 
to Analyze the Chapter as well as fhe could, and then 
fpake upon the Text drawing her Doétrines, opening them, 
and making two ufes, forthe {pace of fome three quarters of an 
hoare; when the haddone the fpake to the company,and faid if 
anyhad anything toobjeét againft any of the matter delivered, 
they might! fpeake, forthat was their cuftome to give liberty 
in that kinde(but though there was a great company both of 
men and women )yet no man objected; bur all held their peace: 
Then the Genrlewoman that fare at therfide of the Table, bo- 
geite fpeakéymakingfome Apologie thatfheiwas not fo: fi 
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‘came 1a’ world of people, to the number: 
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at this time in regard of fome bodily indifpofitions,and the told 
the company fhee would {peake upon that matter her Sifter 
had handled, and_ would proceed to a Vfe of Examination , 
whether we love Chrift or no; and in the handling of it, thee 
propounded co open what love was,and what were the grounds 
of our love, and how we fhould know it; and asthe was prea- 
ching,one in the company cryed, Speake owt, whereupon fhe 
lifted up her voice ; but fome fpake the fecond time, Speake ent, 
fo that upon this the Genilewoman was difturbed and con- 
founded in her difcourfe, and went off from that of love to 
to fpeake upon 1 lobe 4. of trying the (pirits, but thee could 
make nothing of it, {peaking non-fenfe all along; whereupon 
fome of the company fpake againe, and the Gentlewoman 
went on f{peaking, jumbling together fome things againft 
thofe who defpifed the ordinances of God, and the Miniftery 
of the Word; and upon that fome prefent fpake yet once more, 
fo that fhee was fo amazed and confounded,that fhe knew not 
what fhe faid, and was forced to give over and fit down ; The 
Lace-woman who preached firf, feeing all this, lookt upon 
thofe who had interrupted her Sifter with an angry bold 
countenance, fetting her face againft them,and fhe fell upon con- 


~ cluding all with prayer, and inher prayer fhe prayed to God 


about them who defpifedihis Ambaffadors and Minifters that 
he had fent intothe world to reconcile the world; whereupon 
fome fell a {peaking in her prayer ; Ambafladors, Minifters,yon 
Ambaffadors!with words to that purpofe;and upon thofe words 
thee prayed exprefly that God would fend fome vifible. judge- 
ment from heaven upon them; and upen thofe words fome of 
the company fpake aloud, praying God to ftop her mouth, 


~ and fo flace was forced to give over: Inbriefe, there was fuch 


laughing, confufion, and diforder.at the meeting, that the Mi- 
nifter profefled he never faw the Jike}; he told me the con- 
fufion, horror , and diforder which he faw and heard there, 
was unexpreflible, and fo he left them, fearing let the | 
candles might have gone out and they have fallen. to kill 


-or mifchiefe’ one -another. - The cnreNr pe there 
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firlt arid [aft toBell- Alley, tohear thefe wotten Preach (as an 
Inhabitane of that Alley related it to me) but thefe wemen 
becaufe of the multitude did not preach there,but preached in the 
Old- Baily the fame day;and fince have Preached in a honfe near 
the French Church ; where on Tuefday being the 30 of De 
cember, another Minifter heard them, and related that he faw 
a great deal of lightnefle and vanity among fome that were at 
that Exercife, Andon Thurfday the 8 of Panwary near the 
French-Church at one Mrs. Hils, one Mrs. Aromy (one of the 
women by all the defcription of her fpoken of before that 
Preached in Bell- Alley) at three of the clock inthe Afternoon 
Preached, where about fifty perfons men and women were pre- 
fent. Inher Exercife fhe delivered many dangerous and falfe 
Doctrines: as 1, That it could net ftand with the goodneffe 
of God to damne his own creatures Eternally.

As every man hath received the gift, &c. and that in 
the 10. of the Hebrews, Exhort one another, and in the 3. of 
Malachi the 16. and in Titus , That the elder Women ought to 
teach the yonger: Further the profeffed, That when fhe and 
her Sifter began that Exercife, it was to fome of their own Sex;

Then another Sifter {pake to this 
fecond Sifter, that truth fought no corners, why fhould the fay 
fo? Then a man ftood up and asked the Preaching-woman 
what fhe meant by thofe who were under Baptifme: fhe An- 
{wered, under a Gofpel-order : He Replied, what was that ? 
the faid, all chat were Baptifed being not Believers. Then a fe- 
cond was objected, Who Baptifed Simon Adagus, eduanias 
and Saphira? Mrs. Atomy Anfwered , fhe doubted whether 
they did according to their Commiffion in Baptifing them. In 
her Prayer this the-Preacher prayed God that all thofe who 
were prefent, and did not acknowledge his weak ones that 
fpake for the Spirit of God, that he would difcover the iniqui- 
ty of their hearts. She alfoinher Prayer gave thanks for the 
occafion of their meeting, that they had been quiet without 
diftraction, which they were not the former day: and to the 
men prefent that brought an Argument for Infants Baptifme,(he 
gave an Anfwer to it. Heasked her what Baptifme was? She 
Anfwered, fhe was not very fitto Argue thofe Queftions, and 
went from the Table to the fire fide: and then another Sifter 
faid, You have heard what was delivered, and may reft fatisfi- 
ed. J was informed alfo for certain this week by a Minifter 
who came out of Kent, thatat Brafteed where Mr. Salmarfo

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Hereis one Lamb who was a Sope-boyler, anda Church 

that meets in Bell-Alley in Colemanftreet called Lambs 
Church: This man and his Church are-very Erroneous ,ftrange 
Dodtrines being vented there continually, both in Preaching 
and in way of Difcourfing and Reafoning , and ftrange things 
_ alfo done by them bothinthe time of their Church. meetings, 
- and out of them. Many nfe to refort to this Church and meet- 
ing ,the houfe, yards full, efpecially yong youths and ‘wenches 
flock thicher , and all of them Preach univerfal Redemption. 
In their Ch. meetings and Exercifes there is fuch a confufion | 
and noife,as if it were ata Play ; and fome will be fpeaking 
here, fome there ; yong youths and boyes come thither , and 
make a noife while they are at their Exercifes, and them of the 
Church will go tomake them quiet, and then they fight one 
with another. Lamb Preaches fometimes (when he can get 
into oti in our Churches. Onthe 5. of November 1644. 
he Preached at Grace-church in London, where he had a migh- 
ty great Audience,and Preached univerfal Grace,the Arminian 
Tenets ; and he Preaches in the Countreys up and down; he 
Preached at Gilford in Surrey, inone of the Churches, about 
the beginning of September \aft;and would have ‘Preached at 
Godalming the fame week, fome coming to the Minifter for 
leave, sigh the Minifter denying, Lamb came himfelf to him to 
have had the ufe of his Pulpit on a Lords day. This Lamb 
with one Oats.and others of that Church, ufe to travel tp and 
down the Countreys to Preach their corrupt Dottrines, and:to 
Dip. Lamb and Oats were at that time when he’ Preached at 
Gilford,going to Portfmouth;and at another timean Effex —_ 
er 
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fter told me,that Lamb & one Tomlins with others,were travel. 
ling in Effex to do the Devils work,and that thefe men were fent 
down from the Church as a Church A@ into the county of E/- 
fex to make Difciples and propagate their way, and indeed into 
moft counties of England Poet thefe men can go with fafety) 
‘fome Emiffaries out of the Seétaries Churches are fent to infect 
‘and poyfon the counties, fome out of Lamés, fome out of Kiéf- 
fins, fome out of others, About September laft one Kiffix an 
“Anabaptift went his progreffe in Kent, and did a great deal of 
“hurt; and I have been informed from good hands, by the 
‘means of fome that are acquainted and intimate with them,that 
‘not only Emiflaries from London go into thefe nigher counties, 
“as Effex, Kent, safe k., Hartford, Cambridge, &c. but into 
Yorkthire and thofe Northern parts (fince reduced to the Par- 
liament) and no doubt alfo into the Weft; and feveral Secta- 
ries went early to Briffol and thofe parts, as one Mr. Bacon, 
Symonds, &c. and into wales alfo, fo that we are like to have 
Sectarifme like a univerfal Leprofie over-fpread this whole 
swag tee I pray God keep it out of Jre/and; and I hope Scor- 
land by Geds mercy, and the benefit of the Presbyterial Go- 
vernment will keep it out there. Butto returnto Lamb and 
his Ghurch in their Charch-meetings, they have many Exerci- 
fers’, in one meeting two or three, when one hath done, theres 
fometimes difference inthe Church who fhall Exercife nexr, 
“tis put to the Vote, fome for one, fome for another, fome for 
Brother Tench, fome for Brother Bat, fome for Brother Ozts; 
and ftrangers who come thither,will makea ery,and cry out for 
whom they like beft as well as the Church,as a yong man of /p/- 
wich coming thither of Novelty,and the queftion being put,who 
fhould Exercife next, Brother Bat or Brother Tench, he cryed 
out, Brother But, Brother Bat ; inthis Church’tis nfval and

' {treet not long ago, That the Doctrine of Gods eternal EleG@i-

or fome other Se@taries are about any great defign or bufinefie, 
be muft be fent for, though fromthe Army 5 as for inftanc ae 
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the Siege of Briftol, when almoft. ready to be taken, in the 
height of Action he muft come up from his charge to London, to 
go ride about the conncreys of Kem, Suffex, Barkshire, 
Buckinghamfhire, &c. co ftir them up tochnfe good Parliament 
men ; of whofe Preachings at Reading, Greenftead, &c.

Aving given the Reader a particular Narration of many of 

the Se¢taries, with a true copy of feveral Letters, and an 
Extract of others ; I will adde a few remarkable Paflages 
concerning them, and fo come to the third and’ faft part of this 
Book. Onthe 24. of December lalt, a Citizen of good worth’ 
in this City related to me at his own houfe in the hearing of 
many others, That on Monday being the 22 of December going 
to hear Mr. Bridge Preach on Fifhftreet-Hill, in the Chancel of 
that Church, a little before the Sermon began, he faw a man 
with fome people gathered about him, fpeaking to them; and 
heard him fay, That men in the latter dayes (fpeaking of thefe' 
times ) fhould have more light then the Apoftles had, and. that 
we fhould not tye our felves to the imperfections of the Apo~ 
ftles! - Aboint the beginning of AZay laft, a judicions godly Mi- 
niftét who came out of ‘the countrey told mein the hearing of’ 
a Gentleman alfo, that the Sectaries fay they have Grievances: 
1. The Affembly of Divines. 2. The Scotch Army: 3, The 
Committee of both Kingdoms. 4. The Honfe of Peers. 5. The 
Houfe of Commons meddling thus with matters: of Religion.

added, They agreed to forbear a while from fending them into 
the ftreets publikely,and to the Parliament to Preach, till they 
fhould fee how things would go. 
_ A little before the choife of Common-Councel men for the 
City of London for this prefent year, the Setaries ufed all 
_ means, yea, and tumultuous difhoneft wayes to get faithful god- 
ly well-affected men to the Parliament, who were Presbyte- 
rians,not to be chofen, and to bring in Independents, and Inde- 
-pendentith perfons in their room ; infomuch that fome Inde- 
pendents went about to feveral houfes where they thought they 
were likely to finde any acceptance, and f{pake} againft the 
old Common Counce! men cafting afperfions upon them ; yea, 
I_ was aflured from good hands, that papers with names of old 
Common-Councel men were thrown about the Wards into fe- 
veral houfes, againft thofe they would not have chofen (who 
et were men that were as well affected co the publique as can 
be defired, and have done as much) and other Names put in 
whom they would have chofen; And becanfe I would be cer- 
tain of this report, I defired the perfon who related it to help 
me with one of thefe Papers, who accordingly did, and I here 
Print it verbatim, that the world may fee whatftirring fellows 
thefe Sectaries are, tofcatter about fach things. OUT, Ghide, 
Read, Meredith, Hart , Blackwell , Feffon , Hobfon, Randall.

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Two well-affected ns related to me December 18. 

That {peaking with dent Minifter'in this City of 
) a ats a Paul 
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Paul Befts damnable Doétrines againft the Trinity, and of 
his Blafphemies, for which he was imprifoned : He Anfwered, 
this imprifonment would dono good at all: It was Replied, 
What if this Bef or any Arrian would gathera Church and 
vent his Opinions, fhall the Magiftrate fufter them? What muft 
be done in this cafe? The Minifter anfwered, caufe him to 
fweat with Arguments ; but there was no Authoritative power 
under the Gofpel to remedy it. -Thefe Citizens obje€&ed that 
inthe 13 of Deuteronomy, Whether fuch aman fhould not be 
punifhed as well as the falfe Prophet ? The Anfwer was, 
Chrift in the Gofpel had moderated things; Adultery was 
death under the old Law, and yet Chrift let the woman go 
away takenin Adultery ; and fo it was in this cafe. One of 
thefe Citizens told me alfo, he fpake of thefe things to another 
Independent Minifter, who made an Anfwer tothe fame pur- 
pofe, That the Magiftrate might ‘not punifh fuch; adding, The 
Magiftrate had nothing to doin matters of Religion, but in ci- 
vil things only. Another well-affected: Citizen, and a Com- 
mon: Councel man of good worth related it to me and others, 
That an Independent Minifter withina few miles’ of London, 
one Mr. L. had faid to him, That men onght not to be troubled 
for their confciences, but Papifts fhould be fuffered; and for 
his part, if he knew Papifts who were at their Devotions of 
Beads, Images, &c. he would not have them hindred nor di- 
fturbed, There isa godly man of good rank whe lives here 
about London, had'a man Servant would leave him and go to 
another Service ; his Mafter asking the Reafon, he faid he 
would have the Liberty of his confcience: What's that Replied 
his Mafter ? The Servant made this Anfwer,I would have the 
Liberty of my: confcience, not to be Catechized inthe Princi- 
plesof Religion. Zune laft the 21 day, a Gentleman of Bed- 
fordthire told me, That a great SeCtary in their countrey, 
when the Minifter was in the Pulpiton the Lords day, called to: 
him tocome down, and asked him what he did there, faying he 
had no calling : This Sectary was brought before the ¢ ommit- 


tee of Bedford, and there carried boldly, putting 
his Hat before them, I enquire of Hl wa ome 
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Gentleman of that Committee affured meit wasfo. Thefame 
Lords day alfo at a Town within a mile of the other place, a 
godly Minifter being in the Pulpit, and Preaching upon Repen- 
tance, prefling it,a woman ftood up and faid to him openly, that 
he Preached Lyes and falfe Doétrine. A Minifter who was a 
Preacher in Swffex related to me, That he Preaching upon San- 
tification and fuch points, a Se€tary publikely cryed ourto 
him, fpeaking againft him for it. Ihave thefe, following parti- 
culars about difturbance in Preaching, and the boldneffe of the 
Sectaries againft fome godly Minifters who Preach againit their 
Errors, given me in writing under the hands of Ear-witneffes 
with their Names fubfcribed. Upon Faft day 1644. a god- 
ly Minifter Preaching in Bwtolphs Church at Colchefter, a 
Sectary fpake thefe words, That I will be one of the firft thac 
flaall pluck (naming the Minifters name) outof the Pulpic and 
caaet his brains out,and all fuch bawling curs as he is. Another 
Minifter Preaching in Colchefter againft Schifme, in the time 
while he was Preaching, a Sectary fpake thefe words witha 
loud voyce, fo as allthat food near were difturbed, O what a 
vile wretch ws this? O What a Devil 4 tha ? And when Sermon 
was immediatly done, O what an Enemy of Gods People ts this? 
He hath Preached Blajphemy: That he came from the Devil, 
and to the Devil he would go: which words fhe fpake aloud. 
And becaufe Chrift-Church troubles the Se¢taries much, and 
TZ. E. Preaching there, asicfeems by Mr. Burtons late Reply 
to The Door of Truth opened; and his brief Anfwer to Dr. 
Bafwicks two late Books, pag. 24. I will therefore acquaint 
the Reader of two paflages only of the infolency and diforder 
of the Seétaries, in reference to Chrift-Church (though indeed 
as mahy can witneffle, they have all the time from the beginning 
of that Lecture by railing and wicked reports, by hubbubs and. 
ftirs, by laughing and fleering in the face of the Congregation, 
and in the midft of the Sermons, fought to blaft and dah ir ) 
The firft isa Paper given me upinto the Pulpit, as in the na- 
ture of a Bill pac The ir vials pit la! 
To Mr. Edwards, Sir. and as one profeffing your [elf to 
be inftrutted by Chrift, with abilizies pone ie throw down 
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Error; and therefore to tat end do Preach every Third day ; 
May it therefore pleafe you and thofe that imploy you in that 
work, to give thefe leave Whom you fo brand, as publikely to ob- 
jel againft What you [ay When your Sermon wended, as you de- 
clare your [elf ; and Wwe hope it Willbe an increafe of further light - 
to all that fear God, and put a large advantage into your hands 
if you have the truth on your fide, tocaufe st to fine With more 
evidence, awd [hope Wwe fhall do it With moderation as becometh 
Chriftians. ,

The fécond is that about the beginning of September ; in 
my Sermon having fome pafages again{t the Preaching of illi- 
terate Mechanick perfons, one ftamprt with his foot and faid 
aloud, Th Ra/cally Rogue deferves to be pull’d out of the Pulpit : 
upon whofe words, half a dozen more who ftood near him 
faid, Let’s go pull him out of the Pulpit; whereupon, one Mr. 
B.{pake to them, and the firft man who railed on me, called 
him Rafcal too, and fo all of them went out of the Church. 

O Gober laft, 25, day, one Mr. C..a godly Minifter told me, © 
That about three or four dayes before, hapning into the com. 
pany of one Mr. Vicars (who lives at Colche/fer, as the Minifter 
reported to me) and reafoning again{t the way of Independen- 
cy, Mr. Vicars wifhed him not to be fo earneft againft it, for he 

25 was confident within three moneths there fhould be a Tolera- 
tion eftablifhed ; and this he fpake from knowing men who 
knew it, and could help to effect it: whereupon Mr, C. told 
him, he would fpeak of this freely in the city, Army, countrey, 
that he had thus reported there fhould be a Toleration. 

In Ofober laft, the 16 day, one Mr. F. told me, he thought 
many of the SeCtaries would ere long be againft civil Govern- 
ment as Ecclefiaftical ; for faith he, a Minifter aSectary fpake 
it in my hearing, and the hearing of others , very boldly 
and openly, That the people ought or might call the Parliament 
to.an aecount for their money, and the great Taxcs laid upon 
them; and if the Parliament had c the King toan account 
for his Impofitions. and Taxes, why fhould not the Parliament 

: as. 
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as well be called to an account by the people? and he added 
moreover they would be, withother words to chat cffe@. 

In September \aft there was a Petition drawn up by fome 
well-affected Citizens,and fent abeut to be fubfcribed by hands 
of well-affected people,to be prefented to the Parliament for the 
fpeedy fetling of Church-Governiment ,. fhewing the great 
mifchiefs, as the broaching of all abominable Errors, &c. for 
want of it, which was brought to the hands of one Mr, A/- 
fey that he for Stepney Should get hands for it (as others did for 
other places) this Petition being brought to Mr. e4/leys by 
well-affected men, he carried it to Dr. Hoyle, Dr. Hoyle gave 
order it fhould be read inthe Church after Mr. Burroughs bad 
finifhed his morning Lecture, that fo many people being toge- 
ther, they might with leffe trouble have a fubfcription of hands; 
whereupon Mr. Burroughs (though he had done his Exercife) 
yet he ftands up and {peaks againft ir, and againft fubfcribing 
of it, ufing Arguments againft it, that it came thither from no 
Authority butthe Vicars, and how could they fubfcribe to a 
Petition for a Government which they never faw, nor. knew 
what it was, withother Arguments. Mr. Greenhill alfo in the 
Afzernoon fell bitterly upon fpeaking againft the Petition, and 
vrarning the people not fubfcribe it by any means ; and 
this Mr. .4/ey was baited and rated by feveral of the Sectaries 
and them of that way that he met with; both inthe itrecr, and

not refolve them; but ftill they put him to it wherein it was un- 
lawfull, and fome of them that were with him report Mr. Bur- 
roughs {aid little, but his wife {pake much and took upon her, 
and faid it wasafecond Binions Petition. Mr. Wells of New- 
England {pake againft this poor Petition too, with many o- 
ther of the Independents and Sectaries of all forts ; fome of 
them were not afhamed to fay it was a Digbies petition, and 
made by Digby. Many alfo ofthe Pamphleteers (who I think 
are the penfioners of that party, and I am fure one of them be- 
ing lately tryed to infert into his weekly Newes the petition 
prefentcd at the choice of the new Common-councel, confeffed 
ingenuoutly he could nor,for he was ingaged to the other fide, )

ovember laft,the 18. day,fo foon as I came ont of the Pul- 

pit at ChréftChurch, at the very foot of the Pulpit ftood a 
man Gentleman like allin fcarlet,a yong man, but being dus- 
kith, I could not perfectly difcerne his countenance; he defired 
to fpeakea few words with me, fo I ftood ftill; and thefe were 
his words ( which immediately upon parting with him,! told: 
fome friends who came into the Veftry to me, ) Sir, you {peak 
againft the preaching of Souldiers in the Army; but I aflure 
you, if they may not have leave to preach, they will not fight : 
and ifthey fight not, we muft allfly theLand and be gone: 
both you and I, muft not ftay here, for thefe men who’ are 
Preachers, both of Commanders and’ Troopers, are the men 
whom God fiath bleffed fo within this few mionths,to rout the e- 
nemy twice in the field, & to take in many Gartifons of Caftles 
and Townes,(as I remember he faid to the number of 21.)and: 
I thought good to let you underftand fo much, and this ts all’ 
T have to fay; to whom! replyed never’ # word, becanfe the 
people were comming by us, as alfo to prevent all'occafion! 
of tumult, but parted with the Gentleman: fairly. 
_ In Degemb.1644.coming into Mr. Smiths fhop in Corxhill,ncer 
the Exchange where fome perfons were, there was fome dif- 
courfe about Liberty of Con/cience,and Tolerations, whereupon I 
fpake againit it,& Mr. Cole Bookfeller confefled he was.againft a 
generall Liberty ef Confcience by what he faw and knew; for 
he knew a company that werea Church, to which he had‘once - 
thoughts of all other Churches to have joyned himfelfe a Mem- 
ber, whe deny the Scriptures to be the Word of God,and 
have meetings to reafon againit the Scriptures; whereupon I as- 
ked him what Church they were; he faid a Church of Brow- 
nifts within thefe few lyeers ;he alledged alfo their Reafons 
why they- denied the Scriptures; becaufe--there-were untruths 
contained in them, with other Reafons which I forbear to name, 
unleffeI annexed an Anfwer to them ; I faid to Mr. Cole if 

they denied the Scriptures then they could nor beleeve — 
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Chrift,chey muft queftion him; he replied,he had objected thar, 


and for Tefus Chrift they held there was fuch a one becaufe.of 
Hiftories, as they did beleeve there was a Queen Elizabeth be- 
caufe Chronicles make mention of her: Other paflages were 
{poken of the Holy Ghoft which I forbear to fpeake of. Mr. 
Cole related alfo he went on a Faft day in the Evening to 
find. thefe perfons out, and found them playing at Tables ; fo in 
the clofe 1 defired the company that ftood by, asMr. Bur- 
roughes a godly Minilter,(not Mr. Burrenghs of the Affembly ) 
Mr. Smith, with fome others, to bear witnefle what Mr. Cole 
had faid, and told ,himI would not conceale it, and bring guilt 
upon my. felfe, but acquaint authority with it, and according- 
ly withmy hand, Mr. Bwrroaghs and Mr. Smiths fabfcribed 
it was given into a Committee. This Mr. Cole hath often faid 
it to Mr. Smith(as if he be called he is ready to be depofed )rhat 
he knew many who met todifpute againft the Scriptures, and 
hath been at theirmeetings, and once fhewed him one of them 
telling him his name s he alfo at another time told Mr. Farthing 
that he knew many who denied the Scriptures, and that for 
three Reafons which he gave him, the very fame he named in 
my hearing, and the hearing of Mr. Burroughs and Mr, Smith;

them. The Parliament fome yeers agoe thought it time the Go- 
vernment of the Church fhould be {peedily fetled,as is evident 
by their Orders and Declarations in Print, February 16. 1643. 
(now twoyeers paft wanting but three weeks) the Parliament 
{peakes thus, That confidering the many urgent reafons of havin 
the goverument of the Church {peedily ferled, the Lords defire the 
Hox{e of Commons to joyne With them in fending to the Affembly, 
to baften and [peed their advice tothe Houfes of Parliament, for 
the fetling of all things that concerne the prefent Di(cspline of the 
Church. April 9.1642. The Lords and Commons doe declare, 
That they intend adue andnecefary Reformatian of the govern- 
ment and. Liturgie of the Church and for the better effecting 
thereof, [peedily to have a confultation With godly and learned 
Divines. And I might quote divers patlages out of Declara- 
tions, and Tranfactions, between both the Kingdomes of Eng- 
land and Scotland in referenceto Church government,wher- 
in three yeers agoe they mutually expreffe their great fenfe of 
the want of perfecting,and enjoying a Reformation in Church 
government,: But 1 willonely name one, which is in a. reply ~ 
ofthe Lords and. Commons to the Brotherly Anfwer whic 
the generall Affembly of Scotland made unto a Declaration for- 
merly fent unto them from the Parliament. The words are 
thefe, And, uccording to aur former Declaration of the feventh 
of February, Our. purpofe is toconfult With godly and learned Di~ 
vinesythat. We may not onely remove this, hus fettle [uch a ge- 
uerament as may be moft agreeable toGods holy Word; moft apt 


to procure and conferve the peace of the Church at home, and 


happy union With the Church of Scotland, and other Reformed 
Chacha’ abroad, andto eftablifh the [ame bya Law, Which we, 
intend to frame for that purpofe,to be. prefented to his Majefty 
for bis Royall. Affenp., And.in. the mean time humbly to. befecel 
his Majefty that a Bill far the. Affenbly may-be paffed in time 
convens-nt,ifor the meeting 40.be by the fifth of November ext, 
the miferghle eftare of rhe Courch and Kingdamse not being able 
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And without all doubr,if before the Aflembly met,the miferable 
eftare of this Church & Kingdom Was not able to endure any longer 
delay, and that two yeers agoe there were many urgent Rea/ons 
of having the government of the Church {peedily fetled, then now 
ic is high time the Churchand government were fetled, the 
condition of this Church being feven times more miferable 
now, then when thofe Declarations were put forth, meft of the 
fearfull herefies, blafphemies, and practifes being broached and 
acted fiace, and many of them not fo mach as whifpered before : 
And as concerning the fpeedy fettling of the Church Govern- 

“ment, fer all whom it concerns confider well of this Dilemma ; 
either we fhall havea Church Government, or not ; either che 
eltablithing of the Presbyterial Government is intended,or not; 
ifit be not intended to fettle it atall, then to fpeak only of un- 
feafonablencfle and haftinefle, it is but a meer fhife and co- 
four, then let it be declared fo, letit be told us there fhall be 
no Church Government fettled ; but if it be really intended,and 
faid Church Government mult be and fhall be fettled half a 
yeer or atwelve moneth hence ; then why not now prefently ?

in. And fora conclufion of this fecond Corallary,] {ay no more, 

either Jet there be a fpeedy fettling of Church Government and 

the civil Magiftrates backing it efteCtually, or there will be fpec- 

dy rbine ; our Religion will be loft, and men will turn fo faft, 

either Malignants or Sectaries, that Government will come too 

late, there will be none to govern, and the malignity of the dif 

eafe willtbe gone fo fat, and get fuch deep rooting, that the re-

Toleration of all Religions and Confciences enatted by a Law 
do ? if in this time wherein the Sectaries have been probatio- 
ners upon the trial of their good behaviour under hope of a 
formal Toleration,according as they carried themfelves (which 
without all donbr hath fomewhat kept them in) they have 
vented fo many Errors, Herefies, ec. what will they not 
fall to, when they are for themfelves, and in the pofleffion 
of a Toleration?

fuch things 2 and yet we fee it is fo; and what may wethanke

judgement or practife, be but againft fome one or few places 
of Sé¢ripture or relation, this is againft all this is the Abaddon, 
Apollyow, the deftroyer of all religion, che Abomination of 
Defolation and Aftonifhment, the Libertie of Perdition (as 
eAuftine calls it) and therefore the Devil follows it night ‘and’ 
day, working: mightily in many by writing Books for it, and 
other wayes, alfthe Devils in Hell and their’ Isftruments being

There have'been more Books writ, Sermons preached, words’ 
fpoken, befides'plottings and actings for 2 Toleration, within’ 
thefe foure laft yeers, then for all other ee Every day now’ 
brings forth Books for a Toferation> The Devil for fome thon- 
fands of! yeers Hall ‘not found out this Engine? nor made ufe of ~ 
it to fupport his Kingdome ; we fhall never read ‘Of it in the- 
Old Teftamenr, nor finde it-pleaded by the'falfe Prophets and* 
Idolaters againft thofé Kings that punifhed them’ for their 
dreams and falfé prophecies fayitng, It is our confciences, and’ 
men ought not'to be troubled for theit confciencés, nay the 
greatelt patrons of Liberty of Confcienge do confeffe, it was’ 
not then; men might be punifhed underthe Old Teftament: by: 
the Civitt Magiftrate for their falfe wothhips and Doctrines; 
but’ itis the will and command of God Se: 


lying Oracles: were! 
‘that the great God Pan was" 
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coming of Chrift in the f 
difioived; and'thae voice Heard *t 
dead, and the “Devilt finding ‘his Ki 
world by the fall of thofe ‘Oracles, 2 
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verted to the faith of Cfirift by the Apoftles,and daily likely to 
bee moreand more ; the Devill then beftirred himfelf, and fet 
pretended Liberty of Confcience on foor, after the experience 
of fome thoufands of yeers inthe world, asthe moft power- 
full and likely means to recover and ftrengchen his Kingdom, 
and hath ever fince from, time to time made ufe of this Engine, 
efpecially in times of Reformation and places where he is a 
cafting out, ufing this pretence of Liberty of Confcience, as 
ameanes either to keep his old poffeffion, or being caft out to 
enter in again, The firlt time we, read. of Sathans making ufe 
of this pleaof Liberty, in his Inftruments and Minifters, is in 
2 Pet. 2, 19. where the Apoftle fhewes the falfe Teachers that _ 
brought in damnable hercfies, did tell them of liberty, while 
they promife thems liberty, and Rev.2.14, 15, 20. where fome 
fearned interpreters upon that. place thew, that Iecabed and 
thofe other falfe Teachers did under pretence of Chriftian’ li- 
bertie,fince Chrifts coming and under the Gofpel,fhew them a 
lawfulnes of community of wives,and of eating things facrificed 
to Idols, and ever fince in feverall ages of the Church, the 
Devil hath improved it,moreand more ashe hath feen his ad- 
vantages and the times backing it: He ftrongly fet icon foot 
in the primitive times by the Donatifts and other Hereticks, 
- and in latter ages by the Anabaptifts, Familifts, Arminians, So- 
cinians, and in our dayes by all the Sectaries, now beftirring 
himfelf to keepa footing inthis Kingdom by Toleration,yea 
being wroth at-his cafting out in Popery, Superftition, Prelacy, 
he ftrives and endeavours by this pretended Liberty of Confci- 
ence, to enter in with feven other {pirits more wickéd then 
before,and to dwel here, and to make the Jaft eftate of England 
worfe then the firft, And cherefore I hope the Parliament, Af 
fembly, Minifters City, and the whole Kingdome confidering 
the evill'of a Toleration will. cry it down, and abominate the 
very thoughr of it. And truly when I read over and confider 
feverall paflages in many. of the Parliament: Remonftrances, 
Declarations, Meflages, Ordinances , Proteftation, yea joynt 
Declaration and Covenant of bothKingdomes made to rhe moft 
high God, the King, the Kingdom of Scotland, the fubjects of 
rf R 2 England 
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England, the Reformed Churches,yea, and to the whole, world 
for the prefervation of the Reformed Proteftant Religion, and 
that not-onely againft Papifts, Popery, but againft Se@aries, 
fchifme,and all Herefies,and that the principall and main ground 
of all this war on the Parliaments part,hath bin'the fecuring and 
preferving the Reformed Religion, profeffed and maintained 
in theReformed Churches,(all which particulars faithfully cran- — 
fcribed out of che Remonttrances, Declarations, ec. I fhall fet 
down in a Tractate again{t Toleration, which I intend fpeedily 
to fet forth) 1 can never beleeve the Parliament will ever 
grant a Toleration, or hearken to petitions of that nature, 
and that their pious’ Refolutions may be the more confirmed 
and ftrengthned againft all the fpecious pretences and planfi- 
ble Reafons brought by the Seéaries for a Toleration, I 
fhall with allfpeed prefent the Honourable Honfes with cer- 
tain confiderations Theologicall and Prudentiallagainft a To- 
leration, with an anfwer to all the moft plaufible and pratti- 
call Reafons given by the Sectaries; inthe mean time I leave 
this fad confideration againft Toleration to be ferioufly thought 
upon, whata Toleration will bring forth, when as a conni- 
vance hath occafioned fo many errors, herefies, and biaf- 
phemies as are containedin this Catalogue, ~

moft of the perfons who vented thefe Opinions, and are fallen 
to be Anabaptifts,Seekers,Arrians, yea, Anti-feripturifts,being 
within thefe 5. or 6. yeers Independents, and of the Church 
way. Theeree 1s known by the fruit; anda good tree cannot bring 
forth evil fruit,andfo we may judge of the Independent way b 

thefe fruits,and obferve how far Independents have proceeded, 
and what degrees they have taken, even per faltum in a {hort 
time : We may by this Catalogue fee the truth of this fpoken 
of by many Divines: both Fathers and ‘Modern writers, that 
Schifme makes way to Herefie, and feparation’ from the 
Church to feparation from the head, men falling to that, not 
holding the head, Collofsians 2. 19: Othe fad and ated 
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effets of Independency, as in all places where ever it hath bin 
fet up, as DNeWw-England, Roterdam, Amfterdam, Burmudoes; fo" 
in England, where within thefe four yeers it hath produced 
among perfons accounted religious, more damnable herefies, 
ftrange opinions, fearful divifions, loofenefie of life and man- 
ners, then ever have been in all the Reformed Churches of 
the Presbyteriall way above fourefcore yeers. Independen- 
cy in Englandis the mother, nurfe, and Patroneffe of all o- 
ther errors; they are all her Daughters, and may rife up and 
call her mother: The laft National! Synod holden in France 
declares, That the Sect of Independents opens a gate to all kinde Nationall Sy- 
of Singularities and Extravagancies, taking aWay all meanes of nod at (bars~ 
any remedy to the evil.lt was the faying ot a great Sectary, that PE ieea Pe 
Independency isthe door to let into Anabaptifme, and Ana- monry 16: 
baptifme was the door to let into the Truth, meaning that from 
thence they would come to be Seekers, Perfectifts, &c, Inde- 
endency and other Seéts are fo neer of blood, that a man may 
or the moft part without any great Solecifme fay, Indepen- 
dency is all Sectarifme , and all Sectarifme is Independency; 
Independents turn Anabaprifts, Seekers, &c. and Sectaries 
turn Independents ; we have now few Independents (ftrictly fo 
called) bvt Independents, Antinomians, Independent Anabap- 
tifts, feekers, &c. or rather men made up of all thefe, Indepen- 
dency, Antinomianifme,Brownifme, Anabaptifme,Libertinifme, 
fo that Independency is become a compound of many Er- 
rors, andif Independency could once get a Toleration, wee 
 fhould then fee it fpeake ont to purpofe. And as Independen- 
cy is inthis fenfe all error, being the great canfe of them, fo 
many errors are for Independency, that is, the Love of Errors 
caufes many to become Independents, wanton witted men who 
are contcious to themfelves of fingularities and novelties, 
which they “feare will not be tolerated ina communion’ and 
confociation, neither can they make them good before a Synod, 
out of fondnefle to their opinions doe afte fuch a way 
which may exempt them from all danger of cenfure, and fo 
many Errors turne to Independency as being a way to fave 
them harmleffe, and -Independency falls to all kind of on, 
° an 
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and from one to another, and that becanfe it declines the re- 

medy and means God hath appointed for preferving from er- 

rors. And as Independency is the mother and original of 
other fects, fo tis the nurfe and patronefle that nurfes 

and fafegaurds them ; how do all errours take fanctuary in In- 

dependency, fly thither and are fafe, asthe Chickens under the 
wings of the Hen; all Sectaries pleading they are Indepen- 
dents , that being now their fword and buckler, Independents 

and other Sectaries, Anabaptifts, Antinomians, Seekers, ec. 

hold together,make one body againft the Orthodox,godly,{tri& 
Minifters and people. Tis wonderful to think how in all places 
the Independents countenance, plead for, and protect the 
reft of the feéts: Icould name divers Independents who in 
Paulpits have pleaded for Anabaptifts,Antimonians: I could tell 
the Reader many ftories, how by the means ef Independents 
many great Seétaries have been brought off when in queftion, 
and how by reafonof them, all remedies and wayes thought 
upon and drawn up by the Affembly for the preventing the 
growth and increafe of Anabaptifts,e~c. havecome to nothing, 
as alfo how never yet any complaint came tothe Aflembly , or 
motion was made there again{t the vildeft {etary , but fome 
Independent fpoke for them, (of which I could give many par- 
ticular inftances) and though not alwayes direétly, yet finding 
fault with the modus procedendi, and objecting ftill againft one 
thing or other. And tis to be obferved of the Indepen- 
dents herein England, how notwithitanding all kind of falfe 
Doétrines are broached and rife among the peoples yer-they 
feldem or never ( efpecially of late ) preach againft them, or 


. write againft them; they will nor lof a party, or offend any 


fort of fect though it be for God, and for this truth; heretofore 
fomeof theold Independents end Brownifts ,; did good fer- 
vice this way in writing againft the Anabaptifts, Arminians : 
As Ainfwworth, Iobnfon,-and efpecially Mater Robinfon, and fo 
in New England they were, zealous again{t Famililts, Antino- 
mians,cc. But now all the Independents of England generally 
fay not a word againftthem, but fide with them, ftand up. for 
them: I know not aman of all the Independentsin England 
ae race 
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(excepting one) that appears either in preaching or any other 
way againft them ; but they with the reft of rhe fe€taries are 
folded together as thorns, and are joyned clofe as the {cales of 
the Leviathan, And of this take one example, look upon Mrs 
Burton, a manwho in the Bifhops dayes was fo zealous againft 
falfe Doctrine, as Arminiani{me, points of Popery , any corrup- 
tion and innovation in worfhip, that he was all on fire againft 
them , and no Book that came froma Bithop or his Chap- 
lain, though but atouch of etrour in it, could efcape his Pulpic 
and pen; yea, he would ftrainand aggravate every fentence 
and phrafe, interpreting all in the worfe fence’; but now he 
can be filent enough againft his brethren the feCtaries, and hath 
not in the growth and increafe of all the damnable errours and 
herefies, far worfe then Co/ens Devotions, Iack/ons Arminian- 
ifme, Afontagues Popery, Bifhop Lauds Altars, and bowing at 
the name of lefus; preached any Sermons or printed any Books 
againft them that ever I heard of ; he can now let the Doctrines 
againlt Gods eternal election, of univerfal redemption, free-will 
and the power of men by nature, ec. gounqueftioned, never 
preaching, nor writing again{t, or complaining to the Parlia- 
mentof thefe things ( though in printed’ Books and in dayly 
Sermons, asby Den, Lamb, the Author of a Book call’d, the 
Fulueffe of the Love of God,and many others,thefe Dottrines are 
maintained far more grofly then they were by the Bifhops and 
their Chaplains)nay though damnable herefies and blafphemies 
are vented in printed Books,as The Pilgrimage of the Saints, 
eee. andin the meetings-of the fectaries, again{t the Divinity 
of Chrift, denying the Scriptures to be the Word of God, ec. 
yet we hear no noife of Mafter Bartow , nor none of his bre- 

thren ; no appealing to the Parliament from any Committees, 2s 
fromthe Bifhops tothe King, nooutcries, no Book written 
of the Errours, Innovations, Blafphemies of thefe times, as he. 
did of the times of the Bifhops. I amperfwaded if the Bithops 
and their Chaplains had vented but the twentieth part of thofe 
damnable Herefies, Blafphemies, which his brethren the fetta~" 
xieethat are againtt Presbyterial Government, have done, the 
quan ontof his zeal’, in thofe times'would have’béen ready like 
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Phinehas tohave run them through, and have ftirred up the 
devout peepleto have ftoned them for blafphemers,alledging 
that Scripture in the Old Tcftament of {toning blafphemers, 
Levit. 24. 11, 12, &c. But alas, all che truth the poor man is 
now capable of, are his Church-way Tenets, and his oppofing 
the Presbyteriall Government, Thats. Truth fout out of Doores, 
Thats Trach ftill, though faut ont of Doores, as appears by his 
two late Pamphlets ; all Mr. Burtons Truths are, “Tis Idolatry, 
nay worfe then Idolatry to wait upon Parliament and Aflem- 
bly for Reformation; That itis neceflary to Salvation to be 


e joyned in Church tellowfhip , &c. Bur I wonder when 


we fhall have a Tractate from him, or any of his Bre- 
thren againft the Arminian and Socinian Tenents, or a- 
gainft the Anabaprifts, Antinomians and Seekers, or fuch a 
Tractate, as this, A Catalegue and difcovery of the Herefies, 
Errors and blafphemies of thefe times. I will tell che Reader 
a tory which [had froma good hand, an ear-witneffc of it, 
and fometimes an old friend of Mr. Burtons, that about four- 
teen months ague, Mr. Barton hearing of Mr. John Goodirins 
preaching his Errors of juftification; Mr. Burton faid, I will 
preach publikely againft them, thefe Errors are not to be 
endured :. Whereupon an Independent being by, one Mr. C. 
faid to him, O pray fir doe not ; fhalltwo fuch famous men as 
you two. fall out, and preach one againft another? what a 
fcandall willthis be, and what hurt willitdo in thefe times ? 
whereupon Mr. Burtons zeale was cooled, and preached not a- 
gainft him, as I was informed, and Mr. Goodwin in one of his 
Anfwers againft Mr. Pryn {peaking of Mr. Burton, calls him 
my brother Burton, and Mr. Burton puts it up, and never writ 
a Book to vindicate himfelf from that afperfion of being bro- 
ther to Mr. Goodwin, who holds fuch Doétrines in point of 
juftification,(as fometimes he called damnable, and accounted 
Mater Goodivin little better then a Heretick for holding 
them, ) I am confident had any other man, who had not 
been anIndependent, as Bifhop Hal/,or one of mere 
Jains, holding far fmaller Errors then Mr. Goodwin doth, cal- 
led Mr. Burton Brother, the man next day would have made 
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a Sermon of it to wipe off the Afperfion, and inveighed againft 
them for calling him brother, and would openly have difclai- 
med the kindred, yea he would have gone neerto have writ a 
Book upon it, thar fuch men fhonid call him brother, and 
thereupon have declared himfelf againft their opinions,as the 
Hierarchy, Ceremonies, &c. But we fee what Independency 
fs, that gives a quietus eff to all errors, though in Do- 
rine, yea in the Doftrines of Iultification,the grace of God, 
~ &c, and truly I looke upon it as a righteous hand of God upon 
the Independents in Exg/and, ‘to let the {word be upon their 
right eye, and totake away all zeal from them in matters of 
Doétrine,for their oppofing the government of the Reformed 
Churches, and feparating from their communion by fetting 
up particular Churches of their own, and for their hindring all 
‘manner of wayesthe Reformation fo long defired' and pray- 
ed for. In a word we may thanke Independency and Inde. 
pendents for allthefe errors, herefies, blafphemies, and all o- 
ther evils in our Church, as being the canfe of their Rife, 
Growth, Increafe, and Continuance among us ; and I do here 
as a Minifter of Iefus Chrift charge upon the confciences of 
the Independents all the confufions and mifchietes we lie 
under, as having been the great meanes of hindring and delay- 
ing the fetling of Chareh Government, keeping all things loofe, 
that fo they might the better fifh in troubled waters,as having 
ftrengthned the hands of the Sectarics by ftanding for them 
in all places, and bringing them off danger, as con{tantly op- 
pofing all wayes and meanes propounded for fupprefling of 
them, being content rather that Gods glory, name, and truth 
fhould fuffer, thoufands of fouls perifh, and all Religion be ru- 
ined, by all kinde of abominable blafphemies, damnable here- 
fies, wicked pradtifes, then that their owne interefts and way 
thoald be in the leaft kinde prejudiced ; O had there been a- 
ny ttue zeale in them to the glory of God,or love of truth, 
and the foules of people, they could not have endured to 
have feen_ail thefe evils, but would rather have hazarded the 
esithing’ WY teaittves and their Independent way, then to 
“have been upheld” with the oe of God, the loffe of 
: his 
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histruth,and fo many other mifchiefs as they have been the canfe 
of ; and therefore though the Independents wipe their mouthes 
with the Harlot in the Proverbs, and fay, They have done no 
wickednefle ; and with Pilate wath their hands of all 
our Errors, Blafphemies, &c. Yet let them know the 

have. been guilty of the loffe of the opportunity ofa ‘biodsh 
Reformation,which we might have had fome yeers agoe, and 
of all the evils that have come in upon us likea flood fince;and 
I am confident(without great repentance)God will require it 
at their hands; and however now whilft they have the applaufe 
of the people, the favour of many great ones, getting places of 
honour, profit, fining and waxing fat, they are not fenfible ; 
yet when they fhall come to die and are going into another 
world, thefe things may trouble them, and be fet in order be- 
fore them. And that the Independents may lay it to heart, I 
can affure them Iam not alone of this minde, that they are the 
caufe,and have much to an{wer for; but others, yea, and their 
friends thinke fo too ; for proof, I fhall relate the words of a 
prime Member of the Affembly, (a moderate Learned, man a 
great Friend of theirs, and if I fhould name him, themfelves 
and all others would fay fo too,) {poken to me in the hearing of 
a Member of the Affembly,and at other times to others, yea to 
fome ofthe chief Independents themfelves, (as he told me,) 
That they had been the caufe of fo much hurt, that unleffe God 
were the more mercifull all would be ruined, and that the 
Kingdom had. better have given every one of them a hundred 
thoufand pound a man then they had returned into it.And ther- 
foreMr. Burroughs and other of hisfellows in ftead of that pray- 
er in the Epiftle Dedicatory before his late Sermonpreached 
to the Houfe of Peers, Oh Lord the fearcher'of the fecrets of 
hearts, thou knoweft not onely our defires, but our painfull fincere 
endeavonrs,8cc. may {mite upon the thighand make this prayer, 
O Lord thon knoweft and We muft needs confeffe, We have hin~ 
dred the Reformation of this Church, and delayed by all meanes 
poffible the fetling of the Government, We have ftopt all procee- 
dings againf? Anabaptifts and other Seétaries, refusing to con- 
fent to. [uch Rules and Meanes agreed on by the Age bly 
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which might have prevented their growth: We Lord bave tal- 
ed of peace, love, felfe denial, truth ; but we have caufed di. 
vifion, multiplication of errours, Wwe have fought great things for 
our elves ; throagh our means Lord things are come to thw fad 
paffe: Ob, what fhall Wwe do? 

§. Coral, Hence then from allthefe errours, herefies, cc. 
broached in Eng/and within thefe few yeers, we may learn 
what an active, reftleffe,fubtile fpirit the Devil is, how he com- 

afles theearth to and fro, tryes all forts of men, watches all 
opportunities , works all wayes, and makes ufe of all times to 
uphold his Kingdom ; and when he can no longer do things 
one way, then he will try another ; if he be caft out of a King- 
dom or perfon at the foredoor , he will come in again at the 
back; and when he cannot work any more by one fort of men, 
then he will by another, coming to Chrift in Peter andin an 
Angel of light ; and though he have received many loffes, yet 
he will never give out, as tis in that parable 44az.12.43,44,45. 
when the unclean {pirit 1s gone out of aman, he walks through (a) Theodoret 
dry places , feeking re(t and findeth none ; then he faith, will re- seg Beal ty 
turn into my boufe from Whence Lcame out , and goeth and taketh auim ey in vi- 
- with himfelf feven other [pirits more Wicked then himfelf , and dus damon, ge- 
they enter in and dwell there ; and in eas 13. 24, and 25. verfes? neris humans

fhed. So that things being in fuch a condition, the minds of the 
Chriftians were filled with joy and content’, and their enemies: 
withforrow and fadneffe. But the Devil chat wicked and envi- 
ous fpirit, when he faw the ftate of the Church of God ‘to be 
fo happy and profperous , he could not endure it ; but begins 
to think upon fubdtile and peftilent Councels , fearching di- 
ligently all kind of wayes by which he might wholly overthrow 
it. For when he perceived thatthe errourof theGentiles was 
dicovered , and the many deceits of the Devils cleerly appre- 
hendcd, andthe Creature by moft men accounted no longer 
worthy ofany Worlhip , but the Creator Worthipped and fer- 
ved in ftead of the Creature : hedid not from that time openly 
fight againft God and our Saviour, but finding fome menin 
name Cnriftians , though indeed fervants of ambitionand vain 
glory, he began to ufe them as his inftruments very fit to bring 
about his deceitful works. And by their help he brought many 
into the old errour; not that he did bring them to Worthip 
the Creature again, but he fo wrought, thatthe Creator and 
Maker of the World was placed in the fame rank wich the 
Creature: Arriva and his followers denying Chriftto be very 
God, and God effentially. 
(b) Theodorer relates many excellent things of Theodofivs the 
Emperour { {tiling him Admirabilis eff Imperator) as not on- 
ly forbidding the Worfhipping of the Heathen Godsand fhut- 
ting up their Temples as (on/fantine the Great did, but wholly 
racing them to the ground,as his making Law to fuppreffe the 
meetings of the Hereticks, as his writing to Valentinian the Em- 
perour, ec. yet he fhows how in his paffion he committed a 
cruel and wicked fact, and his (c) obfervation upon that, is, 


tare non adco fz- though Theodofius was fo admirable an Emperour, and deferved 
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fo much praife ; yet to efcape all the {nares of that common 
adverfary of mankind is not fo eafie ; for he that efcapes one,’ 
as intemperancy, may betaken and held in the cord of covete- 
oufneffe, and if he have the victory on that, then the Devil hath 
another way, envy. may undahim andif he overcome envy ‘ 
then anger may find him out, And to conclude, the Devil “e> 
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for man infinite cemptations by which he may bring him to de- 
ftiuction , and if one will aot, he then tryes another, and he : 
hath the perturbations and diftempers of the body ferving his _ 
temptations, (@) Tis a faying of Lutber , that the Devil feeks (4) roypin 3 
about in what part of the hedge he may go moft eafily over, poh faciliine 
and watches advantages by what wayes he may overturn the jen(cendere, 
bending bowing Chariot.

Coral, Hence then from all this difcourfe of the errours, 
opinions,and practifesof thefe times; we may fee the true reaforl 
and ground of that great growth and:increafe of thie feCtaries a- 
mong us, and why fo many daily fall to that parry and way, 
and fo few to the Presbyterians; Namely , becaufe many of 
the opinions and practifes~ laid down’ in this Catalogue, are fo 
pleafing to flefh and blood, ‘and {uitable-to one or other 
corrupt principle in mans nature ; whereas Presbyterial Go- 
vernment, and the Dodtrine of the Reformed Churches goes 
againft the grain , and crofles mens lufts.

carth, unto, which and many more opmions there, being 
added in chefe times the practifes and allowance of long hair, 
all kinde of fathions in apparrel, libertie of {ports and games 
heretofore denied, a free and frolick kinde of living, not :fo 
fkrict and precife, as in former cimes, together with great of- 
fices.and places of honour, profit,both military and civill which 
attend on that way, and Sectaries get uponall occafions before 
the Presbyterians, ( it being the ready way now-to get great’ 
gifts, offices, or fome place to turn Sedtarie ) it is no wonder 
that fo many fall tobe Sectarifts and Sepacatifts; any man who 
hath, but half an eye may fee how each of thefe opinions hath 
fomething inthemto feed fome corrupt principle or other in 
man, as either ambition and defire of rule, or fpirituall pride 
to (hew a mans gifts, or covetoufnes,or licentiou{nefle,or blinde 
zeale, or unfttablenes of Spirit, &c. And this may farisfie

Popery?bur when fome flat points of Popery and Arminianifm 
were printed with licenfe, and preached in fome publike pla- 
ces, how did they that feared the Lord fpeak often one to ano- 
ther, keep Fafts in private, fpeak againft the Bifhops and 
their Chaplains, talk of nothing but leaving the Land ? and yet 
now we have grofler and worfe Arminianifin by far, as is evi- 
dent by fome of the errours laid down in this Catalogue; yea, 
the fectaries are come to points of Popery , and pra@tifes of 
Popery asthe Reader may find related inthis Book , as to 
hold thofe Words of Chrift, this is my Body muft be under- 
ftood literally, as denying the preaching of the Word and ad- 
miniftration of the Sacraments to be Notes of the vifible 
Church , as bringing in anointing with oy! for fick perfons, as 
the laying on of hands to give the gifts of the Holy Ghoft, and 
not only to {maller matters of Popery , butunto the greateft 
and higheft, asdenying the perfection and fufficiency of the 
Scriptures , and pleading for fome mento be infallible and to 
have infallible gifts, that muft refolve controverfies of Faith, 
which are the great pillars of Popery , and foundations ofall 
their other errours(as learned men know) O how isthe fcene 
changed within thefe few yeers, thofe Doétrines of Arminian- 
ifm and Popery which in Epifcopal men we cryed out fo of,and 
counted aPsaculum that held in our Church,and were made the 
great ground of feparation from the Church, the fame points 
now more groffe (for they by diftintions refined and qualified 
thofe opinions) are delivered and received with great applaufe 
and the Preachers of them cryed upand preferd béfure the 
moft Orthodox Miniftexs : O how are the times changed, ond 
ons 
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fons profeffing Religion in England were wont to look upon 
thefe two things as moft hateful, 

Firft, The corruption of the Doctrine of Religion. 

Secondly,a Teleration of all Religions, and in the worf 
times we could not endure thefe things: O the crying out 
that was in the former times againft Arminianifme, Popery, 
Socinianifme, Toleraticn of all Religion, but now, O the cry- 
ing up of Liberty of Confcience forall thefe, and the pleading 
that errors of the minde are not fo dangerous as practifes|that 
Arians who live honeftly may be faved ; yea,all men and all 
creatures fhall be faved at laft ! Who ever thought feven yeers 
ago he fhould have lived tohave heard or fecn fuch things 
preached and-printed in England ; all men then would have 
cryed our of fuch perfons, Away With them, Away With them ; 
Much leffe to live to fee fuch perfons countenanced, fpoken 
for, brought off all trouble, yea, and prefer’d ; if fome of thofe 
godly Minilters who were famous in their time fhould rife out 
of their graves and come now among us, as Mr. Perkins ,Green- 
ham,Hilderfham, Dt.Preffon,Dr. Sibs &c. they would wonder 
to fee things come to this paffe in Eng/and, and tomeet with 
fuch Books for Toleration of all Religions, and Books in de- 
fence of Arminian, Antinomian Errors; what would they 
thinke when they fhould meet with fuch Minifters and Chri- 
ftians whom they judged godly and found, now to plead for a 
Liberty of all confciences, there to meet with one of their ac- 
quaintance turned Anabaptift, another turned Seeker, a third 
F amilift, a fourthan Anci-fcripturift: O what ado did we keep 
in England many yeers ago, about Jackson, Afontague, Cofens 
books and fich like |! and now we make nothing of worfe Ar- 
minianifme, and far greater Errors, the points complained of 
in Doctor fackson, Bifhop Afontague &c. where harolefle 
wholefome Errors, ( ifany Errors could be harmlefle and 
wholfome jin comparifon of many Errors in this Catalogue. 
Certainly if Afzhomet were now alive among us, he would 
+a gallantfellow in thefe times, and be in great requeft for 
s Revelations and New-Light ; Yea, we are fallen co that 
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adneffz and folly,that I am perfwaded if the Devil came ir 
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fibly among many,and held our Independency and Liberty of 
Conlcience, and fhould preach never fuch falfe Doétrines, as 
that there were no Devils, no Hell, no fin at all, but thefe 
were Only mens imaginations,with feverall other Doétrines, 
he would be cryed up, followed,admired;and if it fhould hap- 
pen he were complained of and queftioned by fome Presby- 
terians ( for to be fure Se€taries would not )he would have 
fome or other to fpeak for him, and helpe to bring him off; 
and that which makes the condition of Exg/and fo fad in re- 
gard of Errors, Herefies, &c. arethefe following circumftan- 
ces that accompany them, and are to be found among us. 

1. Thatthey arein a time of Reformation when we pro- 
fefle Reformation, and cafting out of all corruptions in Do- 
&rine and Woithip, vad 

2. That they are among us, and grow up after a fo- 
Iemne Covenant and oath to extirpate Herefie, Schifme, 
and whatfoever is againft found Doétrine, fo that our Errors 
Herefies,Schifmes are perjuredHerefies and perjured Schifmes. 

3. That thefe are rifen, increafed, raigne, and prevail fo far | 
under a Parliament fitting,not under the Bifhops,corrupt Cler- 
gy, Court party, but under a Parliament : Parliaments when 
Errors in Doétrine have come in upon our Church in their 
vacancy were our great Remedies to remonftrate againft, pu- 
nith, fuppreffe them, that they never rife nor grew during 
Parliaments fitcing, but kept them in awe, and wasa rod over 
them, how w<re Bifhop Afontague, Cofens, lackson, and their 
Books Gueftioned by former Parliaments, and what a famous 
emonftrance was made by the Honfe of Commons to the 
King, Jane 11. 1628, againft the Arminian Errors, fhewing 
how the hearts of the Kings fubje&ts were perplexed,When with 
forro’w they bebold a daily growth and fpreading of the fattion 
of the Arminians, but alas how is all kinde of grofle Arminia- 
nifme, far worfe then Packsons and the Arminians_of thofe- 
times, preached and printed, now a Parliament is fitting, as by 
Mr. Den and his followers, and ina Book intituled, The ful- 


fides far greater Errors then Arminianifme as is. by 
this Catalogue. a | 
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4: That thefe are too much fuffered,let alone,not punithed, 
where is there aman among all the Seétaries that hath been 
made exemplary for punifhmenr, or hardly for any long time 
reftrained ? the fpirit of old Eliis upon the land in regard 
- of fparing Sects and Sectaries, many Magiftrates fuffering 

them fo much, and the people loving to have it fo. 

5+ Sectaries have not been onely let alone, fuffered, and un- 
found ont, bur when complained of by fome zealous men, 2s 
Minifters and others who have waited with expence of time, 
_ and money, and informed ; rhe Sectaries have gotten off, and 
vent themfelves as bad and worfe then before, and nothing 
comes cf all,yea, when they have been committed or bound - 
over by men of inferiour place, they have been releafed by 
_ others in higher place. 

6. Errors and Schifmes are fo farre from being punithed, 
that many who hold them are highly refpeéted, preferred, 
countenanced, put into many offices, places, yea after their 
being queftioned by fome Orthodoxe men in place and cen- 
fured, they have been received into great mens houfes, have 
had places conferred onthem, and that which is yet worfe 
and fhews the fad condition of this Kingdom, faithful, god. 
ly, orthodoxe perfons who have oppofed and queftioned ftin- 
king Sectaries, who have had nothing to commend them but 
theirErrors and Herefies,have ever after been undermined,ob- 
firntted, difcountenanced, complaints mad¢ againit them,pre- 
tences of one thing or other, tillthey have been laid afide, or 
their lives and places burdenfome to them; of which I could 
give divers inftances in fome gallant men. 

7. That perfons who would not be endured nor fuffered in 
other countries and Churches, but were caft out and banithed 
for their errors, herefies, and turbulency, do here in England 
vent and {pread their opinions,gather Churches, preach open- 
ly where multitudes reforc,how many caft out of New. Eng- 
land for their Antinomianifme, Anabaptifme, &c. have come 
over, and here printed Books for their Errors, and preach up 
and down freely ; fo. that poor England moft lick up fuch 
_ perfons, who like vomit have been ory outof the mouth A 
‘ 2 ther 


es: ters in the dark,and in their. cha 


ther Churches, and is become the common fhore and finke 


to receive inthe filch of Herefies,and Errors from all places ; 
what was faid of Hannibals Army, it was colluvies omnium 
gentium,the fame may be faid of us for all kinde of feéts and 
{eCtaries. Anglia collavies omninm errorum & [etlarum. 

8. The Errors of thefe times are vented by men looked up- 
on as godly and holy, who inthe Bifhops dayes fuffered,and 
were ftri& in their lives, and fo have an intereft in man 
good perfons, men alfo who are popular and have popnlar 
gifts to go up and down from City to country, from one 


_ country to another, and that goto meetings in private hou- 


fes, know the way of it, and the Art of taking people, talk all 
of Reformation and greater ferfection, pretending £0 cor- 
re& Magnificat, and to reforme Epifcopacy,Presbyrery, and 
all Churches ;. whereas the Arminians and Prelaticall men 
in the Bifhups times were not efteemed as good men, had 
not thofe popular gifts of prayer, ec. nor did know the 
Way of private meetings, neither had they thofe preten- 
ces of holineff:, Reformation,to take the people with,but peo- 
ple generally judged they needed Reformation. . 
9. Thefe Errors. are held, cryed up, and received as New 
Truths, as new and glorious Lights; what was Error and 
worfe then naught, cryed downe in the Bifhops and 
their Chaplains for damnable Errors, Herefies, Armi- 
nianifme’, Popery , the very fame points concerning uni- 
verfall Redemption , Free-will,, conditional Election , 
denying the fufficiency and perfection of the Scriptires,¢c. 
are in our times new and glorious Truths, an preached 
to the people for the everlafting Gofpel. ee 
10. Thefe Errors, Herefies, Blafphemies, are not onely ven- 
ted ina corner,in fecret clofe chambers, with doors doub! 
Jocked, among two or three, that few or none heare or know 
of them, or in fome private village and remote dark corner 
of this Kingdom, that a man muft dig througha wall to fee 
and hear them,(which yet were fad enoug ,and was the 
cafeof the Prophet in Ezek. 8. 8, 10, 12, feeing thofe Idola- 
mbely of Eats bu 
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‘Houfes that ftand open for all, where many hundreds come 
-andin the Metrapolis of the Kingdom, Lexdon, and that in 


the heart of the City ; fo that they are not preached with us 
in the ear, but on the houfe-top, we declare our- errours, 
as Sodom, and are not afhamed : yea, abominable errours are 
Printed , the Books foldup and down in Weftminfter-Hall, 
London, and difperfed in all places ; yea, given into the hands 
of Parliament men in Weftminfter-Hall, and daring at the 


-Parliment doors , to difperfe Books written in the defence of

-, kened and the Kingdom ftartled ; we fheuld have kept bia 
! ; ‘ “ Falts: 
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-fach and fuch errours. 


a1» Our Errours , Herefies, increafe after all our Deli- 
verances, Victories and fuccefles God hach given us; yea, 
that which is moft fad to think of, all our ViGtories,Succeffes, 
are unhappily made ufe of , and turned to the increafing and 
growth of Errours ; every taking of a Town or City, isa fur- 


| ‘ther {preading over this Kingdom the gangrenc of Herefte 


and Errour, where thefe Errours were never known nor 
heard of before upon our taking of Towns and Cities, they 
comé to Town, every enlarging of our quarters, is an enlarge- 
ing of fectarifm and a multiplying of fchifms ; where cana man 


‘almoft go to any Garrifon, Town or City ; and not meet with 


Anabaptifts, Antinomians, Brownilts, ec. Can a man go to 
Southampton, Port(month, warwick, Gloucefter, Briftol, York, 


. Lynn.cnm multis aliis and mifle of them. 


12. Weare unfenfible and not affected under all thefe fpi- 
ritual plagues of herefie, fchifm , blafphemy, intolerable Anar- 
chy ; the fortieth partof thofe errours, herefies, blafphemies, 
which are now in the midft of us, wouldfeven yeers ago (had 
we heard and known them) have made our hearts ake,ind our 
hair ftand an end, filled our faces with paleneffe and black- 
nefie, whereas now we make lightof them ; the cuftome and 
commonneffe of them hath taken away the fenfe and horror of 


‘them, we are ftrangely fenfleffe, bruitith and ftupid under all 


thefe errors;3 or 4 ycers ago the twentieth part of thefeopini- 
ons and practifes {aid down in this Catalogue,would not have 
been endured ; butthe Minifters would have been more awa~ 
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Fafts, cryed out moreto the Magiftrace for his help: fo that 


now the confideration of all the errours, hercfies , withthefe 
aggravating circumftances, do declare the dangerous and 


fearful condition we arein, even the Parliamentary party 


that hath ftood up for Reformation ; becanfe, among ns and in 
thefe quarters, are to be found fo many herefies , fchifms, 
blafphemies , fomany heretical blafphemons Books, fo many 
confufions and diforders , mechanick Preachers, women-prea- 
chers, yea, young boyes taking upon them to preach and lead 
people, andin che midft of all our outward Victories, Deli- 
verances, Succeffes, I tremble to think what will be the iffue 
and end of thefethings, and what ftrange matter and Arti- 
cles there will be for Geds vifitation of Exg/and, out of thefe 
four laft yeers; and we thall finde both inthe Prophets, //aiah, 
Terensiah . and the Revelation of Saint Johr, how the moft 
dreadful judgements are threatned againft Churches, for 
falfe Doétrines, and Prophecying falfly ; and I am perfwaded 
God will not bear long with us, not fo long as with the Bi- 
fhops and Court party , becanfe we have profeffed more holi- 
nefle and greater Reformation: but ashe {peaks of the Angel 
and Church of Pergamos, for having them among them that 
held the Doétrine of the Nicolaitans, Repent or elfe I Will come 
unto thee quickly ; fo God will foon come againft us, which 
may caufeus totake up that fpeech in Jeremiah, Be affonijhed, 
O ye Heavens at this,and be horribly afvaid,yea, be very defolate; 
but if we could ftill promife our felves Vitories, Succefle , and 
that the evil of Sword, Peftilence, ec. fhould not overtake 
us ; yet know thefe errours, herefies, ec. which fpread among 
us, ate a worfe judgement : Lather faith, that He- 
reticks and falfe Teachers are (vmma indignatio Dei , the 

reatelt difpleafureof God toa Church, plaga divine ira the 
firoke of Divine wrath, that the Church is not fo much de- 


ftroyed by temporal perfecutions as by the peftilent Do- 
-Gtrines of men; for by them tis increafed, but by falfe Do- 


oGtrines tis loft, and that we have more canfe to bewaile the 
fcandals that fall out in our own Churches , then the perfecu- 
tion of the Papifts and alltyrants, neither do the Papilts fo 

much 
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the fame Faith, Doctrine and Worthip of God. 

The erteuts and wicked opinions among us are worfe then 
the fword, and we are ina more dangerous aad fad condi- 
tion by reafon of them’, thon for all other evils that are upon 
us; the Armies of herefies, erroursamong us , are worfe then’ 
all che Armies of Cavaleers, and Monfters hardier to be fub- 
daed , the fpiric of erronr and fchifm that’is in ‘the mid of 
us,isthe arrow that flyeth by day,the deftrution that waftech 
at noon day, and the terrour by night that walks in darkhalle; 
in one word, tisthe faddeft and worft evil that can come ro 
aChurch, and that draws quickly all other evils'after it, which 
fulian the greatelt enemy that Chriftian Religion‘ever had, 
knew well enough, and therefore did not by fword go to de- 
Kroy it, but granted a Toleration of all Religions to Donatifts 
Arrians, &c. asthe readieft and fureft way to deftroy the 
Church , by that means thinking to caufe the name of Chrift 
to perith ont of the earth, as Aujtin {peaks 

And as errouts, herefies, area greater evil then the fword 
and temporal perfecutions, fo arethey worfe then evil manners’ 
and a bad life ; faife Doétrines are not only evil deeds, fruits of 
the fleth,things which God hates,& damnable as well as a wic- 
ked life,2 Bpiftle of Joh Vv. 11. Gal.5.2.Rev.6.15, 2 Pet.2.1. 
O but they are the'depths'of Satan, Rev.2.24. and the fpirit 
of Godin the Epiftles of Galarhians, Timothy, 2 Theff. Cha,2. 
2 Epiftte of Perer Chap.2. Epiftle of Zade, the Revelatiow, and 
in other Scriptures , exprefles more deteftation againft here- 
fies and errours’ in'divers refpeéts, then againft evil manners, 
as I might fhew; but I will give onely one inftance’ out of the 
Epiftle to che Gelathians , where the Apoftie befides affirming 
the fame ofherefies, which he doth of the wickedeft ations, 
murthers,drunkennefle, adaltery, fornication, gc. That they 
which do’ (uch things hall not inherit the Kingdom of God: He 
fpeaks over atid-above of falfe Teachers, who broach falfe Do- 
rine, Gal. 1.859) once and again, If We,or an Angel from Hea: 
ven, orany mam preach another Gofpel to you, let him be accur- 
_ (edi And Gal.g.12. [would they Were cven'cat off Which trouble 

a Jos 
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munch hurt the Church as falfe brethren’, which boaft to have 
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oa; wherein) he, fhewes that holy indignation agairft 
falfe Teachers and falfe Doctrines which he doth not againft 
evil livers, neither praying fofor their cutting off, norin that 
manner pronouncing fuch a double being accurfed upon them. 
In one word,herefies, errours , are more deftructive to the 
naturcof.atrue vifible Church, then loofe manners and de- 
{troy the foundation more ; purity of Do@rine, profeffion of 
the true.Faith, is the meft eflentia! note of the vifible Church, 
whien as. outward fanctity of life is not, but may be found in 
men.out of the Church; falfe Doétrine and Herefies alter 
and corrupt the Worthip it felf, fo doth not the bad manners 
of perfons inthe Church: Hence Luther anfwers to fome that 
objected. bad: manners to him, I will not faith Luther com- 
mend my manners, bat Doétrine, andthe true Faith, and.be- 
fides,ris impeflidle ( faith Lacker ). but that a bad life will fol- 
low falfe Doctrine ;, for if menmake fhipwrack of Faith, they 
will of a. good confcience : .The Donatifts who fell into errors, 
fell to many infolenctes, as to commit rapes, murthers, ec. So 
the Anabaptifts., Antinomians , into what loofneffe do they 
run daily : Hercfies and errours, {pread fooner, farther, and 
more incurably ; yea, take and infect them, whom corrupt 
manners. could not prevail with ; in breaching and main- 
taining herefies, men vent their parts , learning, get a name 
and fame by them, which they do sot by committing drun- 
kenneffe, uncleannefle; men will dye in their errours, and 
ftand. to them:to the .deach, going by a rule (as they con- 
ceive) but menall along purpofe to repent of their wicked 
practifes; men are hardly , feldom reclaimed, convinced of 
the moft damnable er rours , becaufe the way of errour is 
commonly a faction, a party chat hath incerefts, defigns , 
and many followers, whereas a bad life hath not the fe- 
tious confideration of thefe things, that herefies, errours, 
do fo abound among us.: and that they are the wort of 
evils, may ferve fora true glafle to fhew us, in whata la-. 
mentable, dangerous condition we are in.at prefent, and may, 
make every one of us take up haan Feremiah, O that 
my head Were Waters, and mine eyesa fountain of sears, that I 
might 
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might weep day and night for the errours, herefies, bla/phemies, 
confufions,that are among us : yea, tocall upon others to come 
and make haft, and take upa wailing forus, that our eyes 
may run down With tears, and our eye-lids gufh ont With Waters, 
to teach alfo our fons and daughters wailing, and every neigh- 
bour lamentation , for death is come into many of our’ pa- 
rifhes, Houfes, Churches, todeftroy the fouls of our Wives 
and Children from within , and the young men from wichout : 
I think we have more canfe to write Books of lamentation, 
and to weep over Exg/and for this , then for the {word or any 
other kinde of evils. 

12. Coral. Hence then from the confideration of all the 
errours, herefies, blafphemies, and practifes of the fectaries 
in England ; we may bethink our felves what’s to be done, if 
we would -have the Kingdom faved, and what coufe to take 
both for our felves and others, to prevent their further 
growth, to reduce things to a better condition, and to turn. 
away the wrath of God from this Kingdom ; which for the’ 
herefies, blafphemies, diforders, and confufions of thefe four 
laft yeers , is ready to come forth uponus like fire , and burn 
that none can quench it: Now the remedies and directions 
thatI thall give, fuitable as I conceive to our ftate and condi- 
tion by reafon of our errours, herefies, @c. as they are laid 
down in this Catalogue, are both to Minifters, Migiftrates, 
and people, which fhall be fuch rules as more properly 
and peculiarly concern each of them in their feveral places. 

1.The Minifters feeing fuch damnable herefies, cc.and things 
come to this paffe muft look more narrowly, watch more 
diligently over their flocks thenever, to keep them from he- 
refies and fchifms, and make account tis their duty and their 
fpecial work in thefe times to attend more to that part of 
their Miniftery , that concerns Doétrine and convincing of 
errour, thenheretofore: It was ever a qualification and a du- 
ty required in Minifters of the Gofpel, tobe able by found 
Dottrine to convince gainfayers, 1 Tit. 9.'a5 wellas to ex- 
hort and comfort ; but fpecially when many feducers and falfe 
Prophets are gone out into the world, and erronrs , herefies, 

x fywarm; 
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taking heed of being guilty of finful filence, whil'ft Chriftiand 
his truth fuffers ; We have too'many weunds wich which we 
have been, wounded in the houfe of -our friends; many Mini- 
' fters have arid doundo us.; fome by.theircota! filence, ethers 
by {peaking too favourably of the fects,and too much daubing ; 
tis high time now to fpeak out, when the. truth of God, the 
Faich once delivered.to the Saiats, more pretious then our 
lives, is almoft loft, three Kingdoms almoft ruined , and all 
the Reformed Charches in .theic; truthand, peace hazurded ; 
they that can_ now be filent;, well contented , and. fet the 
wolves come freely, and not bark, they.deferve tobe accoun- 
ted dumb dogs: Let therefore.all godly orthodox Minifters, 
who would not have all runto ruine, Rirup themfelves and 
lift up their voices like trumpets, ftandinolongertooking on 
as idle {pe@tators or halting between two; for: hethat is not 
now with God in his Caufe, isagainft himy, and he thatiga- ©.

mens preaching, as the gathering of Churches, and above all 
a Toleration ; for that would be an open door at which all 
Kinde of herefies would come in, and no man could keep them: 
ut; and therefore if Miniflers will witnefle. for eruth’ and 
againft errours, they muft fet themfelves ina fpecial manner 
againft a Toleration as the principal inlet to all herefie and 
errour; andif a Toleration be granted , all preaching will. 
ot keep them.out: for-as.it,hath.been. an(weréd the Pattons 
of Images who plead, fet them ftand., butpreachagainft che. 
worthipping of them, thatif they ftand, presching will not

take away all the danger; ‘cis not fulficient to keep the people 

from all idolatry ; fo fay 1 in this cafe, ifa Toleration be gran- 

ted, the Devil will be too hard for us,though we preach never 

fo much againft them. A Toleration will undo all; Firft bring 

in Sceptifcifm in Dottrine and loofneffe of life, and after- 

watdsall Atheifm. The Patrons of errout becaufe they cannot 

at firlt plead for fach and fact Dottrines'in terminss, and yet 

hold them , and would have them propagated , therefore they 

plead for a Toleration ; which once being granted , they will 

come inthen of courfe: O let the Minifters therefore oppofe 

Toleration as. being that by which the Devil would at once 

lay.a foundation for his Kingdom to all generations , witnefle 

againft icin all places, poffefle the Magiltrates of the evil of ir, 

yea, and the people too, fhewing them, how if a Toleration 

were granted, they fhotld never have peace in their families 

more, or ever afterhave’ command of wives , children, fer- 

> vants; but they and their poftericies after them are like to 

live in difcontent and unquietneffe of minde all their dayes.

8,9.upon falfe Teachers,if any man preach another Go/pel,let bins 
be accurfed, and wifhed they were cut off that troubled the 
Church, and would not give place to falfe teachers , no not 
for an hour , that fo the truth of the Gofpel might continue, was 
again{t all Tolerations. The Fathers and Bifhops in the Primi- 
tive times were zealous and faithful in oppofing the fuffer- 
. ing of hereticks and fchifmaticks, even when fome of the 
Emperours winked at them , or were their profefled 
Patrons. (6) Amphilochious is famous for dealing with 7 heodo- 
fius the Emperour in fo freea way, andin fuch an admirable 


kinde, reproving him for fuffering the meetings of the Arri- © 


ans. fo is Ambrofe, when Valentinianus the fecond had pub- 
lifhed a Decree, wherein he commanded the Arrians fhould 
have Churches, for withftanding the Emperour to his face 
at Millain , and refufing to deliver up his Church ; and laftly, 
(to name no more of the Fathers ) fo is Chryfoffome when 
the Arrians were permitted to hold a Synod within his City, 
for fpeaking to the Emperour 4rcadivs after this manner: 
Tell me,O Emperour , whether if any man Would infert bafe and 
abjetl ftones, into that fair and {pecious Crown Which thou Wear- 
eff upon thy bead, wouldt thow not be offended with him. The 
Emperour yielding ; Chryfoltome replied , well, docft thon not 
think the Emperour of Heaven Will be offended , if ina godly 
City Which ts fincere and found, a (cabbed and infeltious member 
be permitted to inhabit ; fecing it ts required of every one, ci~ 
«ther that he be converted , or that he be banifoed: Yea, the pri- 
mitive Bifhops and Paftors of the Churches were fo againft 
mixtures of Religion, and admitting of divers wayes of Re- 
ligions in one City or Kingdom, as that they made many 
Canons and Decrees in Councels and Synods againft the fuf- 
fering of hereticks and fchifmaticks , as e4rrians, Donatifts, 
 @e. and the Laws and Edits of the ‘Chriftian nn inh 
: again 
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againit hereticks and fchifmaticks, were not only approved of 
by tie Fathers, being Enacted and Decreed {till afterevery 
general Synod,the Emperours publifhing new. Laws againft the 
new hereticks;but thofe holy men were fo far from giving any 
way to formal Tolerations,as that they ftirced up and exhorted 
the Emperours, to adde their civil Sanétions to the Canons 
and Decrees of Synods , made againft the herefies and errours 
ofthe rimes. I might fhew how the Paftors of the Reformed 
Churches (namely thofe who were ftars of the firt magni. 
tude) were againft the Toleration of Anabaptifts, Libertines, 
and other Seckaries in their time, and what they did aad 
writ agunftit, as Calvin, Zuinglims, Peter Adartyr, Philip 
Melantton, Zanchius, Bexa, Kuox, Bullinger, Adufculus; yea, 
and Lether, however at firlt he was fomewhat tenderin that 
point,as newly coming out of Popery , and knowing how 
the Papifts had abufed it,and fearing the worlt ; yet afterwards

Noblemen and worthy Gentlemen of England, fometimes of- 
fpiritual, {ometimes of Lay-catholikes , and fometimes of true 
and charitable Brethren of the Reformed Church, writing 
Books, Apologies and Epiftles for a Toleration. Now thete - 
Petitions and Books were anfwered by Gabriel Povei, 

fict during his abode in Oxford,.1604. Afterwards living 

at London houfe, 1605. by the commandment of fome of ~ 
the Bifhops, he refuted an Apologetical Epiftle for the per- 

miffion and profeffion of alltets and herefies, as alfo writ a 
Tractate of the unlawfulnefle and danger of a Toleration of 
divers Religions in one Kingdom: befides in his Book de Anti- 
chrifto, Dedicated to King James, in the Epiftle Dedicatory, 
he fpeaks-notably againft Toleracions. And Gabriel Powel did 

not only oppofe , but Doctor Surliffe Dean of Exeter, at the 
fame time writ a Book in anfwer to thofe Petitions of the 
Papifts ; and. Door willet in his Preface to his Comentary om 
the Epijileof Iude, writes againft thofe Popith Books which 
inthe former part of King /ames Raign were fet forth to 
infinuate themfelves to the State , and to perfwade a Tolera- 
tion of their Religion , againit which he gives ten Reafens. 
And when inthe latter part of King James his Raign, the Spa- 
nifh match was on foot and. things tended towards a Tolera- 
tien, and greater favour of Popery: Dr, Abdot then Arch- 

bifhop of Canterbury madea moft free Remonftrance to his 
Majelty againft the match and Toleration indulged to the Pa- 


pitts (a pertet copy whercof is in Mafter Pryxs Hidden Works: 


of darkueffe , or a neceffary Introduction to the Archbifhop of 
(anterburies tryal.) In which Remonftrance are thefe fol- 
lowing paflages: May it pleafe your Majeftie, Ihave been too 
long filent, and am afraid by my filence Ihave negletted the du- 
ty of the place it hath pleafed God to call me unto, and your Ma- 
jefty to place mein, Andnow I humbly crave leave , I may dif- 
charge my confcience towards God, and my duty toWards your 
adaesty. end therefore I befeech You give me se rd to.

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deliver my [elf , and then let your Majefty do what you pleafe 
With me. Your Majefty bath propousded aT oleration of Reti- 
gion, 1 befecth you (Sir) take st into your confideration What 
your AG’, What the confequence may be ; by your Alt you 
labour to [et up that moft damnable and heretical Dottrine of 
the Church of Rome; how hateful it Will be to God , and gric- 
vous to your good fubjects, &c. What dreadful confequence 
thefe things may draw after 1 befeech your Majefty to confi- 
der: and above all, leaft by this Toleration and difcountenance 
of the true profeffion of the Gofpel, wherewith Godhath blef- 
fed us, Your Majefty do mot draw upon the Kingdom in ges 
serall, and your felf in particular , Gods heavy Wrath and in- 
dignation. Thus in difcharge of my duty toward God, to your 
Majefty, andthe place of my calling, 1 have taken bumble 
boldnef[e to deliver my con{cience. And now ( Sir) do With me 
What you plea(e. This Remonftrance againft a Toleration 
or indulgence of Popery was feconded by Do&tor Hakewel 
and others. In this Kings Raign a Toleration of Popifh Re- 
ligion for Ireland was in agitation, and fo far proceeded as 
it was ready to beconcluded; whereupon the Archbifhops 
and Bifhops of Ireland joyned in a publick Proteftation 
againft it; A perfeét Copy whereof is as followes. The Re- 
ligion of Papifts « uperftitions and idolatrous , their faith 
and Doftrine erroneous and heretical , their Church in ve/pech 
of both , Apoftatical ; to give them therefore a Toleration of 
Religion , or to confent that they may freely exercife their Re-

acarnal {word wasGods plague to a carnal people;and there- 
fore the ftroak is tobe more turned away, and God tobe

27.Ceafe my fon to hear the inftruttion that caufethteerre from 
the words of knoWwledge;and Chriftians fhould ceafe from thofe 
that preach errors,& not lead themfelves into temptation leaft 
God leave them, but rather every good Chriftian fhonld fay

Jatry, how fhe committed whoredom with the Egyptians, 

how the played the Harlot withthe Apyrians, becaufe un- - 

fatiable, and yet could not be fatisfied, how fhe moreover 

multiplied fornications in the Land of Canaan unto Caldea, 

and yet not fatisfied, ver. 26,23,29. And we feein Popety - 

there’s no.end of their Superftictions and Will-worfhips, of 

the number of their Saints, Images, Altars, Ceremonies ,¢*c.

of God,then ever himéelf, or any of his Churchisliketobe (the 
particular patlages which he hath ufed in Sermons, f will give the 
Reader wai all Reply) and fo Mafter Archer of Hauffed is fa- 
mous, or rather infamous for this, cam multi aliis, whom in my 
large reply I may addeto thefe; Asforthethird Reafon, ebe rm: 
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flopt againft printing fer want of a Licenfér, Ihave already refuted, 
and {hall {peak more to it in my next Reply: And for the fourth 
Reafon brought by Cretenfis, to apologize for not replying in 
18,months, ’cis both for matter and form all falfé, and a man would 
wonder that (vetewjzs fhould dare to write {0 (though indeed no- 
thing of this kindisa wonder in Cretenfis, )Cretenfis, how can you 
an{wer ito God, toyour Church, and ro all men,to write fiicha 
manifeft untruth? chat I took not much Icffe then eighteen months 
in making the Axtapalegy, when asthe Apologer, Narratéon(I am fure 
of it) came forth inthe month of December, and to my beft remem- 
brance cowards the latterend of it, and my Aneapologie was prin- 
ted and abroad ei.her the laft week of Fune following, or the firft 
of July, which at the fartheft wasnor full even months and is far 
from eighteen months: As for that infinuation of Cretenfis joyned 
totheeighteen months,, he advantage of liberty and freedame from 
other ingagements which Adafter Edwards bad above other men, ’tisa 
falfe one; for from that time I beganto anfwer Apologeticall Narra- 
zion till itcame forth, Inever had leffe liberty or freedom in my 
life, nor more bufinefles and engagements of {everall forts in refe- 
rence to the publike,preaching in that time of writing my Book 
very often, three times aweek conftantly, and many times foure, 
befides che tedious journies between Loudon and Godalming riding 
to preach there, together with all the difficulties and fears of many 
Alarums fromthe enemie, &c, in that time. But beforeI draw 
toa conclufion of this, I defire the Reader to obfrve what a proud 
arrogant fpeech this isof Cretenjisto extol himfelfand his party, 
with the contempt and (ornof the Presbyterians, If Independent 
Minifters had either the priviledge of eaft to preach 10 the bare walls 
and pewes in their meeting places: Now forthis in my large Re- 
ply I will acquaint the Reader what priviledges Independent Mi- 
nifters and Independent Saints have and take abovethe Presbyteri- 
ans, and what their priviledge of eafe and idleneffe is above the 
Presbyterians, as alfo fhow the true reafons why the world wan- 
ders after the Beaft, many of the Independents are fo flockt after 
before Presbyterians, as alfo by whata fort of people, and what - 
little caufe Creten/is and his Saints haveto glory and beat oF it, and 
when I have fpoken to that at large, I beleeve I fhall beout of Crea

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Only for prefentl fhall tell Creten/s thefe three things. 1. That 
there are Presbyterian Minifters who preach no moreto bare walls 
and pews then Cretenfis and the Independent Minifters, as M. AZar- 
fhall M. Whitaker, Matter Calamie, Mafter Sedgwick, cum mulia a~ 
liv, both in Cityand Country. 2. There are many Independenc 
Miniftets who have preached lately, and do fottill as muchto 
bare walls and pewes as any Presbyterians, witneffe Mr. Burton, 
Mafter Davi, Mafter Freake, Mafter Els, Mafter Furman, ec. 
3. Presbyterians do not ufé however Independents may (as Creten~ 
fis in his {peech implyes) to have ever the more priviledge of eafe 
by preaching toa fig rather thento many, by preaching to a hun- 
dred two or three, or preaching to a thoufand or two, forthey 
preach out of confcience and difcharge of duty todo good to the 
fouls of men, and not for applaufe to pleafea multitude, and there- 
fore tis all one to them whether there be fewer or more, one hun- 
dred or many; but this is expreffed according to the Indepen- 
dent humor, who have their Sermonsof feverall forts, thofé of 
greater pains and ftudy when their pewes and walls are full, and 
their Sermons of eafe when their pewes are empty, and their walls 
bare, Now to puta period to this 14 fe&ion,with an Animadverfi« 
on upon that paflage of Cretenfis in pag. 1 6.his comftant and flanding 
andconftant labours with thofe who havecommitted themfclves to bine 
in the Eord, Yaske of Cretenfis where he finds this ufed of a people 
to commit themlelves untothe Minifters; we are commandedta 
commit our way to the Lord, andto commit our fouls to him,and 
of God’tis oft uféd; but in what place is ic of people to Mini- 
fters, and then thofe who have committed themfelves to you; why’ 
did you not fay tothe Church rather? what is Cretenfis become 
the Church? andlaftly, why was it notas wellexprefled thus, 
theft to whom 1 have committed my {elf unto in the Lord? for I be-

upon two or three words placed artificially he thinks to come 
off, and falve his credic from being branded a lyar under his own 
hand, and that is from putting all he fayes upon chofe words a 
meeting concluded of; which words mecting, and (sch are feverall 
times uféd by him, (each of them fixe times a peece) and brought 
in at ever turn and corner to falve him, all the weight of his tefti- 
mony {till referring to the words mecting, and fich, fuch meeting, 
fuch 2 man,@c. which the Reader may eafily perceive : So that 
Matter Borowghs equivocation lies thus, he puts all the ftory up- 
on 2 meeting coucladed of, and {peaks of the whole ftory ftill as 
upon fuch 2 mecting. Now there being no {et meeting on purpofe 
for thofé Opinions, but the meeting where thefe Opinions were 
declared by Matter Greenbill an ordinary ufuall meeting, he there- 
upon in thofe lines given to Cretesfis, doth not only conceale what 
he knew, but denies che whole ftory all along, fuch a man, fach 
opinions, fach paflages, related, &c, carrying the matter fo as if 
the whole ftory had been falfe, becaufe one circumftance in the 
manner of the narration of it was miftaken, and this is his eva- 
fion framed with much art, and ftudied on purpofe to deceive 
the Reader. 

The fecond equivocation and evafion at which Mafter Boroughs 
thinks to come out at tofalve himflf, and yet impeach my ftory 
of falfhood is this, that be never kuew fuch a man a Nichols, nor 
ever was at any meeting with him, neither did be ever bear of bis 
rhame , or that there was fuch a man in the world; which things 
have been alledged for him by fome of his friends upon my af- 
firming the truth of the ftory, and fer # nig it; Now 
granting all this to be true (though fome part of it I much que-

niceting (which I fpeak of )where Mafter Boroughs was with Mafter 
Greenbill, do I fay Néchols was there, but rather the contrary, lay-

the whole together that ffory of Nichols, not a part‘

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major part)it cannot be affirmedal! is falfe, and then though in 
fome parts of it Mafter Burroughs may equivocate, yet in others 
hecannot; asforinftance, the firft part of the ftory wherein is 
laid down Nichols maintaining to Mafter Greewbils face thofe wic- 
ked opinions, is a part of the ftory of Nichols, and undoubtedly 
true, how then can that be faid to be fal(e? befides it precedes thole 
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words expreffed in Gangrenz, a meeting concluded of, upon which - 


Mafter Burroughs evades, and fo cannot be fal ved by having a refe- 
rence tothen, and: yet this is the firft and one great part of that 
ftory Mafter Edmards hath ofone Nichols; how then can Matter 
Burroughs words, viz, of affirmirg that ftory Mafter Edwards 
hath of one Nichols, to be fal, be in. any fenfe jultified co be 
true? again, how can Mafter Burroughs fay he never beard there was 
fich a man inthe world a Nichols, whenas it cannot be thought 
but that Mafter Greenbill named him to him at Colonel Zacha- 
ries houf?. and that Matter Burroughs fhould never hear of Nichols 
name, Mafter Greenbill, and Mafter Burronghs being {0 familiar, 
and Mafter Greeub:l relating to him the opinions, that Mafter 
Burronghs fhould never aske the mansname who held fuch vile 
opinions, nor Mafter Greenhill never {peak of his name, feems 
to me very ftrange; and if fo, how came Mafter Allen to hear and 
know that the opinions related to Mafter Burroughs , were one 
Nichols opinions, feeing Mafter Alen was not at the firlt meeting 
where Nichels was with Matter Greenbill, but only at chis fecond 
meeting where Mafter Burrowghs was? again, how can Mafter 
Burroughs give it under his hand, that be to thé day never knew of 
any of Nichols bi opinions, when as the opinions of Nichols laid 
down by mein the ftory of Néchols were told him by Mafter Greens 
bil, and Matter Burroughs thereupon.was.fo affe&e4,thatall thofe 
fpeeches fell fromhim, about thenecefliry of a.Government, and 
power inthe Magiftrate, and that over confcience, kc? Laftly,. for 
thofé two or three laft lines of Mafter Burroughs, namely Mafter 
Greenbils asking him whether he knew of. any fach meeting with 
that Nichols, this. being fpoken of in reference to the ftory of 
Nichols. fet down ‘by, me: in, Gangrena, that forhis part. he won- 
dred’ to: fee. fuch asthing-in my Book; for. he knew of no fuch 
meeting, how durft Makter Greenbill fay thus, and Mafter Barron bs 
giveit under his hand to.be printed to abufe the world thus ; oF 
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did not Mafter Greenhill know of a meeting with Nichols, which I 
{poke of in my Book in the former part of this Rory of Nichols where 
Nichols juttified to his facethe{e opinions, & which was the ground 
and occafion of all the difcourfe related by me in the fecond 
meeting? and yet Mr.Greenbils quettion to Mr. Burroughs, and his 
own anfwer to it here fet down by Cretenfis as from under Matter — 
Burroughs hand, are fo fet down that every Reader (who will — 
beleeve them) beleeves and takes it for granted, that Mafter Green- 
bill no more then Mafter Burroughs ever knew fuch aman as this 
Nichols, nor ever heard there was {uch a man in the world , till 
he read it in Matter Edwards his Book , nor ever knewof any 
meeting about him, or any of his opinions; and {0 we fee Gre 
tenfis (though an acute man) underftandsic fo, and vapors excee= 
dingly uponit. 

3. Ic may be demanded and asked what fhouldbethe caufe, 
and what may be the reafons why Mafter Burroughs and Mafter 
Greenhill fhould thus confpire together to give fucha teftimony 
in writing as this againft the ftory of Nichols, which cannot but 
with all ingenuous men prejudice them much, (the fallacie of ic 
being once made known) as being at the beft buta grofle equivo- 


' cation, anda ftudied peece to deceive the Reader, efpecially con- 


fidering that nothing I {peak of in that ftory of Nichols was to the 
prejudice and difparagement of Mr.Greenbill and Mr. Burroughs but 
much to their honour,as being at that time in {0 good a temper as 
to be fo affe&ted with the evill of Errours, and wicked opinions. 
Now of this I conceive thefé three Reafons. Firlt, Mafter 
Burroughs and Mafter Greenbsls earneft and eager defire of taking 
all advantages, and opportunities to blemifh me; and to 
render me a lyar to the world, which that they might do, con- 
ceiving they had taken me tripping ina miftake (though no ma- 
terial} one, nor nothing to their prejudice, and fo no er nor — 
calumnie, but making for their honour ) they profecute it ; and 
improve it fo farre, that to make fomething of it (poore men) 
their ill-will and hatred againft me blinding and befooling ¢ 
leads them into equivocations, mental refervations, and untre 
even to the wounding of their own reputations amongf all un 
prejudiced men. Secondly, a defigne thereby to blait my Book — 
among the people, to render it odious, to caufe the truth of all 
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matters of fa& in ic to be fufpected, and io to hinder the good in- 
tended by mein thar Book : Now Mafter Burroughs and Mafter 
Greenbili having a great name among many people , being ace 
counted for men of that way fomewhat moderate and among 
the beft of that party,they knowing that their teftimony, and that 
in the mouth of two witneffes (both being joyned together in the 
writing printed by Cretenfis) might wound my Book, and from 
thence many would take occafion to queftion all, therefore they 
catch at the leaft occafion to declare themfelves againft my Book. 
_ Thirdly, they do it to free themfelves from fufpition and jealou- 
' fie, which otherwife they might lie under from the other Seéta- 
ries, as if they were againft other Se&s and Opinions, and 
for a Toleration of no other Se& but their own, and were for the 
Government of the Church to be fetled in regard of thefé horrid 
Opinions and Herefies daily vented, and for the coercive power 
of the Magiftrate againft Sectaries, which thefe conferences upon 
occafion of Nichols Opinions feem to import, and might give 
fome jealoufie of, and therefore to cleere themfelves from thefe, 
andto ingratiate themfelves to che Se€taries, andthe Seétaries to 
them, to affure them they will ftand by them again{t the Presby- 
terians ; they greedily catch at the miltake of a circumftarce, 
and thereupon Mafter Burroughs gives a writing under his hand, 
fo couched and curioufly drawn up, as that all their fellow Seé&ta~ 
ries cannot bur take it asifthey denied the whole, and as if no 
fach words had ever been fpoken by them about Opinions, and 
the neceflity of Government_and power of the Magiftrate. The 
Independents ftriftly {0 called are a very few in comparifon of 
the Anabaptifts, Antinomians, Libertines, &c. a contemptible 
partyias of themfelves, Independénts in Armies, Country, Ciry, 
falling daily to Anabaptifme, 8c. and therefore Mafler Greenhill 
and Mafter Burroughs being afraid they might fuffer by this ftory, 
take this occafion to clear themf€lves by fending this writing to 
Cretenfis,. . . ; 

. 4. The Reader fronythis writing given under Mafter Burroughs 
hand to difprave one of my ftories, together with Cretenfir glori- 
ous vaporing inferences upon it may plainly fee what to judge 
of my ftories laid down in Gangrena, and of Cretenfir confutation, 
Keing Cretenfs fignall choifeft proo’, and that which among HS 
Maes oh ; the 
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the reft was the only teftimony that gave him fome credit in the 
world, proves fo weak and faulty,yea and at beft buta meer juggle 
and equivocation: what may the Reader think of Cretenfis An- 
fwers to other paffages of my Bouk? his teftimonies being either 


from perfons of nocredit and worth, Apprentife boyes, SeCtaries, 
and men in their own caufe, or perfons under bad report as Ce= 


fens, againft whom there have been many other complaints and 
depofitions for mifcarriages and mifdemeanors (as I am certainly

nifterknowes well, to bean honeft godly man: This man, viz. 
one Matter: A. living av R. in Eflex, a godly religions man, and 
ainold acquaintance of Matter Sidr. yaep/on, coming up to Lon- 
don, and meeting with MafterSymp/on, among other difcourfe, — 
asked him if hee might come to his Church, and whether the Sa- 
erament of the Lords Supper would be adminiftred the next 
Lords day,.and whether hee might come to it: Mafter Syzsp/on 
anfwered yes, hee. had-the Lords Supper, and hee might come ; 
whereupon this Mafter 4. went, and after Sermon ftayed with 
the reft of the company to partake in the Lords Supper, and

On New-yeers day, fan.1. 1645. a Surgeon bolonging to 
the Army preached at one Goodman Bolters of Bere, a Towne in 
the Weft, on Coloff.2. out of ver. 7. hee obferved, All the Saints 
dutie is to beleeve and be thankfull, (hee enlarged) “Where's the 
humiliations, repentings for finne which your godly Minifters 
(you fay) have taught you ? Out of ver. 14. hee obferved, The 
hand-writing of ordinances, the. ten precepts fair written by the 
finger of God, altogether taken away. On ver. 16. hee obferved, 
New Moons, Sabbaths, meats drinks, empty things ; ‘Sabbaths 
not to be obferved, fhadowes, and fince Chrifts coming taken a- 
way : hee faid, we had deceitfull Miniftery, Sacraments,Ordinan- 
ces, meats and drinks, though their learned godly Minifters had 
told them, that when they had confecrated them with their fan- 
Gtified garments on, they were holy, and were to be given onely 
to thofe to whom they pleafed, yet empty, and fhadowes too. 
Afterwards, being asked what hee meant by thefe meats and . 
drinks, whether the elements confecrated to be fignes and feales - 
to us in the Sacrament: He faid, hee knew no feal but the Spirit; 
and for thofe things, they were empty things, and of no effe@t, 
Ont of ver. 11, 12. That (there being thrée things in Baptifin, a

The fame perfon in private, in the houfe of a Reverend godly

Hee being urged with places out of rhe Old 
Teftament and fourth Commandement: Hee, and a Captain,and 
one Lieutenant J. affirmed, thofe belonged to the Jewes, not toe 
us.

There isone 4.a Shoomakernot farre off Tower-ftreet, who

the Parliament againfta Toleration of Independents, they are 
fo many in number, that the Affembly fhall be chaftifed as evill 
. Counfellers, difturbers of Church and State , no leffe then great . 
Strafford, or Jitrle Canterbury. In the cafe of Pax! Bef, 
whileft tis before the Houfe of Commons, and under debate, 
comes out a pamphlet cenfuring their proceedings againft him, 
as fearing what the fentence may be ; in aflerting the peat | 
ofan Hereticks repentance fo long as hee lives, and fuch as doe 
any wayes caufe him to die in herefie, as muchas inthem fies, doe 
effeQually damne him eternally: and confequently, that Pax/ 
Best, (what-ever his errour be at prefent) as-wellas Pasi the A- 
poftle,. once a Blafphemer,may one day become a Conyert, if he 
~ be not untimely fterved to death before-hand. And to give 
onely one particular inftance more: There is a Book lately 
come forth abont the fixth of os er iy abe a ge 
Tender (Confcience religionfly affetted , and. 
scants dete all the trdeiaced of Parliament id 
rence to the Directory, Ordination of Minifters, and: Churc 
Government , leaving out none but the laft Ordinance abour 
Commiffioners : wherein the Parliament and Alem 
unfufferably reviled and railed ac ; and particularly th 
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ment charged with fpeaking biafphemie, and being guiltic of pamph. — enti. 
many other crimes. co ealideatier 
Doe not the Synod (having two'horns like a Lamb, but a mouth like the Dragon) reach the Parliament to 
fpcak blafphemy agsinft thofe Saints thar dwell in heaven ? And {peakiag of the Preamble to one of their 
Ordinances, rein the Parliament acknowledges their ftrong engagements heartily and’ fincerely to endea- 
vour the compleat eftablifhment of Purity and Unity inthe Church ofGod (tor thei@ are the Parliam. worc's, 
not the Affemblies,) this book calls this Blafphemy , and faich of the Lords and Commons; For fhame leave 
fpeaking Blatphemy : Rem<mber lhe judgements upon the Whore for her Blafphemy. Where had the Lords 
and Commons this large Commilion to meddle in the affaits uf King Jefus fo tarre, as to determine to have a 
ccmpleat eftablifhment of Purity and Unity ? 

And laftly, The Se€taries are fo violent, and infufferably info- 
fent, that though they abufe perfons or things, or do the ftrangett 
actions either againft Lawes or Ordinances, if they be but que- 
ftioned by any in authority for thefe things, in ftead of confef- 
fing their offences, fubmitting, and carrying themfelves peaceably 
ad humbly, they will abufe and mifcall Authority to their faces, 
yea, fet out printed books againft them, reproaching and reviling 
them to the open world ; of which I might give many inftances,, 
asin the cafe of one Haves, committed lately by fome Juftices of 
Peace, upon two witnelfles teftifying words {poken by him dero- 
gatory to the fecond and third Perfons in the Trinity ;.a book 
was printed, wherein they are reviled and clamoured againft. So 
npon one Larwer's commitment, about a dangerous book entitu- 
hed, Londons laft warning, there isa book put forth: afperfing the 
Lord Maior of London, the Committee of Examination, and the 
Right Honourable the Houfe of Peers. And laftly, upon Lieu- 
renant Colonell Lidburnes commitment many pamphlets were ~~ 
printed, {peaking bitterly againft rhe Committee of Examinati- 
ons, and the Honourable Houfe of Commons ; as. Englands Birth- 
right, feverall printed Letters, &c. 

The Sectaries have lately put forth.two pamphlets with a 
pi@ure drawn and affixed ro them, greatly abufing all rhe Presby- 
terians: The firltis call d Dittated thoughts.upon the Presbyteri- 
ans late Petitions to the Parliament : the other is the book call'd.

W Hom (though unknown to me by fight) love and honor 
for your love to truth, and for your zeale againft the 
fpreading infe@tions Errours of thefe times, wherein we’ once ho- 
ped for better things.} wrote toMafter F.of fome difcoveries that 
were made to me by'fome reclaimed from Anabaptifme,concern- 
ing the workings of Satan toand in that way, being much affetted 
with the relations they firft gave me by word of mouth :T defired 
them to commit their experiences to paper while the remem= 


_brance of them was frefh with them, that they might be able 


hereafter as well as at prefent, to tell what the Lord had done 
for their fouls, in breaking fuch a dangerous fiare as Satan. 
with fo much art arid mp had laid for chem; This up- 
on perfwation they did, and at laft gave’ me im about two 
fheets.of paper clofe written, wherein they difcover not on- 
ly how the fnare was laid for them, and how they were 
firft caught and entangled with 4 liking of the’ noveley< ae. 
baptifme, but being caught; how they were cafried on 
the ftrongeft violence and impulfe of a that is i 
af 


they alfo difcover the fad effects and. mo 
 AsiPy apes: a 
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had spon their {pirits while they lay but under a liking and good 
opinion of it, and how it’ pleafed theLord to refcue and bring 
them of, before they wereactually engaged and duckt into that 
feducedfociety. Sir, all, cheferthings were®fo fully and largely 
expreffed in the manufcript I had:from:them, that others as well 
as my felf held them very fit to be publithed for the publike good; 
and fuppofing they fhould be, Iwas preparing fome confiderati- 
ons upon the paflagesto come forth with them. Since their com- 
ing of the Anabaptifts, chey have found their fpiritsin a much 
better frame then before, and out of pitie to others engaged in 
that way, have endeavoured to reclaim them. And now Sir, for 
my own part.I muft needs fay, it is much that I have fuffered from . 
Opinionifts of all forts in thefe times, and meerly becaufe I could 
not be falfe to my Covenant (nor I truft never fhall) by a finfull (- 
lence, when Herefie and Schifme do lift up themfelves againft 
truth andunity, I praife the Lord this happinefle I have, though 
the unkind dealing of thefe men hath fometimes occafioned much 
greif of heart, and weaknefle of bodyto me, yet they have not 
piri in the leaft wifero weaken my refolutions in contending 
for thetruth;yea the more the truth is oppofed, the more earneft- 
ly Ihope I hall contend for it, though it be cothe utter exhauft- 
ing of that {mall ftrength of body whichI have : I cannot facri- 
fice my felf in a better way. I know 'tis not neceflary that I fhould 
live, but neceflary tis that truth fhould live and be maintained to 
the utmoft of our power. Me thought it was fomewhat harfh 
to me at firft (till God accuftomed me to the yoak) to fuffer 
frowns, reproaches, imprecations,and all manner of hard {peech- 
es for the difcharging of my confcience, and that from thofe 
whofe profefled principle it is that all fhould have the liberty of 
their confciences: It feems they would take liberty, but will not 
giveit. If my confcience bids meto oppofe fome of their tenets 
and practices, and I can have no peace in my confcience without 
fo deing, how can they in reafon deny me this liberty by their own 
rinciple?

Iwithit may be quietertothe next Mini 
fter that fucceeds me, for God ispleafed bya clear providence, 
to open me away tofomeotherplace. » Sir, being lavely at Dor- 


chefter, the Town I heard was fomewhat difturbed the week be- 
foreby a wandring Seary, who had gathered'a company about 


him, and preached in the Shire Hall (as I'think they callit) chufing 


-that of the Apoftle for his text, But we have rhe mind of Chriff. 


Afterwards, throughtoo much pride, and too little Wit, the poor 
fellow was fo ill advifed asto challenge Mafter Bento a publike 


difpate (impar congreffus eAchilli) oftering to make good the 


dJawfulnefle of private mens ‘preaching, which challenge was ac- 
cepted, but how the opinionift was foiled by that worthy Minifter 
(htter to grapple with that punies Inftructors)was eafily perceived 
by all underftanding hearers. The godly people of thofe parts 
have been fo well catechifed' and grounded heretofore, that the 
opinionifts complain they canmake no work with-them, Cer- 
tainly the good old Englifh Puritan (which Matter Geere doth fo 
well characterize) is the Novellifts greateft enemie, or rather the 
Novellift his, - Alas, how fad is the deftiny of Orthodox Chrifti- 
ans, that no times will favour them? We have not yet loft the 
fenfe of what we fuffered heretofore by thofe wicked Prelats, 
whom God hath therefore caft out as an abominable Branch; and 
furely if all the Orthodox in the Land fhould bring intheir feve- 
rall. complaints of what they have faftered fince by turbulentOpini- 
onifts,it would fil the world with wonder,and the ReformedChur- 
ches abroad who cannot but {ympathize with us, with much heavi- 
nefle of {pirit in our behalf.

pinions: and among ‘the reft, there was one Sectarie who main - 
tained and affirmed that he was Jefus Chrift. “Atwwhich this young 
man was’ fo offended and troubled: inchis fpirits’that' hee (upon 
the place} and tovhis face) fpake much againft him for’ his: Bla 
phemie : this fellow ftill maintained. ic ftifly, and told thisyoung 
man hee would poure out his judgements on him, and damne him. 
for. oppofing and fpeakmg thus againfthim. This young man 
was fo aftected with it, that when hee came home hee told it his 
Father and other friends: and being asked by fome, whether hee 
“xhought the man was imhis wits’or no, ‘this young man replyed, 
Yes fure, for he fpake fenfibly, and to the things that were fpoken

ted to be) and fpake openly againft what I had'preached, that I 
had not rightly given the fenfe of that parable of the cares, and 
that I, was a falfe Prophet; or Bemare of falfe Prophers.

let Independents: and! Setaries give any one inftance that the 
Presbyterians, when they have come to hear them preach, (though 
they hate preached their erroneous opinions, and for fibertic of 
confcience, and againft Presbyterians, and allthis in’ the Presby- 
terians Pulpits and. Churches) that ever the Presbyterians have 
ftood up and made difturbance in che publick Aflemblies, or 
carried themfelves uncivilly and fcoffingly in Sermon time to- 
wards them.

There is one Gorton, who was a great Sedtarie in New-Ene- 
land, holding many defperate opinions there ; a copie of wihich, 
given by Mr. williams of New-England (that writ the Book cal'd ° 
The bloudy Tenet) unto a Reverend Minifter now at London, 1 . 
have feen and pernfed. Now this Gorton with others being bani- 
fhed out of the Patent of the Bay, and when they were gone, 
holding and venting ftrange and horrid opinions, whereby they 
highly difhonoured God, and did hurt and mifchiefe to fome of 
the people in the Patent, and. under the New-England Govern- 
ment ; the Governour and Magiftrates fent a company by force 
of arms (though they wereina place, as’tis thought, out of their 
Plantationand Patent) to bring them to Bofton; who accor- 
dingly, being too {trong for Gorton and his company , broughe 
them to Bofton: and.when the Governours had them in their 
hands, the Court fate upon. them what to doe with them pan 
there were fome motions and confultations (as.I yth 
nifters have been informed by-fome that are come from New-En- 
gland). about pucting them to death, or what other punifhments 
' to 
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to beinflittedhon them for their blafphemous opinions. But how 
Gorton efcaped,whiether becaufe the place they fetched him and the 
reft from was not in theirPatent,or what other reafon,I know not; 
onely this I am affured of from divers hands,that Gortox is here in 
London, and hath been for the fpace of fome moneths ; and I am... 
told alfo, that hee vents his opinions, and exercifes in fome of - 
the meetings of the Sedtaries,vas that hee hath exercifed lately 
at Lams Charch, and is very great at one Sifter Stags, exercifing 
there too fometimes. 

There is one Poha Durance.an Independent, whom I (mention- 
eda little before) who preaches a Leéture onthe week day at 
Sandwich in Kent, and hath a Le@ure at Canterbury too, and 
would fave had a Le@ture alfo at Dover for the farther fpread- 
ing of Independency ;but by the godly Minifters of Dover oppo- 
fing it, and writing up to London againft him, fuch means were 
ufed,as he was put by,and kept from coming thither: Now among 
many other of his pranks, the Reader may take notice of thefe ; 
He hath at Sandwich in the Church publickly prayed to God two A godly Miniter

orthree feverall times, that the King might be’ brought up in Yro ters eit 

chainsto the Parliament: upon which prayer one of tivo of Sand- and (0 witl many 
wich went to Mafter Derance, to know what his meaning was ;-°" wip pestd 

. inthat prayermpon putting the queftion,Mc.Symonds,an Indepen- 

dent Minifter in the fame Towne, and his great friend,(but more 

politick ) being with him, anfwered,. Mr. Durance meaning was 

that the King might be brought in chains of gold ;: whereupon 

Mafter Durance replyed, that was none of hismeaning ; but hee 

meant, hee might be brought in chains of iron.. In a Sermon one 

time this Durance told the people hee was forry hee had fpene fo 

much time, or loft fo much time in reading or turning over the 

Fathers: and yet hee faid hee honoured the Fathers as muchas 

anyman, This man after his preaching at Canterbury, hath the 

ufe of a great room neer the Cathedrall, where many refort to 

him ; and hee takes occafion to build them up in Independency. 

Not long fince Mr. Durance, on his Lecture-day, jut before the 

laft day of publick Thankfgiving in the Countrey, preaching in 

one of the Churches in Sandwich, told the people hee would fi- 

 nifh the Text he was then preaching upon on the Thankfgiving 

day, and that in the afternoon, ina private oo a canal

he had done, Mr. Sherwood,a godly Minifter in-whofe*Church he 
preached, turned himfelf to the Congregation, faying, Mafter Dus 
rance, you fhall not-need to dofo, ‘you fhall-have the liberty of 
my Pulpit, I here offer it you; and if you may have liberty ofthe 


gepublick Church, I hope you will not goe into corners. Whereun- 


“to Mr. Durance publickly replyed, hee would not preach in ‘the 
Church, but was refolved of his way ; and accordingly inthe after- 
noon, when the people went to the publick exercifes to Church, 
Mafter Durance went to a private houfe, and two or three 
hundred people after him to heare him preach in private. 

I have many other remarkable ftories and paflages of the 
Sectaries proved by witnefles,by Letters under their hands,and the 
notorietie of the things themfelves , of their horrible unclean- 
nefles, forfaking their husbands and wives, fearfull defraudings; 
and feeking by defperate wayes to. cozen and deceive; as alfo of 
their ftrange conceits, That there is a prophet arifen, who is 
fhut up fora time, but at the end of this Summer is tocome forth 
with power to preach the generall Reftauration of all things; 
which prophet hath given a roll forth already: into fome hands;

which they committed; and have vented and fpread fo many xem, ta ited

Ence then from all that I have laid down of the Setaries of 
our times, of theirerrours, herefies, blafphemies, ftrange 
practices, and their wayes of managing them, wee may learn what 
is like to become of them and their way, and what their end 
‘will be; namely , confufion, defolation, and being brought 
to nought fuddenly as in a moment, and if ever God {pake by 
mee, I am confident hee will curfe this faGion of Seétaries in

4+ The great plotting of the Sectaries, laying their counfels 
deep, contriving and working continually night and day by all 
kind of wayesand means, and all kind of inftruments to’ effe& 
their work, and to carry on their way ; I donot think this many 
hundred yeers there hath been a more cunning, plotting, under- 
mining generation in the Church of God then our Settaries, or 
more plots and devices of all forts on foot, more ironsin the 
fire within fo few yeers, as hath been, and is among them:ther’s 
nothing they do but they have a defigne’ in ic ebay eae 
many plots at once to effect it, they have plot upon plor, and Jay 
fnare upon f{nare:Machiavell andthe Jefaits are but punies and 
frefh men to them: I am confident they had fo laid their plots, cut

30.1, 2. and indeed God 
is fuch an enemy to plots, devices, tricks, that he will croffe and 
difappoint his own children in their workings, devifings, and con- 
trivances even for good, when they are too plotting, anxious, or 
delight and pleafe themfelves too much in them ; and this he does 
often, left they fhould attribute the events of things to their coun- 
fell, care, &c. and that the work may appear to be of himfelf, and 
noctof men, that God may be known to be Dems aGfivus & non 
pafivws,as Luther expretles ic upona like occafion, and that God 
does not ufetocall ALsrtin Luther or any of his Saints to be his

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“The 
leéve that feven'or eight yeers agoe Independency and the Church 
way had fomewhat' of Religion and confcience in it’, many then 
falling to it ‘much upon thofe grounds (though even then there 
wereother eridsimit alfé, asI-have fhowen in my Anta ologie.) 
But now fince the time of troubles and differences ibetwixt King 
and Parliament, thefe four yeers laft paft, wherein men have feen 
fome probabilitie and poffibility, in thefe times of warre and un- 
fettlement of things, to bring about and effect rhofe. things they 
could not hope for before, it hath been-and is matter of faétion, 
particufar-aims and ends, and hot of confciencé and pieti¢s ras'all 
wife men may fee, and is apparent by thefe particulars:) 
Firft, “tis not carried on as a way of God; as a matter of 
Religion and.Confcience, in Gods way, and wich Gods‘means’; 
but carried on-altogether with policie, art, plots;tricks; equivo~ 
cations, -mentall refervations, lies, falfenefle, doing any thin 
though never fo unjuft and unrighteous, if it will further and ad- 
vatitage that way,and hinder its oppofite, Presbytery,viz. and the 
fettlement of the Church ; yea, declining and forfaking the pro- 
feft principles of that way, and going contrary thereunto , in 
razing the very foundations ‘of :Independency and the Church 
ways | 
Secondly, There are multitudes of ipo: in all places who 
doe not f much as know or underftand any of the principles of 
Independency and-the'Church way ; yea, that hate moft of thofe 
principles if they were tied to live according ‘to them, that yet 
are great’ fticklers for Independency and the Se@taries; yea, are 
the heads'and patrons of it in all places, and upon all oceafions ; 
and this is obferved-by many wife men, chat take thofe who now 
are friends for it, and {tand for it upon all occafions, among them 
all there is not one in cen that confcientioufly ‘and inthis judge- 
ment holds that way'to be of God, or is an Independent, which 
eleerly fhows ’tis a Faction. ag gi eperyen | 
Thirdly, All other erroursand opinions, Seétaries ofiallforts 
(as well as Independents) are incouraged; nourifhed, favoured; 
and:the worft of them though being fo abominable: ’tis not a! 
policie to appear.for them ;: yet one way or othei 
notion or other,are pleaded for, dealt gently with, 
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and put off, or brought off by one means or other, and are freely 
fuffered to grow and increafe, and no way taken to fuppreffe or 
difcourage them,whichcleerly thowes Independency isa Fa@tion, 
‘and hath other defigns thet thar of Confcience, in furthering the 
growth ofall forts of SeGaries, holding renets. againft their prin- 
ciples as well as ours,by Licenfing their Books, &c. and upon all 
occafions, fhelters and prorc &s all forts of them. 

Fourthly, that Independencie isa Fa&tion, andnot matter of 
Confcienve, appears becaufe all thefe following forts and rancks 
of men come in unto it, , Needy, broken decaied men,who know not 

' how colive,and hope to get fomthing,turn Independents and ftick- 
Jers for it. 2. Guilty,fafpicicus and obnoxious men who have been 
or are inthe lurch,and in fear & danger of being queftione ‘,or have 
bin queftioned, they turn Independents to efcape queftioning, or if 
queftioned,that fo they may come off the better, Independencie be- 
ing a Sinuary and the horns of the Altar whcre many obnoxious 
perfdns flye and are fafe;and many of thefé guilty p:rfons chatthey 
niay merit the more, prove fiercer Independents and Seétaries then 
many othets.3. Some who have bufinefles,caufes, and matters de- 
pending, firike in with the Irdepend.Se€taries, pleading for them, 

~that fothey may find Friends, be fooner difparchr, fare better in 
their caufes, &c. 4. Ambitious, proud, coverous men, who 
have a mindto offices, places of profit, about the Army, Excife, 
&c, turn about to the Independents, and are great zealots for 
them. 5, Libertines and loofe perfons who have a defire to live in 
pleafures and enjoy their lufts, and tobe under no Governmenr, 
they ar: fierce andearneft for Independents, and againft Presby- 
tery, 6. All wanton-witted, unftable, erroneous fpitits of all 
forts, all Hereticks and S:&taries ftrikein with Independency, and 
plead they are Independents. 7. Such who have no mind to peace; 
nor to the rrlement of things, either out of hope whilft things 
remain unferled, si and former times may come in again, of 
that loveto fih in troubled warers, or are afraid to lofe offices and 
places that may fall with the ending of thefe troubles, thefe per- 
fons ftrike in with Independents,and fide with them. 8. Many whd 
in our Churches are diftontented at the faithful! preaching of 
their Minifters clofe ro their con{ciences, at heir Admonitions and 
‘Sufpenfions from the Sacrament, eer loofe, {candalotts, or be- 
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caufe of fome difference upon their Tyths, or fuch like,forfake our 
Affemblies, and betake themfelves to, Independents and Se&aries, 
af which I could give divers iaftances; all which fhowes -the 
Church way and Independencie to bz nothing ele but.a Faction > 
Now Fagtions and Parties in Kingdomes and, Gonmon-wealths, 
though they may prevail ta.a greac height, and grow for a time, 
efpecially in troublous unfctled Scates in the Springs and Falls of 
Kingdoms and Commion-wealths; yet when they come to bedif- 
covered, laid open,and coms to {ome head and ripenefie,they ufe ra 
fall, and be caftout; If we.confule with the Scriptures, or with 
the Hiftories and Chronicles of Kingdoms, asthe French and En- 
glith, &e, we fhall find the ftrongeft, powerfuleft Fa&tions and 
Parties both inC hurches,and Scates,who haye had divided interefts 


from the Publick,have come down and: miferably perifhed ; and 


we may fee this fully made good in.the Anabaptifis.of Germany, the 
Arminian Fa&tion in the Netherlands, and our late Prelaticall 
Fattion, who though they were all grown fobigh as they haz- 
arded the ruine of che Countries and, Common-wea'ths wherein 
they arofe,yet they all fell and.were brought duwn,and fofhall ic 
be with chis Seétarian Faction, can, they think, chac either God, 
or thefe Kingdoms will fuffer thee men long, or that the people 
willbe alwayes bewitched with them? no, the eyes of men will be 
open,and they will be difcovered, every day more and m. re, and

common people? whereas (as many wife men would often fay 
and’ conmifort¢d themflves in the work of thofe times) if the Bi- 
fhops and that party had ‘dealt but wich’a part at oncé,one King- 
domeonly as England, or the Church alone, or Common-wealth 
alone, letting the other Kingdom be quiet tu enjoy theinlaws, and 
fuffering men to enjoy Religion & their Minifters,though théy had

the lives of many by dipping weakly and antient perfons in rivers in 
cold feafons. and in the deftroying of fo many fouls by Errours and 
Herefies and drawing them from their faithful Paftors,cheir horri- 
ble uncleanneffes and lufts, their fearfull defpifing and mocking of 
all Gods faithfull Minifters and Ordinances, their oppreffions, in- — 
juftice, and unrighteous dealings. with many they have had to do 
with and where they have any power, their bafe felf&feekings, 
fecking their own things, their honour, profit, advancement of 
their Fa¢tion under pretences of felf-deniall, and the publike 
good; their holding of damnable Herefies and all kind of abomi- 
nable Errours, their horrid blafphemies againft God, Chrift, the 
Scriptures and all his Ordinances, their Machtavillian ae 
Jefuiticall equivocations, falfenefle and treacheroufnefle, their un- 
derminings and Jaying {nares for men, their countenancing ftand- 
ing for the unworthielt vileft of men,fo they willbe for their faci- 
on, their juftifying and pleading for a Toleration of all religions & 
confciences,even to blafphemies againft God & his Word, their in- 
venting of lies and raifing fcandals upon the worthieft and inno- 
centeft men,as Minifters and others to. blaft chem with the people,. 
their profanenefle and loofenefle of life in. making nothing of the 
Lords day, dayes of Faft and Thankfgiving, nor of holy duties, as 
praying, &c. their carnall confidence and trufting in arms of flefh,. 
their uling of wicked and unjuft wayes.and means to compaffe 
their ends, not {tanding upon any, rules, or kesh to any prin- 
ciples, fo it may advantage them, violating bonds of freindthip, 
going againft the lawes.of Nations, joyining with the wo 

of men againft good men, labouring to fow divifions among bre- 
thren, raiing evill reports, fomenting jealoufies, and uf ing all. 
wayes in their power to ingage the two Nations in a. warre on 
againft the other, not caring to hazzard the ruine of all forthe 
apholding of their fation...Many of the Seétaries haye forfeited 


all principles of ingenuity and confcience, and will ng 
on any thing that. may probably doe their work for them : 


Shall recovers, ule the Divels means, as lying, breach of iE

SS%) LthoughT may venture upon the teftimony of 
the confciences of thofe who know me, to 
vindicate me from M. Edwards his foule 
afperfions; yet hearing there are fome whofe 
{pirits are as dryed tinder to his fire, (if men 
were willing to be undeceived, and not to 
runne away with foolifh conceits.)I thought 
it might not beamiffe to fpend an houre or two upon this vaine 
man. Auguftine fayes,T hofe are not to be hearkned to, who having 
fujpition raifed of them which they know themfelves to be free of, 
foall fay, their confcience in the prefence of God us enough for them, 
and for the effeeme of men doe not enely imprudently contemne, but 
in it are cruel: Thatis, ashe after expreffts himfelfe againft 
others which are hindred in the good they might get by them, 
becaufethe fufpition raifed isnot removed : For, fayeshe, 4 good 
life is nece(fary for our felves, but a good fame for others. You 
dee well to your felfe in being carefull of your life, but you are mer- 
sifullto others in being carefull of your name, Wherefore though 
mine owneconfcience is enough to fatisfie my felfe againft what 
ever M. Edwards hath written orfaid, yetin mercy toothers, and 
that I may not be wanting to my duty in removing any {tumbling 
block that might hinder the work of my Miniftery, whichI was 
moved unto by a Letter fent to me from a good and worthy 
friend, I fhallnow doe that which I had thought I fhould ne- 
ver have brought my heart unto, viz. to {pend time in the vin- 
dication of my felfe. Might the hurt goe no farther then my felfe, 
“if 1 did notdoe it, the meaneft imployment in the world fhould 
rathertake up my time thenthis, but fomething mult be done, 
By A 2 a pare ohn 
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john was of a molt loving, fweet, and gentle temper, yet having 
to deale witha man of an.evill fpirit , he {peaks contemptuonfly 
of him, / will remember (faies he ) his deeds, onvapar ¥ as nagous arovnests, 
prating againft us with malicious words. Such a naughty fpirit 
appeares in this man ; fobeit hecan get filth to caft upon men, 
he cares not out of what kennel he rakes it; asit ishard to med- 
dle with him, to anfwer him according to his folly without ex- 
preffions again{t him, grievous to a {pirit that hath any fweetneffa 
of love,or meekneffe in it; had Ito deale with him alone,I fhould 
oncly anfwer him in the words of the Angel, Jude 9. The Lord 
rebuke thee, Yetthe manis very impatient that he hath ne An- 
{wer, he concludes, and would have others todoe fotoo, that all 
he fayes istruth, becaufe there comes forth no Anfwerto it. Itis 
a miferable thing that we muft beat the mercy of every one, who 
hath a mind to accule andrayle, fo.asto be bound to take off our 
felvcs from whatfoever imployments God hath fet us about, toat- 
tend the an{wering of whatfoever he fayes or writes ; I hope I 
fhall give Goda better account of my time then fo. Whatfoever 
M. Edwards hath written or faid concerning me, I blefle God I 
can with comfort {pread it before bim, and intreat him to judge 
betwecne us. . 

He thinkeShe hath done God and his Bretheren good fervice, 
but I am very confident,and I am not alone in this my confidence, 
that Bithop ren was not more mifchievous to the Prelacy,then 
he hath beene to the Presbytery; I doubt whether there ever was 
any inthe Chriftian world who was looked uponasa man pro- 
fefling godlinefle in that height that he hith beene, that ever ma- 
nifefted fo much boldneflz and malice againft fuchas himfelfesc- 
Knowledges to be godly, as he hath done ; Were there nothing but 
the Presbyteriall opinion that made the difference betweene him 
and me, fhould nor abate my eltceme of his godlinefle in the 
Jeaft, for I beleve thrre areas godly Presbyteriansas Indepen- 
dents, Butthar fiery rage, that implacable irrationall violence 
- of his, makes me ftand and wonder at him,not fo much for recor- 
ding {tories that he hears, but that hearing fuch vile reproachfull 
things again{t fuch as he ownes tobe godly,and: the perfons thus 
reproched living neare him inthe City, who it may. be might fa- 
tisfy him in the falfnefle of the reports, fo as.to keepe him from 
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publifhiig ther, yea when fome ofthem hearing what he was 

about , have fentto him to tellhim that if he would Confer with 

them they wovld fatisfy him about particulars they would clear- 
ly convince him, that fuch men were traduced, and himfelfe z- 

bufed in fuch reports, yet that he fhould refufe to confer with 

them, faying he had teftimony enough, and fo falla laying on, take 

off who will or can, herein following that wicked Jefuiticall 
‘Maxime, Fortiter calumniare, aliquid herebit, Calumniateluftily, 

boldly, no matter whether it be truc or falfe, (omthing will ftick. 

Ibeleeve this example can bardly be paralleldin any age. How is 

it poffible that he fhouldever right thefehe has wronged, if he 

faies he will recant if he can be convinced wherein any is wrong- 
ed? That will not doe it, for how is he fure that his recantation 

fhallcome tothe knowledge of all, to whom his calumniation 
hath come ? is this enough for mens names fo traduced by him, 
for him afterwards to fay, was told fo, was mifinformed ? I 
befeech Godtotouch his heart, and the hearts of {uch as have any 

way enccuraged him in fucha foule worke. 

There is an odicus difeafein nature, cafting up the excrementi- 
tious filthinefle at the mouth, which is no lefle noyfome then dan- 
gerous, therefore the Phyfitians.call it Adiferere met Dens. Thus 
exulcerate minds affected with the like malady in morality, be- 
ing furcharged with fuperfluity of choler and malice, and not able 
tocontaine, break forth into diftemper of words,and poure it out 
jn unfavoury language ; fuch we muft leave to a Aiferere met. 
But is M. Edwards fick of this difeafe ? Doth not he profeffe, his 
zeale for God, his dependance upon God for affiftance very 
often? 

- Anf. Ycshe doth, but I feare he takes Gods name much.in vain 
in fo doing ; fet afide the difference of his judgement, I cannot 
beleeve that God will ever owne that way he takes ; and whe- 
ther ke hath that filthy diftafe mentioned, if you can cndure to 
look upon the loathfome ftuffe that comes from him, you may 
eafily judge ; if L fhouldrelate much of it, it would be nanfeous. 
I will give youone inftance. In the firlt page of his Preface to 
the firlt part of his Gangrana, he {peaks of Printed pamphlets, 
where he fayes he was reproached, but he was not willing to be 
provoked, or to trouble himiglta « the barking of every dog ;

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and for this he quotes in his margin M.Woodwardjand M. Burton. 
What is M. Burton become a dog now, and M. Woeedward, who is 
aknowne ancient gedly man, a Schoolmafter, yet tor ought I 
know noIndependent, is he a dog in M. Edwards his mouth and 
pen? If M, Edwards and his party rife in their {pirits according 
to this proportion, how can we live neere them ? what already 
got fo above M. Woodwardand M. Burton, even whilft they are 
but in the fhell, and feé power but hopefully to comeinto their 
hands, thatthey can leokeupon them as dogs beneath them ? I 
fpeak of M. Edwards and his party, becaufe he fayes fo many 
have given him thanks for his Book. . 

In his laft bookeI finde him exceedingly fretting and vexing 
atateftimony Mafter Joh» Goodwin had under my hand agaiuft 
the truth ofa ftory in his Grangrasa, which he fayes is full of 
Jefuiticall equivocation. Yea further,no equivoeation can free 
itfroma lye. Bona verba. After matter Edwards hath done 
fretting and chafing, after his fit is over, notwith{tandingall he 
hath faid, that teltimony is, and muft ftand true, and will be 
found in the plainneffe of it to bea witnefle againft him : what | 
beyond equivocation ? no leffe then a flat lye. This is the firft time 
that ever any man gave methe lye. But I pray Mafter Edwards 
how doe you know it is a lye? How ? Mafter Aden (he 
miftakes the mans name, the manhe meansis Mafter Ade) an 
honeft underftanding man hefaics told him fo, and after juftifyed 
it in Mafter Be/éamies’ {hop inthe prefence of many ; This is 
the onely witnefle Matter Edwards hath againft me: as for Malter 
Randal whom he mentions, he fpeaks onely of Nicols his being 
with M, Greenhil atanothertime, not of that meeting I te- 
ftifie againft, nor any thing abont my knowledge ofhim, nor 
any thing that Mafter Greenhill denyes. Howfoever then it is 
but ones I, and ones No: and yethow many have drunk in 
this report asdirty and foule as it is? furely there is a fpirit in 
men that makes them very thirlty after Calumnies and re 
ches. But what if this oncly witnefle M. Edwards hath to prove

Ihave by: me the paper where this is written with his owne 
hand; and this M.Aée, M. Edwards his onely witnefle, in the 
prefence of many under his hand, witncfksthathe thinks my te- 
ftimony true, in reference tothe whole Ishad writtento M. John 
Goodwin. By what witnefle then can M. Edwards prove alye? 
Something hath caufed M.Ade finceto mince the matter, and to 
make arclation of fome things that incither Inor M. Greenhid 
ownes, but at.thattime whenhe gave my jultification under 
hishandyhe wasurged.againe and againe inthe pr fence of many 
todeclare whetherhe could fay any thing againtt the truth of any 
patticularinmy tcftimonry, and he profefied he-could:not. Surely 
ifhe.could not, how could M. Eawards who had all he hadfrom 
him?

heard 100. times of this opinion. M.Greenhil {peakes of Blafphe- 
mous opinions and names this,does it tollow therfore that he told 
meof Nicols his opinions? I appealto 100. Divinesin London, 
haveye ever heard of Néco/s in Moore-fields and his damnable

I meet occafionally with M. Greenhil; among many things in 
difcourfe he expreffes his great griefe at the horrid blafphemies 
there are abroad ; upon which I expreffe likewife my fenfe of fach 
things ; and this is all M. 4Jetells him : therefore I blame not the 
man fo much as I blame M. Edwards for moulding reports as he 
pleafeth, foas ifhe hath buta piece of abufinefle, he can make it 
up a whole bufineffe as he thinks fit. 
© After this pafled between M. Greenhil and I, 1 findin 2 Booke 
M. Edwards relating a ftory of one Nicels in Moore-fields, hold- 
ing damnable opinions, a man I never had heard of in my life, 
and that upon occafion of him,a meeting was concluded of ,where 
he fayesI was; which meeting I never had heard of , and it was 
ftrange to meto find my felfe fet downe in print, to be at fuch a 
meeting, {peaking fuch things, when I never heard of the man, 
nor of any meeting about him, nor of any of his opinions. 

But did I never fay thofe words upon no other occafion menti- 
oned in M. Edwards his Book ? 

Anf; Tf you fhould aske me whether I have not faid words to 
that purpofe twenty and twenty times, I could not deny it; but 
what is that to this bufinefle?

But you know the man, and the manner of his communication. 
Page 94. of thefecond part of his Gangrena, he enquires what 
the reafons might be that 42. Barroughes and A4. Greenbil fhould 
confpire together to give fuch a teftimony in writing. But 
‘whence doth it appeare that AZ. Greenhill gave this teftimony in 
writing? his hand is not to it. How doth it appeare that hee 
con(pired it fhould be given in writing? maay not I relate what 
he faid, and yet he not con{pire to give itin writing ? That wri- 
ting I take wholly upon my felfe. He gives three reafons why

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would not be afraid to owne his being againft fuch horrid opini- 
ensas much as mafter Edwards his relation from mater Ade

He falls foulely upon me in page 92. of the firft part of his 

Gangrana, asa double minded man; of-all the Apologifts he 
fayes I fometimes feeme to come neere, and then I fly off 
againe. 

SAwh I doe profefle my endeavours have been what! could to 
come necre my brethren whom I honour , and I account itan af- 
fliGtion to me that the diftanceis fo great,¥ have laboured to make 
it as little as may be, Ihave fhewne my felfe willing to goe to 
the uttermoft line, yea pun lum I have feene trath in; and this I 
have obferved in fome, they have been angry when they have feen 
their brethren come necre them, becaufe then they could not get 
fo full a blow at themas when they were ata farther diftance. 

No, you will fay, we are not angry that you come fo neere, 
but that you goe back againe from what you feemed to come 
neere ip. 

Anf. Ifany man living can fhew in any one thing wherein 
I have gore back from what I appeared to be neare, either in 
any thing I have done in the Affmbly, in preaching, or confe- 
rence, I will falldowneat hisfeet, and beare my fhame: I one- 
ly except M. Edwards from being my Judge : The accufations or 
condemnations of afhameleffe man fhall never make me atha- 
med. Uponthe moft diligent fearch I could make into my con- 
fcier-ce, 1 doe not know that in any particle wherein I have come 
neare my bretheren of the Presbyteriall judgment in the Affem- 
bly or otherwife , that ever I ftarted back in the leaft; yea let 
any bring forth what ever I have faid in the Aflembly, either 
formerly or lately, what cver I have delivered in preaching, 
printing, or conferring, wherein they thinke I came neareft my 


‘Brethren, I hereby profefle that I am {till the fame,and that I will 


upon any occafion publifh my felfe tobethe fame. Indeed of all 
the Apologifts, Providence put me upon that work of handling 
the point of Heart-Divifiens, and I blefle God I did it in the 
uprightneffe of my heart. In that argument I was put upon fhew- 
ing how neare men called Independents came to thofe of the 


Presbyterian os aaaaie I declared my {elfe freely. Now

sare Nis wo 
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let not M. Edwards be angry with me for going along with him 
two miles, becaufe I cannot goe three; and becaufe he thinks 
if Iyeeld thus farre, I cannot but contradic the whole canfe,ex- 
cept I will contradict my former affertions: Let him not be 
difpleafed with me, though I be not of his mind; his bluftring 
fp rit may make my {peeches or lines feeme to lye croffe, but let a 
meek, quiet {pirited man look on them, and they will lye right 
enough, as they have done to many Presbyteriall Brethren: 
Although nothing under heaven would more rejoyce me then 
to help to find outany expedient whereby I might agree with 
my Brethren who are for the Clafficall and Provinciall Presbyte- 
ries, yet I mult needs profeffe that all that I have hitherto heard 
in the Affembly or elfewhere, after (I hope) fincere labouring 
with my heart and with God, that J might know his truth, hath 
not fhaken nor caufed any Scruple in thefe Principles my con-= 
{cience hath beene engaged in, again the extending that ruling 
power of Paftors and Teachers our Brethren challenge beyond 
their charge of feeding by the Word and Sacraments. 

' AndthoughI bein Mr.Edwards his thoughts the wort of all 
the Apologilts when I am againft him, which I dare not gainefay, 
yet when I doe anything that pleafes him, then he calls mea 
_ chiefe man among the diflenting Brethren, as pag.212. of his {e- 
cond part of his Gangrena, where he cites my {peech lately prine 
ted, made in Guildhall for the Scots. By which{peech, Mr. Ed- 
wards and all men may fee, that difference in judgement hinders 
not me from giving that honour to men that God would have 
giventhem, neither takes it off my heart fromthem. But am I 

of the fame minde ftill e 
Anf. Whatfoever change there may be, yet the difference of 
our judgemcnts in point of Presbytery makes not the change , for 
Ithen apprehended them at as great a diftance from mein that, 
asnow I doe. But ftill I doe, and cannot butas long as I live ho- 
nour them, and blefleGod forthem, as the great inftruments of 
the firft turne of the ftreameof oppreffion and Tyrapnie; what- 
ever becomes of me, I have learned to hononr thofe whom God 
honours: Let me have the fame principlesthat then I bre =

which in me are not changed ; I could make fuch another 
| forthem, ie , 
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- What fhould I follow this vaine man in any farther particulars? 
both in hislaft, and in his former books, he ventsa very angry 
fpirit againft me, though never provoked by me, which I have of- 
ten wondered at ; why man! what is the matter? what have I 
done ? what comes it to more then the old non-conformifts not 
communicating with the Churches here, becanfe they could not 
joyne in kneeling ? their feruple lay in one thing, mine in another. 
But though many of our Brethrenthought, and I beleeve {till doe 
thinke they were in an error, yet their {pirits were calme and 
quiet towards them, What isit thatraifes the wind again{t me 
and others, (fuppofe we be in an error) except it be the hope 
that thefe men have of having power in their owne hands, 
which formerly they had not ? I have hitherto abftained 
from that which is moft provoking. What have I then 
done that thus angers the man? He is difpleafed that I 
preach fo much, that I have fo many LeCtures. I will not tell 
of the Livings, preferments, Sequeftrations, Lectures, that thofe 
of the Presbyteriall judgement have, What would he have mee 
lay downea Lecture, and gather a Church? This would anger 
him more. Though I fought none of thofe I have, yet J was not 
unwilling to yeeldtoGods cell in the defires of the people,ope- 
ning fuch a doare of fervice, though the continuance of the great- 
nefic of the work was like tobe beyond my ftrength, becaufe (to 
{peak plainly) J {aw fuchafpirit working, that I feared the door 
for my preaching would erelong be fhut, this made me to caft 
my felfe upon God for {trength to doe-as much work as poffibly 
I could in the time when opportunity was continued; and Z 
could tell fad ftories that would make others think as J did. 
He is troubled at the MeanesI have, though it be much k fle then 
he mentions, and as at great an uncertainty as may be; if men be 
taxed for any thing more then they like, they know where to re- 
lieve themfelves in withdrawing from {uch contributions ; ifany 
weaknefle of body hinders the continuance in the greatnefle of the 
labour, the meanes prefently ceafes ; yet I have no reifon to 
complaine. But this I fay, ifever I grow rich by commings in 
tor preaching, let me lye undercenfures as abfurd as M. Edwards 
himfelfe can devife. | 

But itmay be heisangry with me becaufe though my — 
¥ offends 
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offends him not fo muchas others, yet I couritenance and plead 
for thofe whom he cryes out again{t as Schifmatiques. 

An. 1 profeffe, as in the prefence of God, that upon the molt 
ferious examination of my heart, I find init, that were my judge- - 
ment Presbyteriall, yet I fhould preach and plead as much for 
the forbearanceof Brethren differing from me, not onely in their 
judgement, but in their practice, as I have ever done; therefore 
if I fhouldturne a Presbyterian, I feare I fhould trouble M, Ed- 
wards and fome others more then now I doe ; perhaps my 
pleading and preaching for forbearance of diffenting Brethren 
would be of more force then now itis. : 

He andothers makea great out-cry againft Schifme, they think 
and {ay that men leaving a true Church, cannot be freed from the . 
_ charge of Schifme. 

To that I would onely fay thus much,Suppofe the Non-confer- 
milts, or thofeof the Scottith Nation, who lived in the City in 
former times, who could not acknowledge the Bifhopsauthori- - 
ty, Nor communicate in the Sacraments in the parifhes where 
they lived without finne tothem, ftill acknowledging them to 
be true Churches, yet ifthe Parliament had made an A@ where- 
by they fhould have had two or three places in the City appoint- 
ed for them, wherein all that could not conforme to the Difci- 
pline then eftablifhed, fhould have had liberty to have had the 
Sacraments and other Church- Ordinances together in thofe pla- 
ces by themfelves, freed from the burden of Ceremonies, and fub- 
jeCtionto Epifcopall Authority, would they not havebleftdGod 


for this liberty, had they been Schifmatiques, in the enjoyment ~ 


of this liberty ? Certainly the allowance of the State will not 
alter the cafe; if it be Schifme to doe thus without allowarce of 
the State, and venturing upon fuffering, it is Schifme when the 
State does allow it, whenthey are freed trom fuffering, Schifme _ 
is a Church finne. What ever offence againft Order of State 
men may be charged with, who gather thus without allowance 
of the Svate, yet they are not therefore Schifmatiques, becanfe 
they doc that without the allowance of the State, which ifthe 
State did allow ef, would not be Schifme: where the Lutherans && 
Calvinilts have liberty to liveinone Country together ,andyct 
not communicating one with another ; are allthe Lutherans, or 
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-all the Calvinifts, Schifmaticks? Suppofe the Greek ‘Churches 
had liberty to live among us, would they be all Schifmaticks te 
us, or fhould webe foto them? Many of the French and Dutch 
Churches who live in our parifhes, though they underftand ovr 
language well enough, yet would not communicate in the pa- 
rifhes where they live, becaufe of the Ceremonies and fub- 
jection to Bifhops, were they all Schifmaticks teo ? Doe 
not men_ ordinarily in London and elfewhere for the out- 
ward advantage of tradeor other wife, leave one Church and goe 
to another? and. may not aman for any advantage of enjoyment 
of Ordinances that he cannot have inthe Church he formerly Li- 
ved in, notin that purity, but that j¢ will be finne in bim to conti- 
nuc in it, remove to another Caurch?and what if his dwelling be 
not removed to the other. fide of the {treet , does that make it 
Schifme ? Many of the converted Jewes were a great while in 
Church-Communion b:fore they faw their liberty to converfe 
with the Gentiles, though converted alfo: it was their fault 
that they would not joyne with the Gentiles being Chriftians, 
the partition wall being broken downe, yet they were never ac- 
counted Schifmatiques for this fault of theirs; whercas now it a 
man lives in a parifh, and doesnot joyn in Chureh fellowship in 
that parifh, heis branded fora Schifmatique, What hurt the a- 
bufe of words , and among others this of Schifme hath done in 
the Church, we allknow, When men who give good teltimony 
of their godlinefle and peaceableneffz , after all meanes ufed in 
faithfulneffe to know the mind of Chrift, they cannot without fin 
tothem (hough it be through weaknefle) enjoy allthe ordinan-| 
ces of Chrift,and partake in all the duties of Worfhip as members) 
of that Congregation where their dwelling is, they therefore in 
all humility and meeknefle defire they may not live without the. 
ordinances of Chrilt all their dayes,but for the enjoyment of them 
may joyne in another Congregation, yet fo as not condemning, 
thofe Churches they joyne not withjas falfe, but {till preferve all 
Chrittian communion withthe Saints, as members ‘of the fame: 
body of Chrift,of the Church Catheliqae,and joyn alfo withthem 
in all duties of worfhip that belong to pirticular Churches, fo far

Error, mentioned in the firft part’ 
of his Gangrana, namely , Whatfoever errors or mifcarriaas 
ges in Religion the Church fhould beare withall in men conti- 
aning them ftill in communion with them, thefe the Magiftrate 
Joould beare with, continuing them in the Kingdome or Common- 
wealth,inthe enjoyment of the liberty of fubjetts , this with M, 
Edwards isa huge ertor : Whereas he paffes almoft all his other 
errors without any animadverfion, he mutt needs have one here, 
he cannot paffe fo foule an error as this without confuting it pre- 
fently, fee what his Confutation is: Thofe (fayes he) whoout 
of confcience are not fatisfyed in taking up Armes againft Armies 
raifed by « Prince, the Church will not deale with for this,but the 
Magiftrate may. Tothis M. john Goodwin anf{wered,that F before 
had {aid that in matters of civil juttice between man and man, 
there the_plea of confcience would not free a man from punith- 
went if he offends ; but for matters of Religion, there what ever 
charge the Magiftrate ha:h over men, it is not moré then the 
charge the Church hath in its kiad ; therefore where the Chureh 
fhould beare with men, the Magiftrate fhould. Now the man 
comes in with his refatation and inftances ina bufineffe of taking 
up Armes, asif this did not come under the Head fpoken of be- 
fore, namely, the matters of civil juftice, not a matter of Religi- 
on, as diftinct from civil jaltice » and his Reply is onely this, as 
if an erroneous confcience did not make things the Magiftrate ac- 
counts matters of State, matters of Religion, and the Magiltrate © 
alfo reckon many things to be matters of State, which many 
confeiences account high maitersinReligion, == 
Anf. What abable is this? who would fpend his time in re-’ 
plying to ic? 1f M. Edwards his valour in difpate may be jud- 
ged by this, we need never teareencountring with him. I fay that 
Inmatt.rsof Religion as diftin@ from matters of civil jultice, 
tlicre the Magiltrates power extendsnot beyond the Churches: 
and he comes andtelis usthat an ettoneous,confcience may 2c- 
oon 2 count 
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count matters nf State, matters of Religion, whatthen ? if heats 
counts them to be matters of Religion, does this alter the nature 
of the thing ? what ever he accounts; yet ifhe does offend again{t 
civill juftice, ke is to be punifhed ; and whatfoever the Magis 
ftrate accounts, yet if the thing in its owne nature be not again{t 
civill juftice, but onely againft tome rule of Religion, furely he is 
notto punifh in his way, further then the Church may in her 
way ; whofpeaks of what one man accounts, or what another 
man accounts, the things muft be judged according to what they 
are in their owne nature: if M. Edwards histhreatning Pecce doe 
fio better feats then his Animadverfion and Reply to M. Pohn 
Goedwin hath donc, that which he judges an Error remaines 
ftilla Truth, he muft blot it out of his Catalogue of Errors, his 
confcience muft tell him there is one Error leffe then his recko- 
ning : but I would be loth to be writing or waiting till Matter 
Edwards his confcience be convinced, or if it be, till he cons 
feffes it to be. aes 

There is onely one paffage morethat I fhall need to take notice 
of in hislaft Book, and fomething he hath of it in his former, 
namely, my conformity in the Bifhops times. This conformity 
he fpeaks of wasten yeeres fince, and though I did conforme to 


_fomeoftheold Ceremonies, in which I acknowledge my finne ; 


I doe not caft thofe things off asinconvenient or difcountenanced 
by the State onely, but as finfullagainft Chrift ; yet I think there 
can hardly be found any Man in that Diocefle where I was, who 
was foeyed asI was, that did conforme leffe then I did, if he 

conformed at all. As for the new conformity, God kept me 
fromit; and my finnein the old, makes metobe of the more 
forbearing fpirit towards thofe who now differ from me. -I fee 
now what I did not; and I biefleGodI {aw it before the times: 
changed: and others, even fome who fcorne at new light, 


_ muft acknowledge they fee now what a while fince they: 


{aw not; why then fhould they or I fly nponour Brethren, “bee 


eaufe they fee not what we think we fee? Oh how unbefeeming 
is itfor fuch who conformed toold and new Ceremonies, now 
tobe harfh and bitter in the leaft degree againft their Brethren, 

0 differ from them, when they doe differ fo much frem what 


they were themfelves but a while fince | fome of them know I 
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Jeved them as Brethren, when they conformed to that I could 


not, but was {ufpended for denying it. Let me have the fame 
love from them as Brethren, though I-cannot now conforme to 
allthey nowdoe. True! wherefinnes are repented of, they are 
tobe buryed,, but foas fisners be willing to lye downe in their 
fhame, and walke befceming their repentance forfuch finnes. 


Thus haveI {pent time about this boifterous, froward {pirited 
man, which I grudge as much as ever] grudged any tine fince I 
knew what the worth of time was : But yet fecing my pen is goe 
ing, it fhall pafle upon what this man hath in that angry data 
pologia in reference to my felfe. He hath two things againit me ¢ 
1. My going out of the Kingdome : 2. My Preaching and Writing 
for the Congregationall way. For the firft he fayes, pag. 19. 
That M. Burroughes for fome fpeeches poken againft the Scotsifo 
Warre, infome company not tobe trujied, he for feare fled in all 
hafte to Rotterdam. This he mentions in divers places of his 
Book. He fayes, this made him ftamble at. the truth of fome 
things before mentioncd in the Apologie, 


Anf. He willingly layes this ftumbling block before himfelfe. : 


Had he been willing to have conferred with me about this as I 
defired, before he printed, I fhenld kave fo fully fatished him 
about my going out. of the Kingdome, that ke could never have 
fiusabled at this, nor have caufed others to ftumble as he hath 
done. 
. Firft, he fayes, fome fpecches were fpoke, for feare whereof 
i, & 2.

Lord of Warwick whatfoever might have {eemed indilcretion, 
notby mine owne Affertion onely, but by the teftimony oft wo 


Gentlemen, all the company betides the Accufer, who were 


prefent at the whole difcourfe of that matter.

Anf. It was foure or five months after this accufation before 
I went to Rotterdam. 

Thirdly, Had not the Prelatiesl faction been incenfed againft 
me for ftarding out zgainft their fuperftitions,I fhould have ven- 
tured to have itcod to what I fpake,for'all I faid was but by way 
Quare, affirming nothing, for I knew how dangerous the 
times were then, but putting quarrels tending to jultifie the 
Scots when they fir rofeia Armes, hearing them rayled on in 
the company where] wes, all roy danger was in {tan ding for 
them, and that with that warinefle that fachtimes required, But 
I knew what the power of the Prelatieall party at that time 
was, Who were extreamly incenfed again{t me ; a mans innocen- 
cy then,could not be bisfafety :1 being moft foulely tiaduced in 
the report of my words, though the twoother Gentlemen elea- 
red me never fo much, as my Lord of Warwick knowes , (forthe 
Conference was in his Garden) yet one witneffe affirmative in 
fuch acafe would have been taken againft an hundred negatives, 
A meere Accufatien then was enough to caufe me to provide 
for. my fecurity. . 
. Fourthly, bat fyppofe before any fuch Accufation ard danger, 
when I was in peace and fafety , thatthenI had my call to the 
Church of Rotterdam, yea aod had entertained this call, and 
acknowledged God much in it, (asindeed 1 had caufe) and that 
this came but as an after Providence of God to make my way 
more clare to me, and to take off fully all my friends, from 
whom it would have been hard without fome {uch providence 
to have got uff, without much trouble. Willit not appeare that 
M, Edwards ventures boldly to relate whatfoever he heares, and 


to put what conftruCtions uponit he pleates, tor he brings in this 


flory to prove me falie,in the faying with the reft of the Apologifts, 
thot we faw the evil of thofe /uperftitions that were adjoyned to the 
Wer [hep of God, 

_ The true ftory of this bufineffe is this, which feeing Providence 
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I being by Bifhop Wrex, deprived of my livingin Norfolke, 
In which Ibelieve Iendured as great abrunt, asalmoftany of 
thofe which ftayed in Exg/and; though M. Edwerdsis pleafed to 
fay Page 19. of his Antiapologie, that we fled , that we might 
be fafe uponthe Shore, while our Bretheren’ were at fea inthe 
Storm. Ibelieveneitherhe, nor fcarce any of our Preshyterial 
Brethren, endured a harder Storm at Sea, then I did beforeI went 
out of England; Yet I blefle God, he {tired up noble friends to 
countenance and encourage me in my fufferings: For which I will 
not ceafe to pray that the bleffing of God may be uponthem and 
their Families.I for fome Months living with my Los of Warwick, 
with whem I found much undeferved love and refpeét , when I 
Was in the midftofas great enceuragements for ftaying in Eng- 
land,as a man deprived,and under the Bifhops rage, could expedt, 
I fet my felfinasferious a manner as ever I remainber I did inall 
my life, to examine my heart about my ftaying in Ewgland, whee 
ther fome carnall refpects, that countenance I had from diverfe 
noblefriends, the offers of Livings, did not begin to prevaile too 
farre with me; my {pirit was machtroubled with thefe thoughts, 
Why dol ftilllinger in Exg/and, whereI cannot with peace en- 
joy what my foule longes atter? DidI not formerly thinke, that 
if ever God tooke meclearly from my People, I would haften to 
be where I might be free from fuch mixtures inGods worthip, 
without wringing my confcienceany more? Why doI therefore 
now ftay ? Am I not undera temptation? God knowes thefé 
were the fad and ferious workings of my {pirit, and the Workings © 
of my heart were as {trong, as ever I felt them in my life; Now 
whilft I was thus mufing, thus troubled in my fpirit, and lifting 
my heart up to God tohelpe me, and fet meat liberty, leaning 
upon my Chamber window, lefpyed a man ina Citizens habit, 
coming inthe Court Yard towards my Chamber, and in his com-" 
ming near, I knew him to be formerly a Citizen of Norwich, but at. 
that time, one of the Church of Rotterdam; this mancomes to me,’ 
and tels methat he came lately from Rotterdam, that he was fent 
by the Chrurch there, to give me acall, to joyn with M. Ag Me ; 
the worke of the Lord, in that Church; when I heard him fay thus,’ 
I{tood awhile amazed at the providence of God, that. ach 2 
time a Meffenger fhould be fent to me abont fuch an 1 ony 


'  all.was over, Now being as 1 hoped fet free from my Accnfer, 
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heart God knowes exceedingly rejoyced inthis call of his, I pre- 
fently told him I faw Ged much init, and dared not inthe lealt to 
gainfay it, yea, that my heart did much clofe withit, yet defired to 
{ee God a little further in it, this only I required, that he fhould go 
or fend tothe Charch and return my anfwer : with defire, that be- 
caufe moft of them knew me, they fhould give me their call under 
their own hacds,and then there would be nothing wanting that I 
Knew, but I wastheirs,and thas we parted. In this my heart was 
much eafed, now feeing a cleare hand of God taking me offfrom 


temptations, that I was affraid might other wife have ftucke upon 


me, but this I kept to my felfe. 

Now as God would have it, three orfoure dayes affer this, a 
friend meets me, and tels me, that fuch a man reported of me, that 
inaconference about the Scors, juftifying them in what they did, 
I fhould fpeake fuch things as might bring me into trouble; After 
I heard this, I could not but take notice of Gods hand, that fure- 
ly now Godintended to openthe dore very wide, for that call I 
had to Rotrerdam; yet becaufe, whether I went out or ftayed in 
the Land, I defired tocleare my felfeas- much as could be; I went 
tothisaccuftr withone of the Gentlemen, who was at our whole 
difcourfe, we both laboured to convince him that he had miftook 
what was faid in that Conterence, that certainly there was no 
fuch thing ashe had reported, though at firftthere appeared a ve- 
ry evill fpirit in him, as if he intended evill againft me, yet I went 
freely up and downe for a fortnight or three weeks after in the 
Countrey, and got another Gentleman, who alfo heard all that 
Conference, to fpeak with him ; at the laft he began to recant of 
what he had faid, and promifed to me and one of the Gentlemen 
who had heardiali our former difcourfe , that he would take me 
off what he could, that he would fatisfie all that he had told any 
thing againft me unto,and now tél them that he was miftakenin 
me, and thatthings were not fo bad as he apprehended, and with- 
all-daid he cade nodoubr but to fet me right againe. After thisT 
hoped all would blow over, my Lord of Warwick falling fick at 
London, {ent for me,I came upto him, continuing with him a 
fortnight or three weeks longer, going freely up and downe the 
City, my Lord knew ali thetufinefle, and madz no queftion but 
u the 
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the Meff:nger from Rotterdam.comes to me agzine, with an 
anfwecto whatI had defired, fhewing me how the Charch there! 
had met, end had fentacalleo ms in writing uoder the Elders: 
hands, with maay other handsin the name of the Church: upon: 
which we agreeduponthe day when, andthe place where we: 
fhould meet in Nerfolke, to make a full conclufien, and accor-, 
dingly totake order fer our voyage. Now within three or foure: 
dayes after this fecond call; this bufinefle that we thought had/ 
beendead, breaks forth againe-afre(h : I had intelligence from 
a Minifter in Effex, that the truth was, he that accufed me be-) 
fore, had dealt treacheroufly with me, andthe bufinefl= grew to: 
aheight "it wascome to the then Lord Treafurer: Upon this 
ftillI faw my call the clearer and fuller,and at my fore-;ppoint-: 
edtime wentinto Norfolke, where I met with the Meffenger, | 
and concluded the going into Holasd. Though my call by this 
was clearer,yet the thought of going out of the Kingdome thus, 
was grievous to me, for 1 knew I mult never fee England againe, 
times continuing as then they were, and no man living could 
have imagined that alteration that after fell out. | 

Now I appeale to M. Edwards had he knowne all this (which 
ifit had pleafed him he might have done, for I fent tohimtotell, 
him I would fatisfie him about this bufineff:) would he have 
made fuch arelation as he hath done, to fueh a purpofe as he hath 
doné ? for of all the things he hath againft me, the manner of my: 
going out of the Kingdomein the way that he relates it, is the 
sreatelt afperfion that isupon me, when indeed it wasone of the’ 
molt merciful providences of God: to me that ever befell me in 
all my life, wherein I faw as cleetly an eye of God watching 
over me in particular for good, as ever inany. thing. J know not 
what a bold daring fpirit, whofe aims are to afperie men, would 
have done inthiscafe, had thisJ now relate been knowne, us it. 
wasto many;but ingenuitycertainly, where it had been in the leaf: 
degree of it, would have abhorred to have done a8 M. Edwards, 
hath-done, The Lord fet bis confcience upon hit; rebuke him; 
and be mercifull co him:in this thing. fot JAD} pone 

His {econd thing he hath againft me in his Antéapologsa, is his 
Charge for my Preaching forthe Congregationall way, as page 
216, be fayes / preached at A4ildreds Breadftreet, hay 
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nall Churches under the New Teftament, and for the way of their 
particular Churches, 

Anf. Bat what! faid for that way, he mentions not, and I 
remember not, therefore I can fay nothing toit ; but concerning - 
a Nationall Church, 7 doeremember J faid fomething, it was in 
the time of the Prelates, my fpeech. was directed again them, 
it wastheday the firlt Proteftation was taken, becaufe a great 
argument they ufe for their power over Nations, is from the 
power ofthe High Prieftoverthe whole Nationof the Jewes, 
Ifaid that we were freed from.the Padagogie ofthe jewes, 
and now there were no Nationall Churches by inftitution as the 
Jewes were, mentioning thefe 3. things. 1. There are no natic- 
nall Officers asthey had. 2.No Nationall Worfhipas they had.3. 
It was not fufficient now, to make a member of the Church, b:- 
caufeone is by birth of this or any other Nation, as then it was, 
beeaufe one was-borne ofthe Nationofthe Jewes. And is this 
a Doétrine that will not goedowne with a Presbyterian ? Surely 
it mult bea Prelaticall Presbyterian who cannot digeft this ; I 


_ am confident allthe Presbyterian Churches in the World will -

acknowledge what I faidheretobetrue. Thit we may call the 
Church in England a Nationall Church becanfe of the many 
Saints init who are ofthe body of Chrift, I deny not, nor ever 
did, but that itis by the inftitution of Chrilt formed into one po- 


- liticall Church asthe Nation ofthe Jewes was, thisisno Indes 
pendency todeny;whereare any particular men f{tanding Church 


Officers tothe whole Nation by Divine inftitution ?: what Na- 
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went fromhoufeto houle, Who are. you for ? Are you for Presby- 
tery, or Independencie ° Many an{wering, They knew not what In= 
dependencie was ; The Hand-gatherers replyed , Independents are 
fuch as would have no Government, as would have all Religions,all 
Blafphemiss and Herefies tolerated, as would live under no Laws: 
Ob; fay they, No, we are not for them,we will fet our bands againft 
them, and thus hands might eafily multiply. Yea thisis the 


weapon by which Minifters in their Pulpits, where nobody can’ 


anfwer them, fight againft Independency with. But is this faire ? 
Doe not your confciences condemne you in 


this thing ?_ For m 
part, as I never was, fo I now am not for a tlertion ofa . 
things, nay I fhould beloth tolivein England if ever it (hould 


here. [doe and thall pray-and-endeavour againft it. But what I 


- “faid before the Lord Majorandthe Aldermen, had I been a Pres- 
byterian I fhould have faid jt, and were I a Presbyterian I fhould 
fay it againe. . The Presbyteriall way had once need of fuch a 
doétrine, and may have need of it againe. I remember not the 
wordsthat then I {poke, butthis Iremember, what I faid was 
fromthe 14. tothe Rem. and Iam fure I have finee faid and pub- 
lithed in that Treatife of Heart-Divi/ions three times as mucha- 
bout that Argument, and that Scripture, and yet.I beleeve many 
hundreds of Presbyterians think what I have publithed thereto be 
true doéttine, onely M. Edwards has fo mach of the Prelacy and 
violencein him, that he cannot digeft it. aim 

As for my Le&ures that are printed upon Hefea, that he men- 
tions page 220. I am not willing to {pend time in anfwering, he 
mentions no particular words, but refers you tothe LeCtures and 
pages» They are to be feene, I refer my felfe toall:moderate 
Presbyterians, letthem judge whether there beany thing there 
that may not {tand with Presbyterian Principles. Never any 
have appeared again{t thofe Lectures but M. Edwards, and lately 
M. fohn Vicars ; Ireverence, and teach others toreverence eld 
age; butitmult know there are many infirmities-attending it, 
it is fitter for devotion, thenthat it {hould intereft iit felfe'in mat~ 
ters ofcontention. IfM. Vicars had told me fome experiences of 
the work of God upon his foule , or of the good providences of 
God towards his people and him(elfe in thé courfe of his lite, I 
fhould have diligently. obferved them, and hope might have 
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got good by them ; But oh how unbecomming old age is that {pi- 
rit of contention that appeares in his Bookes | if he thinks thofe 
places he has cited will ferve histurne, furely his skill in Presby- 
terie is not great, my pen was running ina hard expreflion, but I 
will not provcke the oldman yet I mutt be plaine with him, 
How uncomely is it for an old Profeffor of Piety and Religion, 
to be found jeering and {corning at Pi ty and Religion? who 
would heve theught that ever M. Vicars thould have.lived to that 
day? Thus he does inthe Frontifpice of his Booke , The names 
of the five pious Apolegifts, and the names of the feven Religious 
Remonfirants. Whereis the chiefe {cope of his Book is to caft 
dirt upon thefe Apologifts and Remonftrants. Certainly the 
fpirit of the man is much altered from what he heretofore fee- 
med to be. Canit become the gravity and wifdome of old age 
to charge (and that publiquely) his Brethren of unworthy double 
dealing, of unfaithfulaeff:, upon no other ground then the relation 
of one man; and that relation but upon one witneffe? and yet this 
very Witnefle gives it under his hand, that what thefe men that he 
charges thus, hath faidis true, and. why mu{t he charge Malter 
Greenhilltoo? Surely he did not thinke what he did, for all that 
M. Greenhill faid, was, he wondred tofeefuch a thing in Matter 
Edwards his Booke,asa Relation of a meeting concluded of a- 
bout Wicols, where I and he (M. Edwards {ayes) were; what 
doubleneffe or untaithfulnefle in this ? for not onely M. Edwards 
his witneflefayes he never told him fo, and fuch a thing never 
was, but M. Edwards now confefles it. Is there then weight e- 
nough for fuch a charge of M. Vicars, not onely upon me, but up- 
on M. Greenbil ? The Lord, I hope, will caufe M. Vicars to fee 
caufe to be humbled for this. ? 

In the clofe of allme thinkes I fee M. Edwards in M. Bellamies 
fhop fretting and vaporing,I will anfwer him,] that I will, I will 
reply,I that I will: like one Pifo,ferome {peaks of, who though he 
knew not what tofay,yet he knew not how to hold his peace.M, 
Edwards may beboldenough in Anfwering, for I am perfwaded 
he beleeves I will hardly everbe broughtto trouble my felf about 
him ; Heis fo foule, who can meddle with him without dirtying 
his fingers? Iamrefolved ratherto lye under many pre judices 
and cenfures, andcommit my name and caufe to God, then to 
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trouble my felfe further with him. Though ¥ will not, fully. 
conclude never to dee any thing further about him in publique, 
yet this I engage my felfe unto, that if any thing in what he has 
faid, or thall fay, fhall ftick ih the hearts of any confcientious, 
_ who defire fatistaction, if they will but make it knowne to any 
‘that have or ever had any acquaintance with me, I will (if it be 
defired ) give them fatisfaction in it ; but I confefleI am lothto 
promife this to ftrangers, I have been fo traduced by ftrangers 
who have come to me for fatisfaction in fome cafes of confcience. 
For inftance, in that about a late Petition of fome of the Citizens, 
which M. Edwards mentions page 110. of the fick part of his 
Gangrana, where he fayes, fome came to me the day after I 
preached, to be fatisfied about it, who (he fayes) put me hard 
to it. I confeffe I {pent neere foure houres with one com- 
pany who came to me about it; yet Mafter Edwards fayes, I 
faid little. It may be fome of them reported fo. How 
eafie is itfor any to come tobe refolved ina cafe of confcience, 
and when they are gone, to fay, He faid little? Yet to thofe four 
whothen cameto me, there was fo much {aid, that two of them 
went away fatisfied, and the other two fell off, contradicting one 
another + The one faying, If there were thatinthe Petition that I 
objected, he would have no hand in it; the other of them faid 
to his friend, Certainly there isthatinit. And after that, onely 
one company more came, that Iremember, where one, anemi- 
nent Presbyterian, a great friend to M. Edwards, went away 
fo fatisfied, as he after profeffed he never received more fatise 
faction in any thing he had {crupled, and that with thofe reafons 
I gave him he had fatisfiedtwo Minifters, who before wete of 
another mind; and yet it feems fome were pleafed to tell Mafter 
Edwards} {aid little : it was eafie for them to fay fo when they 
were gone, and themfelves mutt be the Judges of whatI faid, 
and of what I affirmed. I refufed none that came tome, but if I 
were at home, fpake with , and debated the matter at large: I 
was abroad onely when one company came, of which I after 
had any notice, which was at the time of the Affembly, where 
was ; yet my wife earneftly defired them to come in the afte 
noone, and told them I fhould very willingly confer withthems 
and two-of that company. did come, a 
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Jarge, neere foure houres, although M, Edwards is pleafed to fay 
I fpakelitile, but my wife much: whereas my f{peech was not 
onely fo long, but had that influence upon two of them, as is be- 
fore mentioned ; and I remember not that my wife was with 
them, or made any flay , but after fo much time fpent, as fhee 
thonghtit was time to break off, fhe brought them a cup of becre, 
aud ftaid while they were drinking, or very little more. But 
can any man think but it muft be very tedious for.a man who 
hath any thing todoe, to fpendtime in anfwering fuch bables as 
thefe ? and yet becaufe eventhefe bables take with vaine fpirits, 
who willingly catch at every thing, fomething muft be faid, if it 
be but to pleafe children. . 

Thus have I wearyed my felfe, and it may be the Reader, in 
thefe perfonall things: of all books, I never cared to read books “ 
of thisnature. The Lord deliver me from fuch an implacable, fa- 
rious {pirit as this M. Edwards hath, that i may have no more 
to doe withhim. If hepretends atanytime to dealein arati- 
onall way, he mingles fucd perfonill things, as muft needsmake 
it tedious for any nan of ingenuity, who hath any thing of weight 
totakeup his head or heart, to meddle with him. Let any man 
Write ara*ionall difcourfe, acknowledged by themfelves to have 
much firength in it, egainf{t that way fo much oppofed, and then 
letthem complaine if they have no Aofwer. Some few things 
have been publifhed this way, and moft of them-have had Ant 

ers, and when God gives further liberty from other occafions, 
farther Anfwer fhall appeare in publique. But isit poflidle for 
fo few of us, having fo many thingslye upon us, to attendthe 
Anfwer to¢very Pamphlet that coines out again{t us? 
. That extreme ecagernefle and violence in Mafter Edwards , 
M. Vicars, «nd others,to afperfe our names, makes us to think 
thatGod hath made moreufe of our names then we were aware of, 
and fhall be an argument to quicken us tomore watchfulnefle 
to walkinoffenfively and convincingly before all men. Forwe 
fee by their anger, even almoft to madneffe bent that way, 
that they had. licle hope to prevaile with all their arguments 
again{t the caufe wee profeflc, till they could get downe our 

eeme (fach as it was) in the hearts of the ‘people. The old 
‘way of the Heathens againft the Chriftians in the Primitive 
Hol 7 . D 3 times, 
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times, and of the Prelates againft the: Presbyterians when time 
was. But our names re not in the power of their tongues and 
pens, they are inthe hands of God, who will preferve thes fo 
tarre as he hathufe of them, and further we fhall haveno uf 
of them our felves. 

There is alfo one M. Bellamy, while he would feeme to be 
Londons Remenftrating Champion, he has nibbled at me. To 
whom I fay, 

1. That Lam perfwaded I ftand cleere in his confcience,what- 
foever Iam in his book. 

2. If what he objects agazinft mebe an Errer, yet furely ithath . 
nothing todoe withthe point of Independencie of Church-Go- 
vernment, thereis noconnection between the one and the other, 
yét he brings it into fhew the Principles of fuch Independents. » 

3- If it were Independencie, yet it runnes not parallel with 
thofe mens opinions he had mentioned before, whe (he fayes) 
hold, That Jf the Parliament have been any way unfaithful and 
unferviceable to the Publique, or but groundedly fufpetted (oto be, 
(which all the world knowes, that knowes thefe mens minds, they 
will quickly beready to doe) if in any thing they pleafe not their 
Palats, that thenthofe that chofe and fent them, may have liberty 
to chaofe more faithfull, able, and better men in their places. Now 
(fayes he) confider thefe mens Tenets. He charges them to tend 
to utter confufion of all order, power, Government in Chureh 
and Common-wealth, and I will give you an inftance (fayes he J 
of one, (naming my felfe, inmy AnfwertoD, Ferne.) 

But will his inftance reach tothat he brings it for, to thew me 
to be one of thofe men he mentioned before for ? 

1. Inthat he fayes of me, doe not I fay, if the Parliament fhould 

grew tyrannicall, particular men cannot help themfelves ? | 

2. The whole State fhould fuffer much before it fhould help 
it felfe by any wayes of refifting. 2 

3. Ifyoucan, fuppefe,a Parliament fo far todegenerate. _ 

4. That they fhould confpire todeftroythe Kingdomes. 

5: That they fhould aime at themfelves fo farre, as to poflefie 
the Lands and riches of the Kingdometothemfelves. si. 

6. What the Kingdome fhould doe I determine not, but leave 
to the light of nature to judge, Nowis this parallel to the former 
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opinion he mentioned , am I one of thofe men? dath thistend 
unavoidably to utter confufion of all order, power, government 
in Church and Common-wealth ? 

7. Let M. Behamie firlt give a better Anfwer to that Odjection, 
betore he finds fault with mine. | 
. Oh how tedious is it tofpend time to follow thcfe vain men, 
and that we mult necds anf{wer to thefe peevifh objections | 

What I have done ina way of juft Apologie for my felfe, you 
may expec from my Brethren, fromm fome very fhoitly, from 
others astheir occafions fhall permit, no wayes queftioning but 
they areable to fet themfelves right in the confciences of con{ct- 
entious men. 

But you will fay, we had rather fee what you would have, what 
your Cau(eis, then this vindication of your Perfons. 

Anf. We freely grant, the truthisto be regarded a thonfand 
times more then our Perfons, and did not we beleeve that fuch a 
Vindication might be ufefull to make way into your hearts for the 

_ receiving the truth; we wou'd never have taken this courfe, but 
fhould rather have been willing to have lyen in the duft, and have 
trufted God with our names. There isindeeda great complaint 
inthe World thatthey know not what we would have. Yet 
ingenuous Brethren in the Aflembly have profe(fd: that 

they underftood what we would haveas well asour f<lves, fo 
cleare have we beenin difcovering our mindes upon all occafi- 
ons. 

We have lately ina Committee appoynted by the Lords and 
Commons for Accommodation, declared what we would have 
in relation to what already is eftablifhed , profeffing that inall 
thingsthat we had not mentioned in our defires for forbvarance, 
aweagreed withthe rule they had cftablifhed. 

- Ifyou would know what we would have,itis foon told you.r, 
We would have the ruling Power of Minilters not to extend fur- 
ther then their paftorall Charge over their People for the feeding 
of them by the Word & Sacraments. 2.We would have the Saints 
feparated irom the world,not ina negative way only, but in fome 
pofitive arguments of fome work of God upon their hearts that 
accompanies Salvation, fo faras man may be ableto jude; and 
that they freely joyn in Spirituajl Communion, yet fo as the rule of 
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edification be obferv’d amonelt others,that there be a cohabitation 
in thofe that joyn, and that allthat are fit to be members that dog 
cohabit doeyoynas much as may be, 3.We would have noco- 
active Violence ufedagainft fuch men who carry themfelyesre- 
ligiovfly and peaceably in their diffcrerces from others, in fuch 
things oncly asgodly and peaceable men may and doe differin. 
Were'thefe 3. things granted, we might live together as Brethe- 
renin peace, and love. Arethofe the menthat arethe hinderers of 
reformation,and the difturbers of the peace, who would be fatiss , 
fied withthefe 3. things, and ifthey cannot have them peacca- 
bly by the permiffion of the Magiftrate, are refolvedto fit down 
quietly to {uffer,or to go to what places in the world liberty may 
be enjoyedin thefe, and yet muft-thefe be judged the difturbers 
of the peace? But while men think there isno way for peace 
but by forcing all tobe ofthe fame minde, while they thinke 
the. Civill Sword is an ordinance appeynted by Gop to 
determine all Controverfies in Divinity, and that mea muft 
needs be chained together by fines and imprifonments, orelfe 
there canbe no peace ; that except all men be of the fame minde 
themfelves are of,all will come tocanfufion :whilfithefe Princi- 
ples prevaile with men, citherthere muft bea bafe fubjection of 
méns confciencesto flavery, a fuppreffion of much truth whilft 
they feck to fuppreffe error, or elfe exceeding difturbance in the 
Chriftian world. Happy thofe men, their memories fhall be blef 
fed. ‘Not who blufter, and are violent and furious in forcing a- 
thers to what they conceive right, for thefe are certainly the 
difturbers of our peace; but thofe who fhall find out fome expedi- 
ent whereby Confcience may not be enflaved, truth not fuppref- 
fed, and yet error not countenanced, the fpirits of men each tor 
wards other {weetned , Peace procured, Brotherly love recove- 
red, ftrengthned, confirmed, for the raifing up of fuch for the blef- 
fing of God upon fuch and their endeavours, I fhall not ceafe to 
pray, whoam defirous of nothing more then Truth and Peace :

But feeing you mention a Committee of Lords and Commons 
for Accommodation, why did not you joyn ina way of Accom- 
modation with your Brethren?

ry, and with the Reformed Churches asthey doe, and forthe 
Role of Difc’pline that we likewife agreed in all other, things, 
except thofe We mentioned , whcrein we defired forbea- 
rance. 
_ Butyou fay, you would not have the Ruling power of Mini+ 

fters goe beyond their Paftoral Charge for Word and Sacraments; 
what help then can there be, ifthe Elders of a Church, or a whole 
Church fhall erre ? . 

Anf, The Church isa {pirituall Society, gathered for {pirituall 
ends; it hath withiniafelfe.no help»again{t {pirituall evils, but 
fpirituall, and thcfecan onely prevaile with men fo far as they 
are {piritual and conf{cientious. If the declaring the mind of Chrift 
by other Churches, if the protefting againft the erring Elders or 
_ Churches,and withdrawing Communion from.them,-will net- 
{trike upon Confcience, what fhall? Can the adding of an 
A& of Pormall Jurifdition , whofe Divine Inftitution few 
fee , and is doubted of by thofe with whom it fhould pre- 
vaile, canthat doc it? The former meanes wil remedy evils, if 
men be confcientious ; the latter will uot doe it, if they be not 
con{cientious, u ;

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the Hearts’of wicked'and prophane men? yea, he hath {pread atable > ~~” 


for Satan with the fhame and ‘forrowes of the Saints, and made 
more joy in hell with the noyfe ef his Gangrene going forth into 
the world, then that climate hath known ‘for thele many genera~ 
tions; yea, he hath made Be/xebub him(felfe drunk with the bloud 
6fthe Saints,and reputation of his enemies,and hath lifted him up: 
halfe way towards that heaven from which our Saviour long fince 
faw hiin falling like lightning *. Befides, doe not all men know 
that the compofition of the world it felfe, and of all the parts of ir, 
confifts ex flore & fece, of what is excellent and what is excrement? 
For Mr. Edwardeor any man to judge of Independency by ‘the 
mifcarriages, whether in praCice or opinion, of fome few that (it’s 
likely)are the retrimentitious part of that way, is asif aman {hould 
make an eftimate of Chespfide by the chanell chat runsin the midft 
ofit, orgive fentence of the holy and ele& Angels by whatis found 
in fin and wickednefle inthe Devils.If Independency hath its tens,’ 
Presbytery hath its thoufands of the fonnes of Be/is! in her retinue. 
And if the'man will deale fairly in comparing them together, hee 
muft not fet the head of the one againft the taile of the other, but 
fieafure head with head , ‘and taile with taile. All may bee true 
which the man chargeth upon Independency,and yet independency 
lift up her head in worth and dignity as ttigh above Presbytery, ‘ 
Quantum lenta folent inter viburna cupre/fi, 
asthe Cedarin Lebanonis by the hand of nature advanced above 
the Thiftle in Lebanon: The moft accucfed hypocrites that ‘ever 
the earth bare, have been’ of the profellion of Chriftianity, and yee 
Chriftianity the beft ofall profeflions. That’ Wolves are oft found 
in Sheeps cloathing, is fo farrefrom being matter of difparagement

ched unto me by others; and {1 make little queftion but that when

For by this means he 
may put down in ink and paper, and makeup Jetter-wife what he 
pleafeth, and yet no man beable to fay unto him) that black is hig 
eye for fo doing. Ifhee will affirm that fuch orduch letters. were 
fent unto him, or came to his hands, and withall.refufero produce 
the authors, orpretend reafons why hee {bould notmame them; 
well may we fufpe& jugling : but-yet the Jaglenharb-alGiainak ne: 
fuge co fly unto to fave himfelfe out of the hand of.adetetor. And 
to me it feemsnot alittle ftrange,that Mr, Edwards fhould keep the 
names 
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names of his informers, who haveconeributed fo liberally towards 
- the fame defigne with himfelfe, under hatches,’or within the vaile; 
“when as he proftitutes his own ‘name wich fo’ much ‘confidence 
(that I fay not impudence)in the frontifpice of his booke.’ If hee 
“Fudgeth it honorable in himfelfe} tcobee'taken notice of for Com- 
-mander in chiefe'in elie Claffique wartes againft ScCtarics and Inde- 
pendents’; he had 'no'tea(on to hide the names of his Captains,and 
“thofe that ferved in inferior place ofcommand under him in the 
fame fervice :except heeither chinks chat they havebeen too iimo- 
rous and Jow*{pirited in theaGtion, atid in this refpe is tender of 
their repucation, hoping they may quit’ themfelves niore Jike men 
“hereafter, arid then he means to bring forth their names with ho- 
“nour ; or elfejudgeth that his ownintereftin the glory of the at- 
chievement; will rife the better, and bee the greater and more in- 
tire, if 10 man thal be looked upon, or known by name, that gave 
~4ffiftance to'him in the work. ‘Or elfe chirdly.feareth left the con- 
tents of the letters being evidted of forgery and untruth, fhonld-re- 
eG difhonor upon the indighters'; ‘and {fo ditcourage and weaken 
their harfl as to any further fervice in fo Jandablea caufe. But the 
‘trathis, that cannot attribute fomuch either to the firft of thele 
reafons, or to the fecond, nor yet tothe third (though this hath 
moft in it) as to be'able to beleeve,that he fuppreffed his names for 
any other end,then to fuppreffe the examination of the truth of the 
Yetters.

thefe, I all thy wayes ; which being the very laft words of the fen-- 
tence,it is M* Edw. that hath copied: out the Devils delinquency to- 
an haire 3 dealt juft by himfelfe,, as the Devill did by. Chrijt, not]. But 
whereas other Authors frequently make ufe of the figure Syzecdoche , 
in putting down a part for the whole; M"Ed». makes much ufe in 
his writings of a new figure, which we may call an Avti-Synecdoche,, 
by putting the whole, yea and fometimes more then the whole for 
a part. But however, I muft give him the teftimony ofa man im- 
partiall between the Devill and the Saints: for though he {peakes- 
falily of thefe, yet he will not flatter the other wich the truth. 
2°. I would faine know, in cafe the former part. of his. fentence: 
cited by me,be falfe,whether the addition of the latter would have 
made it true. If the power of the Magiftrate by which he punifbeth firs.

Did Paul or Chrift, fet their faces like an Adamant; to inflame and 
feton fire the Powers of this world, with hatred , bitternefle and

- full: of weaknefle,and unworthy in the higheft? Or did they:impor- 


tune and clamour upon the fecolar armeyeven to the wearying of it, 
to avenge them on their adverfaries;and little letfe then threaten thofe 
in place and Authoritie, if they would not comport. with them in 
their carnall ends arid defires, and lift up their iron rod to breake 
their enemies in pieces like a potters veflell ? This, (faith Chrift to 
the Fewes, {peaking of their murtherous attemptsagainft him.) thi 
did not Abrabam. Nor did the‘Lord Chrift, or his blefled Apoftle 
any of the things mentioned:but whether Mr. Edw-hath done any 
thing elfe( almoft ) either in his Lion; or in his Beare,] meaneither 
in his Antapologie, or in his Gangrene, efpecially in this latter, I ap- 
peale to the jadgements and confciences of all, that either have, or 
fhall pleafe diligently toperufe them, and wichall have but their 
wits and fenfes free from Claffique bands. When the Lord Chrift 
was follicited by fome of his difciples, and that by thofe whom he 
loved beft, to call for fire from Heaven to confume thofe that would not 
receive him, he tar d hitntel f,and rebuked them,celling chem that they 
knero nor what fpirit they were of. Whereas Mr Edwards cally and cries, 
might and maine,for fire from Hell to deftroy not thofewho refufe 
to receive the Lord Chrift,but fuch as do receive him with albitheir 
hearts,and with all their fouls,onely becaufe their faces are not in- 
ftantly fet toreceive the Tiaditions of his‘Di(cipline and Do&rine 5 
and yet conceits that he knows well enough of whut fpirit bei, ma- 
king mo queftion for confcience Sake y but that it is Heavenly.
